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PLANNING FOR CONGRESS 


TALK OF AN EXTRA SESSION 
AND ABOUT TAKIFF REFORM. 


REPRESENTATIVES BEGIN TO APPEAR 
IN WASHINGTON—ECHOES OF RE- 
PUBLICAN SENTIMENTS—ARGUMENTS 
FOR AND AGAINST AN EARLY MEET- 
ING—THE QUESTION OF A DEFICIT. 








WASHINGTON, Noy. 29.—A week from to-day 
and the two Houses of the Fifty-scoond Con- 
gress will have begun the second session of 
that body. Three months later that Congress 
will come to an end, and the term of a new one 
will begin at the same time that Benjamin 
Harrison surrenders to Grover Cleveland the 
office which was four years ago surrendered by 
Cleveland to Harrison. 

Senators and Representatives are making their 
appearance rapidly, and the Capitol, deserted 
for many months, has begun to assume a busi- 
ness-like appearance. It will now cease to be an 
exhibition place exclusively, but the attractions 
to which the Capitol guides will be able to di- 
rect the attention of visitors will be more en- 
joyable to the curious for the added personal 
interest imparted by the occasional appearance 
of well-known Senators and Representatives, 
all known to the guides, and each suggestive of 
some more or less apocryphal story. ; 

Both the Washington Post andthe Star are 
disposed to insist, with a great deal of earnest- 
ness, that there should be an immediate extra 
session of the Fity-third Congress, as soon as 
the now President has been swornin. It would 
be unnatural for the local papers to discourage 
an early session, and it would be too laughable 
if they should give as areason for advising such 
a course the great advantage it would give to 


the city, the shops, the street cars, the hotels, 
and, perhaps, the newspapers, to bave the 
equivalent ofa long session of Congressina 
short session year. 

It was not many years ago that some of the 
leading hotels made ita custom to close at the 
end of the short session, rather than keep open 
house for the very few guests who would strag- 
‘gle into town whenthe Congress was notin 
session, and when the weather was not alto- 
gether favorable to sightseeing. 

The reasons given forthe early extra session 
area pretty accurate echo of the demands of 
those Republicans who hope to see the Demo- 
crats begin before they can be expected to be 
ready, and who hope that they will quarrel as 
soon as they undertake to revise the tariif. 

Mr. Kowland Blennerhassett Mahany, Minis- 
ter to Ecuador, who came from his post to in- 
dulge in the political exercise of running for 
Congress aguinst the Hon. Daniel M. Lockwood, 
and who was beaten by several thousand votes, 
is proud that his defeat was not more decisive 
than it was, and is foran early extra session. 
“*On general principles,’ he says, “I hope that 
aD extra session will be called, because the in- 
evitable fight between the two factions of the 
Democracy will be the earlier precipitated by 
that means.” He thinks there is a Sam Randall 
minority somewhere that will fight against a 
reduction of tariff taxes, and he looks to see it 
engage in an ‘irrepressible conflict” with the 
President and the “ free trade wing.” 

The argument made to-day by the sdvocates 
of an extra session is that it should be called so 
as to give the Congress a chance to organize, 
that the work of the committees, including the 
Ways and Means Committee, should be cut out, 
and that then the Congress should adjourn, to 
meet iater in the year to resume work. 

William Mutchler, (Dem., Peun.,) a member of 
the Appropriations Committee, is not quite cer- 
tain about it, but is inclined to favor an extra 
session in April, if it is found to be necessary 
after an examination of the Treasury. If there 
should be a deficiency, Mr. Mutchler would put 
sugar back on the dutiable list to get the 
$50,000,000 of revenue lost by making it free 
and the $10,000,000 lost by payment of sugar 
bounties. “ And this,” he says, “was never 
done to cheapen the price of sugar to the con- 
sumers. It was done to enable the Republicans 
to increase the tariff on woolen goods, carpets, 
and other articles of absolute necessity in every 
household, and thus protect the favored manu- 
facturers of these goods. 

“I would also, if it was found necessary, re- 
atore the duty on tea and coffee and add a little 
to the tax on whisky and tobacco. In this way 
you will get a genuine revenue tariff on arti- 
cles that are not real necessaries of life, while 
you could take off the duties on articles of 
clothing, blankets, and carpets, which every 
human being and every househould must have 
ina climate like this. Something of this kind 
must be done to meet the vast pension and 
other expenditures of the Government. 

“If it is not, then the alternative would be an 
income tax, in favor of which some strong argu- 
ments can be made. They say an income tax is 
inquisitorial; that it is not right for the As- 
sessor to know how many bonds a man has 

got. But is it more inquisitorial than a tax on 
houses and lots? Is there any better reason 
| why the Assessor should insist on knowing how 
many houses you own than how many bonds 
youown?! No; the real objection to the income 
tax is that it puts s premium on perjury; that 
the honest man would pay it, while the unscru- 
pulous man would escape it altogether by 
ewearing be didn’t have enough income to bring 
him within its provisions.” 

Mr. Mutchier said he favored a revision of 
the pension rolls to find out how many frauds 
there were on them, a reorganization of the 
Pension Office, and making ita bureau of the 
War Department so as to get the whole pension 
system out of politics as far as possible. He 
would have the case of every man drawings 
pension reopened and re-examined by pension 
courts and stop this system of sending pension 
examiners about the country to find men to 
give pensions to. 

Representative Bland (Dem., Mo.,) said to- 
night: “I presume Mr. Cleveland will want to 
getestablished in the office before he has an 
extra session of Congress. I take it for granted 
that he wishes to have all his Cabinet officers in 
harmony with him, so that when Congress calls 
for information he can give data he knows to 
be authentic. An extra session might be neces- 
sary some time next Fall.”

“There will probably be an extra session of 
Congress if the Senate does not take up some of 
the tariff measures which are now before its 
Committee on Finance this Winter,” said Sena- 
tor Gray. ‘‘There are bills pending which 
either largely reduce the existing duties on 
wool, jute bagging, cotton ties, od and tin, or 
in some instances put those articles on the free 
list. Uniess the Senate will take up one or 
more of these measures there ought to be an ex- 
tra session, for the country is looking forward 
pe some speedy and radical change in the tariff

“The people who gave such an emphatic ver- 
flict on this question at the late election will 
not be content unless something is done 

mptly. Therefore if the Republican Senate 

8 to act this Winter there ought to be no 

longer delay than is necessary on the part of 

the Democrats before some relief is afforded 
from the burdens now imposed.’’ 

Senator Pettigrew said that it could be put 
down as a sure thing that none of the tariff bills 
would be passed by the Senate this Winter.

THE BROOKLYN COOPERAGE COMPANY 
TIRED OF OUTSIDE INTERFRRENCE, 


NEw-ORLEANS, Nov. 29.—The Brooklyn Coop- 
erage Company, tired of its long struggle with 
the cotton interests and the insurance compa- 
nies, is determined to force matters, and has 
notified the City Council thatit has olosed the 
contracts for the erection of its factory, and 
that the work will be begun in the morning. 

The cooperage, which is connected to some 
extent with the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, occupied asquare of ground in the die- 
trict in which the cotton presses are situated. 
It acquired the original permission to build 
from the City Counocil,and as consideration 
therefor agreed to undertake certain paving 
and other works of public improvement. The 


factory erected cost nearly $400,000, of which 

75,000 was spent in driving a pile foundation, 
the soll not being sufficiently firm to support 
sueh a heavy building. 

Last Summer the cooperage was burned, and 
the company made application for permission 
to build. This was granted, but before the work 
had progressed very farthe cotton men inter- 
vened and declared that the insurance people 
considered the cooperage an element of such 
danger that they would decline to take risks 
on cotton stored in its vicinity, or if they did 
take such risks they would raise the rates to 
such a point that the city’s cotton business 
would be ruined. 

Finally it was agreed that if the company and 
the insurance people could come to an amicable 
arrangement about the plans for the new build- 
ing the opposition would cease. Such plans 
have been prepared and approved by the in- 
surance people, whose demands in the matter 
have been more than conceded, and the new 
building will cost the company $80,000 more 
than its predecessor. ' 

The final hearing in the matter was had last 
night before acommittee of the City Council 
and the cotton interests, and, the opposition be- 
ing renewed, no decision was reached, though 
the committee clearly indicated its intention of 
supporting the cotton interests at all costs. 

The company has, therefore, determined by 
the advice of the most prominent lawyers at 
this bar to stand upon the rights it bas already 
acquired and erect the building regardless of 
opposition. 





JACKSON’S DEATH. 
——_——— 

HE FILLED EVERY RANK FROM PRI- 
VATE TO BREVET MAJOR GENERAL. 


ATLANTA, Ga, Nov. 29.—The deathor Gen. 
Richard H. Jackson, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Fourth Artillery, at the McPherson Barracks, 
last night, removes from the army the only offi- 
cer who filled every position consecutively from 
private to Brevet Major General. 

A native of Ireland, born July 14, 1830, he 
enlisted inthe Fourth Artillery Dec. 12, 1851, 
and was successively appointed to Corporal, Ser- 
geant, and First Sergeant of his battery. Sept. 
13, 1859, he was brevetted Second Lieutenant 
Fourth Artillery, and July 13, 1860, duly com- 
missioned and transferred to the First Artillery. 


After Sumter was fired on, he was appointed 
First Lieutenant and Captain Feb. 20, 1862. A 
year later he was transferred to the Inspector 
General’s department, where he remained until 
May 28, 1865, with the rank of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel. May 24, 1865, he received his star as 
Brigadier General United States Volunteers, 
and six months later he was brevetted Major 
General. He was mustered out of tne volunteer 
service Feb. 1, 1866. 

Gen. Jaokson’s war record is brilliant. He 
was accorded five brevets—that of Major for gal- 
lant and meritorious services at the battle of 
Drury’s Biuff; of Lieutenant Colonel at Newmar- 
ket Heights; Colonel for his services during the 
war; Brigadier General for his cenduct during 
the campaign of 1864, and Major General for 
his gallant work during the war. July 1, 1880, 
he was commissioned Major of the Fifth Artil- 
lery, and Dec. 4, 1888, Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Fourth Artillery. 

Gen. Jackson was a great favorite with the 
Nawonal Guard of the State of New-York, and 
on several occasions was detailed ut the Peeks- 
kill Camp of Instruction by request of Adjt 
Gen. Porter. He invariably spoke in the high- 
est terms of the New-York State troops, never 
seemed to see their shortcomings, and pre- 
dicted at taps time of the Buffalo strike last 
August that the high efiiciency and splendid 
discipline of the troops would deter the lawless 
element from committing any overt act.

DIAMOND THIEVES IN THE SOUTH.

A NUMBER ARRESTED IN NASHVILLE 
AND OTHERS ARE LOOKED FOR,

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 29,-—Chief of Police 
Kilgore said this morning that he would keep 
under surveillance the woman who was arrested 
here yesterday with $10,000 worth of diamonds 
in her possession, until the jewels are restored 
to their rightful owners. He has information 
that a gang of diamond thieves, some of whom 


have been arrested in Nashville, are wanted in 
Atlanta, Birmingham, Memphis, Augusta, and 
perhaps in other cities. 

Chief of Police Connally of Atlanta is expected 
to arrive here to join Chief Ciacko orf Nash- 
ville, who arrived last night. They hope to 
make some startling developments about the 
extensive operations of these diamond thieves. 

Chief of Police Clacko, in an interview with 
the Associated Press correspondent, says the 
men arrested at Nashville and the woman under 
arrest here are connected with the worst gang 
of thieves and pickpockets that ever operated 
in the United States. He has the list of a score 
of diamond robberies committed in Nashville, 
Birmingham, and Atlanta, in which itis believed 
the gang is implicated. 





Juror Freyvogel’s Serious Charge, 

PITTSBURG, Noy. 29.—I. N. Freyvogel, an 
electrician, for some time employed by the 
East End Electrio Light Company of this city, 
is outofajob. He wasa juror in the case of 
Sylvester Critehlow, the Homesteader who was 
last week acquitted of a charge of murder of a 
Pinkerton detective on the memorable 6th of 
July. H. C. Frick, Chairman of the Carnegie 
Company, is a large stockholaer in the East 


End Electric Light Company, and Mr. Freyvogel 
claims to be in possession of a letter from Frick, 
written on the Carnegie Company letterhead, in 
which Freyvogel’s discharge is demanded. 

Mr. Freyvogel will to-morrow bring suit 
against Frick for conspiracy under a State law 
that protects jurors in such cases from the 
spite of those who do not like the verdicts they 
bringin. The penalty is a heavy tine and long 
imprisonment. The case is a novel one. 





The President’s Message Delayed, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Owing to his present 
affliction, the President will be unable to com- 
plete his annual message to Congress in time 
for submission to that body on the opening day 
of the session. The present indications are 
that he will be precluded from making any 
progress whatever during the remaining days of 
the present week. Consequently it is more than 
probable that the completion of the message 
will be delayed until the end of next week or 
the beginning of the following week. 

The President will probably send a lrief 
message to Congress Monday next, explaining 
why the regular message is delayed. it is 
learned on good authority that the annual mes- 
sage will be about the same lenxth aa that of 
last year, and will include a complete review of 
the work of the present Administration. It will 
contain about 15,000 words. 





Alien Contract Labor in the South, 
Spectal to The Associated Press. 
MeEMpPuis, Tenn., Nov. 29.—The Grand Jurys of 
the Federal Court, in session here, is investigat- 
ing the alleged violation of the act prohibiting 
the importation of alien contract labor. Mem- 


bers of half a dozen large cotton firms repre- 
senting Liverpool houseshave been summoned 
to testify. 

United States District Attorney 8 W. Haw- 
kins has information that several former em- 
pores of these firms, residents of Memphis, 

ave recently been discharged, and their places 
given to men who have been sent from Liver- 
pool under contract to perform the labor, sucb 
as weighing and certifying cotton. ‘he inves- 
tigations by the Grand Jury are causing quite a 
stir among English cotton buyers. 





Rev. Mr. Cobb Coming to New-York.

Cobb, for four and a half years pastor of the 
North Reformed Church, West Troy, tendered 
his resignation last evening, to accept a call to

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SILVE R'S PROPER POSITION 


PROF. SOETBEERS PLAN TO BE 
CAREFULLY EXAMINED. 


THE COMMITTEE TO WHICH THE ENG- 
LISH PROPOSAL HAS BEEN REFERRED 
—VIEWS OF ITS MEMBERS—ATTI- 
TUDE OF THE FRENCH AND GERMANS 
—THE HOSPITALITY OF BRUSSELS. 


BrvusseE.s, Nov. 29.—The committee appointed 
yesterday by the International Monetary Con- 
ference to consider the proposals of Mr. Alfred 
de Rothschild, which were presented to the con- 
ference yesterday, is made up as follows: Sir C. 
Fremantle, Great Britain; Sir Guilford L. 
Molesworth, India; Henry W. Cannon, United 
States; M. de Foville, France; Signor Simo- 
nelli, Italy; C. F. Tietjen, Denmark; N. P. Van 
der Berg, the Netherlands; Hans L. Torsell, 
Sweden and Norway; Sefior Osama, Spain; M. 
Cramer Frey, Switzerland; M. Sainctletto, Bel- 
gium, and M. Raffalovitch, Russia. Mr. Alfred 
de Rothschild, Great Britain, and M. Montefiore 
Levi, the President of the conference, are ex- 
officio members of the committee. 

The committee will also consider the plans 
suggested by M. Levi and Prof. Adolph Soet- 
beer. Prof. Soetbeer’s plan is to establish one 
gramme of fine gold as the international unit of 
value and to stop the minting of coins contain- 
ing lessthan 5.8065 grammes of pure gold. 
The circulation of coins of foreign countries of 
less than the new standard will be prohibited 
by the countries signing the agreement, and 
gold coin of inferior value will be withdrawn 
within five years. Private individuals will be 
allowed to coin gold upon the payment of an 
agreed seigniorage. Gold certificates may be 
issued against gold held in reserve. Prof. 
Soetbeer’s plan also includes the coinage of 
silver inthe proportion of twenty value units 
of that metal to one of gold, but private indi- 
viduals will not be allowed the free coinage of 
silver. 

Of the committee that will consider the pro- 
posals, five members are avowed bimetallists, 
six are monometallists, and one is doubtful. 
The committee will sit twice eachday. Itis 
the general expectation that Mr. de Rothschild’s 
proposals will be accepted by the committee and 
then referred for adoption or rejection to the 
conference and the Governments represented, 
with modifications suggested by the schemes of 
M. Levi and Prof. Soetbeer. One of the modifi- 
cations will undoubtedly be that all gold coins 
below the value of 20f. be withdrawn from cir- 
culation and replaced by silver notes. 

The adhesion of the German delegates is now 
considered certain, as Herr Decbend, formerly 
President of the Reichsbank, approved the main 
lines of Prof. Soetbeer’s proposal. The French 
representatives will also accept the plan of 
Prof. Soetbeer, which was communicated by M. 
Tirard, French ex-Minister of Finance. This 
plan was favorably received by all the French 
delegates before it was submitted to the confer- 
envith the prospect of an early agreement be- 
ing achieved, nobody now taiks of the failure of 
the conference. So rapidly has the optimistic 
feeling grown that itis reported that the con- 
ference is likely to conclude its labors next 
week. 

The delegates are combining some pleasure 
with their work. The interchange of dinners

A MAKESHIFT AT BEST. 


WHAT NEW-YORKERS SAY OF THE DE 
ROTHSCHILD PROPOSITION. 


Wall Street bankers, of course, take a deep in- 
terest in the plan proposed by Alfred de Roths- 
child at the International Monetary Conference 
in Brussels as a way to solve the silver prob- 
lem. As THE TIMEs’s dispatches have told, his 
scheme is for the nations represented at the 
conference to agree to purchase collectively 
£5,000,000 worth of silver a year, provided 
that the United States agrees to continue its 
monthly purchases aggregating 54,000,000 
ounces a year, the arrangement to last five 
years and the collective buying to be suspended 
if the price of silver goes up to 434d. an ounce. 

Asarule, the bankers look upon the proposi- 
tion as a makeshift at best, although most of 
them are waiting for detailed accounts of the 
proceedings in Brussels before forming final 
judgments of the merite of the plan. The fact 
that its adoption would lead to a retention of 
the Sherman law in this country does not tend 
to make it acceptable to the financiers here. 
They have hopes, though. that the conference 
will lead to a better general understanding 
among nations as to financial legislation and 
co-operation. 

J. Edward Simmons, President of the Fourth 
National Bank, said yesterday that he did not 
regard the proposition as solving the big prob- 
lem. According to the outlines of the plan 


given in the dispatches the arrangement could 
not be a fair one so far as the United States 
was concerned, for it would involve annual 
purchases of 30,000,000 ounces of silver by Eu- 
ropean nations and of 54,000,000 ounces by 
this Government. Besides, this country would 
be bound to continue as a buyer if silver went 
up to 43d. an ounce while Europe would be re- 
leased at that point. The de Rothschild prop- 
osition might, however, lead to something bet- 
ter in the end. 

Henry Clews of Henry Clews & Co. thonght 
that the English delegate had not submitted his 
plan without a conference with the olficers of 
his Government, although Great Britain, of 
course, was not bound to any plan whatever. 
European purchases of silver would tend to a 
more extended use of the metal and might be 
regarded as a concession to the silver policy of 
the United States. Mr. Clews held that the con- 
ference showed that Europe, and especially 
England, was coming to see that if the whole 
burden of the silver of the world was to be borne 
by the United States this country might be 
forced into a wore active part in the struggle for 
gold now going on abroad. If need be, this Gov- 
ernment could easily dispose of $100,000,000 of 
its bonds for gold in England. 

Ot a plan to establish w gold standard in 
India, Mr. Clewa said: ‘India now purchases 
$44,000,000 of silver annualiy. Thia is about 
one-quarter of the product of the world, which 
ig $183,000,000. These forty-four millions an- 
nually would be dumped on Euro and the 
United States after India adopted the gold 
stundard. ‘This polioy would make gold still 
comparatively more scarce and tend to cheapen 
silver independent of the $44,000,000 of that 
inmetal annually withdrawn from India. Thus 
the [nalan kmpire would soon find itself 
hampered for a circulating medium, panics 
would ensue, and then blame would be thrown 
upon Great Britain, whose arch enemies, es- 
pecially Russia, are watching every chance to 
foment discontent and sow the seeds of insur- 
rection in the regions south of the Himalayas.” 

Leopold Zimmermann of Zimmermann & 
Forshay, bullion dealers, believed that the plan 
proposed at Brussels would be decidedly unfair 
to this country. It would give Europe all the 
advantage. The conference had its value as a 
starter, however, and a inore generous plan 
A that proposed could be looked for eventu- 
ally. 

George G. Williams, President of the Chemical 
National Bank, said that the plan had its ad- 
Vantages a8 a temporary arrangement, although 
it would seem absurd asa permanent one. It 
would at least end the present situation, in 
which the United Statee bought 54,000,000 
ounces of silver a year and Europe none at all. 
The condition of aifaira in India would tend to 
stir Eugiand to actiou of sume sort upon the 
ailver question. 

President John A. Stewart of the United 
States Trust Company thought there was no ad- 
vantage in the plan, which could only add to the 

resent fictitious demand for silver. He be- 

jeved that England would not agree to the 
acheme. Europ@ was not likely to help this 
country out of its trouble after having had the 
advantage of the United States so long. How- 
ever, the conference was not likely to do any 


harm and might do

National Bank regarded the pian asa stand-off.

MR. BLAND DISSATISFIED. 


HE THINKS THE ROTHSCHILD PLAN 
WOULD NOT BE ACCEPABLE HERE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.— What do you think 
will be the course of the next Congress in re- 
gard to silver?” Representative Bland, (Dem., 
Mo.,) was asked to-day. 

“There are too many conflicting views in the 
Democratic Party about the question,” he re- 
plied. ‘* No man can tell.” 

“What have youto say about Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild’s proposition before the Monetary

It is claimed here this morning that the of- 
ficial Board of Canvassers will refuse to decide 
the Coffey County tie, and will throw the case 
into the House for final settlement. The board 
is Republican and believes that the Republicans 
will organize the House. The official count is 
proceeding slowly. The board this morning 
began on the State officers. By a mistake of the 
clerks of Sedgwick and Wilson Counties one of 
the Weaver Electors was defeated. The cor- 
rect name was Cabbell, but the clerks in both 
counties certified the returns, giving the name 
of the Blector as Campbell. It makes a differ- 
ence in the vote of nearly 8,000, and will cer- 
tainly defeat Cabbell unless the board permits 
a revision by the County Clerks. The official 
count will not be completed before Thureday.

STOLE THE BANK’S MONEY 


BUT THE OFFICERS AND CITIZENS 
GOT IT BACK. 


A DARING DAYLIGHT ROBBERY AFTER 
THE WESTERN STYLE IN A QUIET 
NEW-JERSEY VILLAGE—THE TWO 
YOUNG DESPERADOES OVERHAULED 
AFTER A HOT CHASE, 


ALLENTOWN, N. J., Nov. 29.—One of the most 
daring bank robberies, with a touch of the 
Western manner, ever perpetrated in New-Jer- 
sey, Was attemptedin this town this afternoon, 
and butfor the courage of two of the bank 
officials, backed by a score of townsmen, the 
robbers would have been successful. 

The Farmers’ National Bank is situated on 
the main atreet of Allentown. In fact, Allen- 
town has but two roads, one of which might be 
called along alley. The population is less than 
1,000 and the houses are widely scattered. The 
bank does little commeroial business, depending 
solely for its success as a financial institution 
on the deposits of the farmers in the vicinity. 
The President is George H. Vanderdeck, the 
cashier Elmer E. Hutchinson, and the teller 
William C. Smith. 

Mr. Vanderdeck was not at the bank this 
afternoon, and owing to the storm there was 
little business. The main street was practically 
deserted just before 3 o'clock, when two men 
walked rapidly toward the bank and stopped 
just outside the entrance. After a minute's 
hesitation, they mounted the ateps. 

In the bank at the time were Cashier Hutch- 
inson and Teller Smith. As it was near 3 
o’clock, they were balancing the books for the 
day preparatory to putting all the money in the 
safe. 

Within easy reach of the cashier was $1,894 
in bills and a considerable sum of silver. 

The men stepped up to the desk, and when 
Mr. Hutchinson looked up his eyes met the bar- 
rels of two revolvers held close to his face. 
“Turn your face to the wall!” cried one of the 
men. The teller glanced up at the remark, and 
the other revolver was instantly pointed at him. 

He saw the situation and followed his chief's 
example of obedience. 

“Now, then,” said the spokesman of the rob- 
bers, ‘is this all the money you have?” 

The cashier and the teller by this time realized 
their position. They were unarmed and com- 
pletely at the mercy of the robbers. 

“Yea,” replied the cashier, ‘‘thatis all.” * 

In the safe were many valuable papers and 
quite asum of money. but, seemingly satisfied 
with the bills before them, the robbers gave no 


attention to further possibilities and tilled their 
pockets with the bank notes. They left the 
silver. 

‘“*That’s all,” said the robber, who was con- 
ducting the scheme, “just keep your face to the 
wall for five minutes and you'll not be harmed.” 

Then they started for the door, and once in 
the street they started on aswift run toward 
the Imlaystown road, 500 yards distant. 

They had hardly reached the walk when Mr. 
Hutchinson started after them, followed by ins 
teller. He had ona linen jacket and a pair of 
slippers, and the snow was furiously beating 
down. 

Once in the street both men cried, “‘ Stop 
thief!” “Stop thief!’’ as loudly as they could, 
and several shopkeepers ran into the streets, 
and, quickly realizing what had happened, 
dashed back for their revolvers and then joined 
in the chase. 

The robbers had quite an advantage in the 
start, but the townspeople, incited by the ap- 
pearance of the cashier and teller, gave tie 
“tallyho,” and they were quickly onutfooting 
them when they were joined by several farmers 
armed with shotguns. The 500 yards to the 
Imlaystown ro were quickly traversed aud 
then the chase was taken up the road toward 
the station. The latteris on the road toward 
Freehold. 

Something Jess than 500 yards of this road 
had been covered when the thieves, who were 
almost floundering in the mud, realized that 
their pursuers had gained on them, and think- 
ing that the fields would be their best way to 
escape, attempted to jump the barred fence 
marking Wilson Wright's farm, but the rails 
were wet and they slipped back. 

Before they could arise Cashier Hutchinson 
was upon them, and cried vut: ** Throw up your 
hands.” Turning around the thieves saw tnem- 
selves confronted by more than a score of re- 
volvers and shotguns, and they yielded. 

Mr. Hutchinson took their revolvers, and the 
march back to the town was begun. They said 
nothing on the way, but when taken before 
Justice Ely they were searched, and all the 
money were found upon them. The elder of the 
robbers, who had conducted the plan through- 
out, said that his name was Frederick C. Smith, 
and that his age was twenty-five. Hiscompanion 
gave the name of J. B. Morris, aged twenty. 

They wore “ Sunday-go-to-meeting” clothes, 
as one of the farmers said afterward, and on 
Smith was found a card, on which was written: 
** Woodstown Bank, Nov. 30.”’ From this it was 
eoncluded that they had planned other robberies, 
of which the Allentown bank was to be the first. 
They said that they had been working for some 
time on the farm of Thomas Hart, just south of 
oe. Hart had hired them in Philadel- 

a. 

Justice Ely committed them to await the ac- 
tion of the January Grand Jury of Monmouth 
County, and at 4 o’oloek they started in the 
stage for Newton station to cateh the 5:12 train 
for Freehold, the seat of Monmouth County. 
They were shackled together and were in charge 
of Constable Stephen B. Bergen, William Moore, 
and Augustus Ralph. 

Freehold was reached at 6:30 o’clock, and 
there they were delivered into the custody of 
Rulief P. Smock, Sherif of Monmouth County.

THE REV, DR. SCOTT DEAD, 


PRESIDENT’S FATHER-IN-LAW 
PASSED AWAY YESTERDAY. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Dr. Scott, President 
Harrison’s father-in-law, died at 4:10 o’clook 
this afternoon. 

He had been slowly sinking ali day, and the 
Presideyt and his household had early gathered 
about his bedside. The aged Invalid passed 
away without a struggle, as quietly and as 
peacefully asa child falls asleep. He had been 
unconscious for hours and was unable to recog- 
nize the friends at his bedside. Stimulants were 
administered hypodermically, but only served 


to defer the end. The President and family are 
very much prostrated at their bereavement. 
The White House was closed to visitors to-day 
and the usual semi-weekly Cabinet meeting 
was omitted. 

Dr. Scott proved a most remarkable pa- 
tient and had lived much longer than his famt- 
ly even hoped for. Notwithstanding his ninety- 
three years he had enjoyed exceptionally good 
health up to the time of his last sickness 
and his mental vigor seemed to have kept full 
puce with his physical soundness. On Nov. 19 
be Was stricken with a cold, accompanied by a 
low, consuming fover, and continued getting 
weaker and weaker until Saturday last, when 
he rallied to such an extent that the family 
were excouraged to believe he might recover. 
The improvement in his condition waa, how- 
ever, of short duration, and the following even- 
ing he lad a relapse, since which time he steadi- 
ly lost ground.

The Rev. Dr. John Witherspoon Scott was 
born in Beaver County, Penn., June 22, 1800. 
He was the son of the Rev. George McElroy 
Scott. For five years before he entered the 
junior class at Washington College, at Washing- 


ton, Penn., he engaged in teaching, and after his 
graduation he went to Yale and took a course 
in chemistry under Prof. Silliman. He then be- 
came a professor in the college from which 
he was graduated from 1824 to 1828, and 
afterward became Professor of Mathematios 
and Natural Science in Miami University. 
He assisted in founding Belmont College 
and remained with that institution till he ac- 
cepted wa call to the Oxford Female College, 
where he remuined ten years. He was also the 
President of that institution. During his life 
he also taught in Jefferson, Penn., where he was 
Principal of a Presbyterian academy, and was 
a professor in Hanover College in Indiana. He 
was a successful educator for fifty-seven years. 

He was ordained a minister in the Presby- 
terian Church when he was thirty years old, 
and it was his custom to preach every Sunday, 
in addition to his duties as a teacher. Five years 
previous to this he married Mary P. Neal, the 
mother of Mrs. Harrison. Miss Neal was the 
daughter of John Newl of Philadelphia, who 
afterward moved to Washington, Penn., where 
the young teacher met her. Mrs, Scott lived to 
celebrate her golden wedding, in 1875, and died 
the following year. She had three children— 
Mre. Harrison, Mrs. Elizabeth Lord, who is also 
dead, and John Neal Scott of Port Townsend, 
Washington. The degree of D. D. was conferred 
upon Mr. Scotti in 1837 by Augusta College. 

After Dr. Scott gave up teachiny he was given 
a clerkship in the Interior Department, which 
he resigned at the solicitation of President Har- 
rison, and during the Administration of his son- 
in-law he made his home at the White Heuse. 
He was o genial, kindly gentleman, and had 
made many friends during his residence in 
Washington. 





MR. CLEVELAND’S QUIET DAY, 


THE STORM PREVENTS HIM FROM EN- 
GAGING IN SHOOTING.

PREMIER THOMPSON’S POLICY,

HE WILL NOT ROB THE PROTESTANTS OF 
MANITOBA OF THEIR VICTORY. 


ToRONTO, Ontario, Nov. 29.—Several impor- 
tant announcements have been made by the 
Government newspaper here to-day relative to 
the policy that will be pursued by the new 
Ministry of Sir John Thompson, to be inau- 
gurated in a few days. The most important atate- 
mentto the country generally is probably one 


that he will not disturb the policy of protection 
inaugurated fourteen years ago by the late Pre- 
mier Macdonald. 

But atthe same time Premier Thompson, It is 
promised, will soon have in force an active 
policy for building up the trade of the country, 
for enlarging the scope of trade with England, 
and if possible promoting trade relations with 
the United States. 

The most important announcement, so far as 
it affects Government supporters throughout 
the country, is that he will not disturb the 
victory gained in the courts by the Protestant 
majority in Manitoba in excluding State-aided 
Roman Catholic sohools from that province. 

It was feared by the Orange party in Ontario 
that he would grant legislation forcing Roman 
Catholic schools in Manitoba, but this, it 1s an- 
nounced, he will not do, so that the threatened 
trouble among his supporters seems now im- 
probable.

TWO CHARGES STRUCK OUT

PROF. BRIGGS WINS THE FIRS1 
TWO VOTES IN HIS TRIAL 


HARD FIGHT BY THE PROSECUTION AND 
SOME SHARP TALK—COL. SHEPARD’S 
CLERK “‘SAT UPON” BY PRESIDEN1 
HASTINGS—THE CASE GOES ON THIS 
AFTERNOON. 


Prof. Charles F. Briggs, ocoupant of the Chair 
of Biblical Theology in the Union Theological 
Seminary scored a double victory in the session 
of his trial for heresy held in the old Scotch 
Presbyterian Churoh, Fourteenth Street, near 
Sixth Avenue, yesterday afternoon. After a 
long and warm discussion he succeeded in hav- 
ing two of the charges against him stricken out 
of the indictment on the basis of the objections 
which he raised against these charges in his 
demurrer read to the Presbytery on Monday. 
This, too, he accomplished by a large majority 
vote. 

The trial had adjourned on Monday night soon 
after the Rev. George Alexander, a sturdy sup- 
porter of Dr. Briggs, had moved that the Pres- 
bytery require the Proseonting Committee to 
strike from the amended indictment Charges 4 
and 7. These were the charges to which Dr. 
Briggs made particular objection in his demurrer 
on two grounds—that they were new charges 
and so could not be put into an amended indict- 
ment under the Book of Discipline and under 
the specific order of the General Assembly send- 
ing the case back to the Presbytery for trial, and 
that they were charges which acoused him of 
teaching dootrines which he hed expressly dis 
claimed. 

Charge 4 accused him of teaching that many 
of the Old Testament predictions had been 
“reversed by history,” and that the “ great 
body of Mesaianio prediction” had not been 
and could not be fulfilled. It was alleged ;thaf 
this was ‘‘ contrary to the essential doctrine o{ 
Holy Soripture and of the standards of the 


Presbyterian Church, that God is true, omnis- 
cient, and unchangeable.”’ Charge 7 accused him 
of teaching that the processes of redemptios 
extended to the world to come in the case of 
many who dieinsin. This was said to be con 
trary to the essential doctrine of Holy Script 
ure and the standards of said Church, that the 
yosneanes of redemption are limited to this 
world. 

Dr. Alexander’s motion that the Prosecuting 
Committee be required to ‘strike out these two 
particularly objected to clauses did not come to 
# vote on Monday evening for the reason that 
Cob John J. McCook asked that the vote be lefs 
until Tuesday’s session, suggesting that after 
looking into the matter the Prosecuting Com- 
mittee might agree to the strixing out of the 
two charges. The request was granted by Dr. 
Alexanderonthe express understanding that 
his motion was to be considered as the first 
business of yesterday's session. Hence Moder- 
ator Bliss requested Clerk Hoadley to read the 
motion. 

Dr. Alexander was entitled to the floor, but 
occupied it only long enough to say that he 
would give way to hear from the Prosecuting 
Committee whether or not they had decided 
to abandon Charges 4 and 7. Dr. Robert R. 
Booth raised the point of order that the motion 
of Dr. Alexander was out of order at the time, 
and said that the Presbytery must consider the 
objections of Dr. Briggs to the amended indict- 
ment in the order in which he had stated 
them. Presbytery could not tage up the objec- 
tions to Charges 4 and 7.and act on them 
untilit had disposed of the objections of the 
accused to all the previous charges. 

“Prof. Briggs’s tirst objection,” said Dr, 
Booth, * is that the entire proceeding of Presby-. 
tery in this trialisirregular. I ask that Preaby- 
tery take cognizance of that fundamental objec- 
tion before it consider any other, and then that 
we go on to take up other objections serlatim.’’ 

Moderator Bliss asked Dr. Alexander if he 
would withdraw bis motion until the objections 
tothe charges to which they referred were 
reached in regular order. Dr. Alexander said 
be would not. Dr. Henry Van Dyke argued 
against the point of order made by Dr. Booth 
and urged Dr. Alexander’s motion. Moderator 
Bliss declared that he thought the Presbytery ~ 
as acourt had the right to take up the objec- 
tions made by Prof. Briggs in such order as it 
saw fit. 

Co). McCook then went to the platform, sup- 
posedly to merely announce what decision the 
Prosecuting Committee had reached overnight 
as to whether or not it should consent to or op- 
pose the striking put of Charges 4 and 7. In- 
stead of doing so he entered upon an elaborate 
argument to show that the two charges were 
well founded and declared that his committees 
Was quite ready to prove so. He was inter- 
rupted by Prof. Briggs, who declared to the 
Moderator that he recorded an objection that 
might be embodied in his appeal against the 
course inatters were taking. *‘\VWe heard from 
this committee yesterday on my objections,” 
he declared, *‘and now you are allowing them a 
second hearing without my consent.” 

Co]. MeCook started to go ahead again in the 
same way, when Dr. Alexander interrupted, 
“Tt seems,” he said, ‘*as though this commit- 
tee, when it asked ror delay on my motion last 
evening as a courtesy, did so in order to 
strengthen their position by bringing us what 
is manifestly a new Case, instead of for the pur~ 
pose for which they askedit. They now have 
six separate charges upon which the accused 
consents to go to trial. 

* Whatisthe position of the accused? He 
has been put a second timein jeopardy. Many 
of us in our desire to get at the merits of this 
case have stifled our convictions. Now, the 
committee insists on pressing these charges in 
such a mwanner that it seems as though it 
wished to force the acoused to plead to charges 
which he has repeatedly disclaimed. It seems 
to me that the object of this committee, like the 
object of this Presbytery, should not be to con- 
vict the accused, but to acquit him if possible.” 

This sentiment called forth an outburst of ap 
plause from the galleries, which was quickly 
checked by the Moderator. 

Col. McCook winced a bit under Dr. Alexan: 
der’s rebuke, and concluded by saying that the 
Prosecuting Committee, after due considerm 
tion, had come to the conclusion that it would 
not be orderly and in the interest of justice for 
the Presbytery to direct the committee to strike 
out Charges 4 and 7 as that time. Prof. Brigga 
took the floor justlong enough to inform CoL 
McCook thatthe two main arguments he had 
offered to prove that Charges 4 and 7 were well 
founded were based on typographical errors in 
the printed copies of his demurrer, which copies 
the committee had no business to use, as they 
had been furnished with a manuscript copy. 

“I wish,” said the Rev. Henry M. Field, 
jumping to hie feet, “that this Presbytery 
could be unanimous on something. The Lord 
knows there are charges enough here to sink a 
ship. Let us go ahead and dispose of these two 
charges.” 

But it was not to be. The Rev. David G. 
Wylie did not want the charges dismissed, so he 
moved to lay Dr. Alexander’s motion on the 
table. This did not admitof debate. The vote 
was taken and resulted in the loss of the motion 
to lay on the table by 64 to 47. It was the first 
vote of thetrialand it brought asmile to the 
faces of the Briggs forces. 

The question was then on Dr. Alexander's 
motion to direct the elimination of Charges 4 
and 7 from the indictment. The venerable Rev. 
Charles 8S. Kobinson, a leader of the anti- 
Briggs forces, who asks for things in a peoul- 
iarly pleading way, requested that in voting 
upon Br. Alexander’s motion to direct the elim- 
ination of the two charges the question be put 
separately on each. Dr. Alexander agreed ta 
that. 

Prof. Brown of Union Seminary, Prof. 
Briggs’s closest friend and one of his ablest 
supporters, took the floor to speak in behaif of 
the motion. He referred to statements made 
by the Rev. Joseph J. Lampe of the Prosecut- 
ing Committee on Monday night while he was 
speaking against Prof. Briggs’s objections to 
the amended charges as inaccurate. 

**I deny that I made such statements,” cried 
Mr. Lampe, jumping to his feet. 

** Of course you depy it,” replied Prof. Brown 
coolly, and then he turned to the transcript of 
the stenographer’s report of Monday's proceed- 
ings and proved that in spite of Mr. Lampe’s 
denial the language was there as he had quoted 


it. 

‘‘ Prof. Briggs,”’ continued Prof. Brown, “ dis- 
tinctly says that a year ago he denied before 
you bolding the beliefs which he is charged 
with holding in Charges 4 and 7. As one 
Christian man to another, I ask you if you will 
try the brother on alleged beliefs that he denies 
holding. Has the time come when bald state- 
ments from @ man’s writings can be taken with- 
out their contexts, and he be tried on them for 
heresy? I am free to say that I am a 
as a Christian man and as a public teacher o 
theology, thatitis possible for charges to be 
presented to and considered by this Presbyte 
such as these. If some of the brothers woul 
read the works of Prof. Briggs from whioh 
these extracts have been taken they would 
have 8 more intelligent conception of this case.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. Booth declared thatif the Pres- 
bytery dismissed the charges in the summary 
Way suggested it would receive the censure o 
the General Assembly. ‘‘To say that there 
new matter in these c ” he said, hotly, 
*is to falsify the records of this case.” 

The Rev W. G. T. Shedd, a very able theologi- . 
an, but a very old man, whose memory, when 
he is speaking on a motion, does not seem to | 











ted by 
objections from the friends of Prof, Briggs for 
so doing. He made along speech, and when ke 
had finished there were loud galls for the 
question from the Briggs forces, which were 
hushed when Prof. Hastings, President of the 
Union Seminary, was recognized by the Moder- 
ator. Prof. Hastings is one of the ablest speak- 
ers on the floor of the Presbytery. He isa 
sturdy champion of Prof. Briggs, but he does 
not often take up the time of Presbytery. 

“The change is radical in my judgment,” he 
said, “between this amended Charge 4 and 
what was in the former charges. It gives the 
lie direct to Dr. Briggs. Thatisthe plain Eng- 
lish of it, and there is no getting aroundit. He 
has told this Presbytery that he does not hold 
such views, and has reiterated it, yet you bring 
him here to ask him whether he lies or not.” 

**L ask that the brother be required to retract 
those words,”’ excitedly cried young Elder Wor- 
rall, Elliott F. Shepard's clerk. 

“No, Bir, a will not retract them,’”’ answered 
back President Hastings, straightening himself 
up and looking indignantly at the. excited

* But he was. Young Elder Worrall did not 
seem able to contain himself. He declared that 
such lancuage as President Hastings had used, 
coming from a man of “bis age and supposed 
reverence,” was an insult toevery member of 
the Presbytery. 

“Am ito be continually interrupted by that 
young man?” asked President Hastings. 

* Youcharge the committee with calling Dr. 
Briggs a liar,” shouted young Elder Worrall. 
“¥ou said the committee gave Dr. Briggs the 
lie direct.’ 

‘“*I said no such thing,” declared President 
Hastings severely, and young Elder Worrall sat 
down. **I said the Charge 4 gives Dr. Briggs the 
lie direct. I did not say the committee did. 

“Some of the brothers,” then continued Presi- 
dent Hastings, as unrufiied as though nothing 
had occurred to annoy him, “have used the 
Christian method of talking with Dr. Briggs to 
find out his views. I take it that he is to be ac- 
cepted as the final authority as to what he had 
in mind when he wrote bis inuugural address 
and other questioned works. Dr. Briggs de- 
clares that he had no such meaning as is 
charged against him in this Charge4. Accept 
his denial, and let the charge be withdrawn.” 

The discussion continued, and it seemed as 
though it would be interminable, when Dr. 
Henry M. Field got the floor again and called 
for the vote. ‘‘ Brothers Robinson and Booth, 
according to a little tally [have been keeping,”’ 
he said, ** have been heard eight times each on 
this motion, and Brother Sutton bobs up 60 con- 
stantly that | have lost ail track of him.” 

Brothers Robinson, Booth, and Sutton imme- 
diately got up all at onceand declared that it 
Was no such a thing. 

Then the question was put on the yeas and 

nays forthe motion to direct the Prosecuting 
Committee to eliminate Charge 4 from the 
amended indictment, and was announced as 
carried, as it unquestionably was. There was a 
eall for arising vote and the motion was Car- 
ried by 70 to 49. Again the Briggs forces smiled 
asmiie of victory. Col. McCook, in behalf of 
the committee, recorded an exception to the 
vote. 
‘Moderator Bliss then put the question on the 
motion to direct the elimination of Charge 7. 
There was a cali for a debate on it. Many Pres- 
byters declared that the debate on the other 
motion covered this one, but the anti-Briggs 
men would not have itso. Ata nod from Dr. 
Booth the venerable Dr. Shedd once more went 
to the platform and once more started in to talk 
about everything but the motion. Prof. Briggs 
permitted him to go on for full fifteen minutes 
and then interrupted to say: 

“The brother is out of order. In what he is 
saying he is trying to prove the charge. I could 
explain all these things which seem to puzzle 
him in a breath, and I am surprised that with 
his wisdom he has not already understood them. 
He is trying to disprove my disclaimer.” 

“That is what I was put up to doing,” an- 
swered Dr. Shedd, and in saying it he probably 
said something that he did not mean, but there 
was a laugh. 

“Well, you must not do it,’ said Dr. Briggs 
Kindly. “I whispered to you that you should 
read the charge and not depart from a discus- 
sion of it when you got up.” 

Finally the question was put on the motion, 
and it was largely carried by the yeas. The 
rising vote was called for again, and the 
motion was carried by 74 to54. The Briggs 
forces smiled again and Col. McCook recorded 
another exception. 

A motion to adjourn was made, but Prof. 
Briggs asked permission tospeak. * I feel very 
much grieved,” he said, *‘ that so many of my 
brethren who have duties elsewhere have to be 
here each day for so long a time as this trial will 
take in order not to lose their vote. [ am will- 
ing that the Moderator and the clerks should be 
a committee with power to grant leave uf ab- 
sence to any member of the court from any ses- 
sion or part of session during the trial, and that 
they leave it to the honor of members not to 
vote unless they have heard or read sufticient of 
the evidence on both sides of any charge to war- 
rant a just decision on their part. 

“TI think I am making asacrifice here. I 
think ishall have to overcome a prejudice in 
the minds of many of the court in order to se- 
eure the acquittal Iso much desire. But I think 
it is going to be impossible to hola this court to- 
gether for the two weeks of the trial. Members 
will drop out.” 

Col. MeCook, in behalf of the Prosecuting 
Committee, said he could notaccept the sugges- 
tion. He said that so far as the prosecution 
Was concerned it was ready to close ita side of 
the trial in as fow hours as the Presbytery might 
direct, provided the defense was limited to the 
same time. Prof. Briggs’s suggestion could not 
be entertained under the Book of Discipline. 
The length of the time that the trial was to take 
was entirely in the hands of Prof. Briggs. 

Prof. Briggs said thatit was unfair to place 
the onus on hie shoulders. It was well enough 
for the Prosecuting Committee to deolare that 
it would cet through in a stipulated number of 
hours if the defense would do likewise. But 
how could the defense agree to any such ar- 
rangement! It had not yet knowledge of the 
oase that the prosecution was going to make 
out. 

So Prof. Briggs’s proposition to relieve the 
busy members of the Presbytery went by the 
board, much to the disgust of those members to 
whom attendance at the trial constantly is a 
great hardship. 

The trial will go on at 2 o'clock this after- 


noon.

LETTER FROM PROF. CG F. CHANDLER 
TO Uts HONOR THE MAYOR. 


Prof. C. F. Chandler of the Columbia College 
School] of Mines sent to Mayor Grant yesterday 
aletter which asked some pertinent questions 
in regard to street cleaning. Prof. Chandler 
was a member of the committee of citizens that 
eubmitted the present street-cleaning law to 
the Mayor. 

What troubles Prof. Chandler is the defective 
way in which the law is carried out, and some of 
the causes of dissatisfaction be mentions are: 

** First—Uncollected piles of street sweepings are 
still frequentiy seen for hours in the street gutters. 

** Seconad—Covered carts are not employed in re- 
moving aslies and street sweepings. 

“ Third—The block system of hand sweeping, with 
a fixed area of street surface allotted to each sweep- 
er, has not been established. 

 Fourth—That portion of the law which relates to 
the storing of carts in the streets does not appear to 
be enfo e

THE NEW HOME-RULE PLAN 


or 
IRISH- AMERICANS INTERESTED, 
BUT NOT ALL AGREED. 


JOSEPH J. O’ DONOHUE THINKS IT WOULD 
BE WELL TO HAVE ALL THE IRISH 
HERE—MICHAEL D. BRESLIN FEARS 
THAT IRELAND WOULD BE 8PLIT 
RATHER THAN JOINED. 


The latest plan of Mr. Gladstone’s looking to 
home rule for Ireland, as given in yesterday’s 
TiMEs, is a fruitful source for conversation 
among representative Irish-Americans. Opin- 
fons have been expressed upon it with great 
freedom, for the subject is one of the highest 
importance, and no one who has the slightest 
care for the future of Ireland can avoid taking 
an interest in measures affecting it. 7 

Many of these opinions have been adverse, 
either in whole orin part, and yet others have 
been in favor of the plan proposed as one that 
will result in good. In all, however, one 
thought predominates, and that is that what 
ever plan may be adopted, the object to be 
aimed at is the unifying of Ireland, the up- 
building of a cohesive, national spirit, irre- 
spective of counties or religious preferences or 
financial interests. 

Mr. Joseph J. O’Donohue, one of the most 
prominent of Irish-Americans, said yesterday 
that be had not studied the article published in 
THe Times sufficiently to be able to discuss it 
thoroughly; but he was able to describe at 
length the condition of the people of Ireland 
from personal observation, and to indicate the 
measures that seemed most likely to result to 
their advantage. 

“We certainly want home rule,” said he, 
“but Leannot undertake to say if the measure 
to be proposed by Mr. Gladstone is calculated 


to meet all the requirements. What is needed 
is something to helpthe poor people. Their 
condition is extremely pitiable. I have been 
— five times since 1870, and have observed 
them. 

‘**People in this land can have no conoeption 
of the conditions attendant upon life among 
the poor ciasses there. I have seen cases where 
& Man, who had to pay arentof 5s. an acre for 
his little landand ataxin addition, not only 
did it, but lived off theland as well. We havo 
no idea of the meagreness of a life that can ac- 
complish its ends in such a way. 

“I believe it would greatly help the poor 
classes if the manufactures of Ireiand could be 
placed on their old, thriving basis. Now they are 
either languishing or dead. L[reland was once a 
great plave tor manufactures of all kinds. It 
is owing to the system of government that it is 
not so to-day. I donot know that I can wholly 
approve of the plan of Mr. Gladstone’sin the 
matter of the proposed tax. He says, ‘ Let 
there be no tax imposed on commerce between 
Ireland and any other British country.’ That 
might work well if it did not conflict with the 
United Kingdom and cause a general unsettling 
of the laws. 

“It would not be a bad thing if the Irish were 
allover here in this country. There is room 
enough forthem, There are quantities of land 
in the West that they could occupy to advan- 
tage. Thereis, for example, the 37,000-acre 
tractin Nebraska thatI helped to purchase, 
and upon which an Irish colony was started. 
Every one of those colonists is doing well to- 
ot. They are not under the close necessities 
of life that they were in Ireland. 

“The Irish are au industrious, frugal, and 
law-abiding class. This is shown by perusal of 
the papers of Ireland. Take the papers of any 
county of Ireland, and,in a month, you will 
hardly find three accounts of robbery. And, as 
for drinking, | saw more drunkenness in one 
night in Glasgow than I did in Ireland in a 
month.”’ 

Mr. Michael D. Breslin thought some of the 
provisions of the act admirable, but feared the 
result of the whole. It would end, he thought, 
in splitting up Ireland rather than in binding 1t 
together. Said he: 

** What we wantis homerule. We expect all 
sorts of restrictions, but we do want a chance 
to show what we can do for ourselves. Let the 
questions concerning the imperial power go to 
the English Parliament and welcome, so long 
as We can have an opportunity within bounds 
for the administration of Lreland’s affairs. 

“Wedo not expect any power to create or 
maintain any armed forces, fortresses, ar- 
senals, or ships of war. That would still be a 
matter for England to decide upon. Nor would 
we look for the establishment of relations with 
foreign powers except upon grounds satisfao- 
tory to the imperial power. And the imposi- 
tion of taxes on commerce between Ireland and 
other British countries we sbould not expect to 
be delegated to us. Those restrictions are what 
we expect and what we look for. We must be 
contented with them. 

“Then when they say no legislation shall take 
place in violation of personal liberty or person- 
ai freedom, or religious liberty and thought, or 
in confiscation of private property, I say that 
would be only fair. There should be no confis- 
cation and there should be the most complete 
religious liberty. But there is the entering 
wedge. I do not believe there would ever be 
such differences of regard for Ireland growing 
out of differences of religious belief as to render 
restrictions on that score at all necessary. 

“There is another clause that I regard as re- 
moving privileges and curtailing power to the 
point thatit would be as well not to grant any 
atall Thatis where it is provided that the 
constitutionality or otherwise of any legisia- 
tion, whether by the Irish Senate or any pro- 
vincial Parliament, shall be subject to the ad- 
judication of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. 

“With that standing, the Irish Parliament 
might pass acts till the end of the world, and if 
they did not suit the notions of the Ministers 
at Court and the members of the Council they 
would come to naught. Itis, in effect, cutting 
off all the privileges of home government which 
the other sections aim to bring about. It would 
be very unwise to permit such a clause to stand. 
It takes away what little power we might other- 
wise have. 

“When the proposed measure comes to deal 
with religious questions I think itis seriously 
inerror. In that way it would result inrending 
Ireland still more widely apart, instead of bring- 
ing the factions alltogether. In regard to the 
Province er Ceunty of Ulster, it declares there 


would be no danger of ita domination by the. 


rest of Ireland. Thereis no such danger now. 
There should be no attempt toarray Protestant- 
ism and Catholicism the one against the other. 
The only object should be the benefit of Ireland, 
and that is to be brought about only by concert- 
ed effort. 

‘*Itassertsalso thatthere could be no Roman 
Catholic domination in Ulster, and that the as- 
cendency of Protestantism in that province 
would tend to hold in check the hostility in 
Leinster, Connaught, and Munster, partly by 
emulation in prosperity and peace and partly 
by the fear of retaliation. That would be the 
very poorest plan upon which to found home 
rule for Irelaud—the fear of retaliation. For 
myself, 1 do not fear any trouble between the 
Irish provinces on religious grounds. In Ulster, 
at Jeast half the population is composed of 
Catholics. They do not have the control, for 
they are lacking in qualifications for the fran- 
chise. 

‘“‘Itis recommended that there be simply a 
manhood right of franchise. That will be very 
tine—when we get it. But at present it doea 
not exist. 

“Then in regard to confiscation. That should 
be disallowed by the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. There should be no necessity 
for that provision. There should be no menace, 
actual or + y to property rights. I know 
some of the [rish go pretty far in the matter of 
Anarchism—perhaps I go as far as any of them 
—but there is a mean that is desirable,and is 
readily obtainable. 

“I believe in giving the landlords the right 
and privilege of usufruct. They have these 
conditions, many of which have descended to 
them, and they should not be disturbed in them. 
But, at the same time, their privileges should 
not be extended to the point of depopulating 
the country. Thatis the way it is now. The 
Irish fiee from Ireland because of the oppression 
of the landiords, which makes life insupport- 
able. There should be strong measures to hold 
this propensity in check. But it should never 
approach the point of sheer confiscation. That 
is the extreme that we should avoid. 

“‘ Even at the furthest it is very little we ask, 
and still less than we expect to get. We want 
to give Ireland home rule. There is nothing 
very monstrous about that. Give to the prov- 
inces of Ireland the ordinary rights and privi- 
leges that pertain to the average American 
Btate. 

“ Do not grant the power to maintain armed 
forces; that is immaterial and is a concession 
that we had nevera hope of getting anyway. 
We are content to accept the measure With such 
provisos. Let the imperial power interest it- 
self with all questions pertaining to it as affect- 
ing the foreign policy and trade and commerce, 
but for the administration of Ireland’s internal 
affairs give Ireland home rule.”

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Club thisevening,the consensus of opinion among 
the members seemed to be that the outlined 
plan is an echo of anold proposition of Joseph 
Chamberlain’s. The establishment of four Pro- 
vincial Councils, with a central administrative 
body in Dublin, was suggested by Mr. Chamber- 


lain before he seceded from the Liberal Party, 
but finding the suggestion scouted as impossi- 
bie by his Liberal colleagues, he never formu- 
lated his plan. 

The Associated Press representative recent! 
received from John Dillon and other Irish lead- 
ers assurances that the new Home Rule bill is 
substantially the same as the bill of 1886, with, 
however, some important alterations affecting 
the representation of Ireland in the Imperial 
Parliament and the power of veto. If any fur- 
ther changes are made in Mr. Gladstone’s scheme, 
such changes will be the subject of a special 
communication for the information of the peo- 
ple of America. 

Jonn Morley, the Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
has, the past few days, been holding conferences 
with Irish landlords in Dublin on the revised 
draft of the Home Rale bill. There is no ground 
for the report that the bill provides for Pro- 
vinecial Governors and Legislatures. ‘ Promi- 
nent Nationalists,” a correspondent writes, 
“Jaughed at theidea and said thatif such a 
proposition was ever made the existence of the 
Gladstone Government would be terminated 
within twenty-four hours.”’ 





AFTER THE SMUGGLERS. 


SPECIAL AGENT TINGLE TELLS WHAT 
HE HAS TO CONTEND WITH. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Supervising Special 
Agent Tingle, in his report to the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the operations of the Special 
Hgents of the Treasury Department during the 
last fiscal year, says thatthe smuggling of du- 
tiable merchandise upon the Canadian and 
Mexican frontiers has largely inoreased 
since the passage of the Tariff act of 
1890 imposing high duties on’ agricult- 
ural products. Horses and cattle, as well as 
tobacco and other merchandise, are smuggled 
from Mexico, and the expanse of the so-called 
Free Zone in the Mexican States, contiguous to 
our territory, facilitates illicit trade. Customs 


offcials have been discouraged in the perform- 
ance of their duties by the censure of Grand 
Juries for making seizures of smuggled mer- 
chandise. : 

A similar feeling prevails on the Canadian 
frontier, although it has not taken the extreme 
form of hostility exhibited on the Mexican 
border. The principal articles of clandestine 
importation from Canada are wool, clothing, 
live animals, eggs, and opium. The duty on 
eggs, Which were tree under the old tariff, is 
now equal to about 50 per cent.ad valorem, 
and large quantities are smuggled. This is 
usually done at night by the use of wagons or 
boats. Smoking opium of Canadian manufact- 
ure is constantly smuggled all along the line 
from Puget Sound to Isiand Pond, and large 
clandestine shipments are made by vessels froin 
British Columbia. The suggestion made by the 
supervising Special Agents last year is re- 
newed—that the rateof duty on opium be re- 
duced to $4 or $5 per pound, thus removing the 
inducement to evasion. 

There are alarge number of tradesmen, Mr. 
Tingle says, in Canada who make 8 specialty of 
selling goods to our citizens and delivering 
them by express to purchasers without paying 
their duty. Certain merchant tailors and deal- 
ers in furs in Canada have been detected in this 
business. Some of the tailors have traveling 
agents in the United States who take orders for 
clothine to be made to measure and to be deliv- 
ered without payment of duty in the manner 
described. Clothing is also smuggled by vessels 
from Europe through the oflicers and employes 
of such vessels. 

The large amount of foreign-made clothing 
brought in by American citizens returning from 
abroad as wearing apparel free of duty under the 
law is a growing abuse involving great loss to 
the revenue and demoralizing the inspection 
service at the port of New-York. Mr. Tingle 
thinke American citizens who go abroad should 
pay full duties on ali articles purchased by 
them which would be dutiable if imported in 
the regular way. 

During the past fiscal year 175 Chinese per- 
s0D8 were arrested and deported to China at a 
cost for deportation of $9,443.90. Mr. Tingle 
complains that the severe restrictions imposed 
by the act of May 5, 1892, do not appear to re- 
duce the numberof Chinese seeking to effect 
clandestine entry into the United States. 

Mr. Tingle calls attention to the tendenoy of 
late years to create pew ports in the interior of 
the country, with immediate transportation 
privileges. Tho records show that there are 
twelve ports of destination, under the immedi- 
ate transportation acts, which did not receive a 
single shipment of merchandise during the last 
year. Every additional interior port created, 
he says, adds to the expense of collecting the 
revenue, while the aggregate amount of duties 
collected for the whole country is not increased, 
and the dangers of loss by undervaluation or 
false classification are multiplied. 

He recommends the abolishment of all cus- 
toms ports no longer required for the uses of 
commerce. The Collectorship of a consolidated 
district would then be a place to justify the pay- 
mentofafair salary which would command 
the services of acompetent mau. He mentions 
adistrict where it cost $500.32 to collect a 
dollar. 


DEATH UF CHARLES JAMES WILLS. 





UNTIMELY ENDING OF A LIFE OF GREAT 
USEFULNESS. 


Charles James Wills, who died at his home, 
130 Stanton &treet,on Monday, had been for 
over ten years closely identified with the rescue 
missions on the east side. He was the son of 
Frank Wills, a well-known church architect, and 
was born in Philadelphia thirty-eight years ago. 
He was a member of the olass of 1873, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. 

Soon after engaging in business he began to 
devote considerable of his time to mission work 
in the lowest quarters of the city. His knowl- 
edge of this work was very thorough and he de- 
livered frequent addresses before the Episcopal 
Church Congress and other religious bodies. 
Bishop Potter two years ago put him in charge 
of the Epiphany House in Stanton Street, 
where he lived at the timeof hisdeath. His 
business he transferred to other hands. 

Tne Epiphany House is a mission conducted 
under the supervision of a committee from St. 
George’s Church, of which Dr. Rainsford is 
rector. To the work of this mission church 
Mr. Wills devoted all his energies, holding forty 
services each week. It was about six mouths 
ago that he opened the *“‘Tee-To-Tum” at 153 
Essex Street. This consists of pleasant meeting 
rooms, an excellent restaurant, and living apart- 
ments for those who give their evenings to the 
work of the olub. 

Mr. Wills has been First Vice President of the 
Brotherhood of 8t. Andrew, an organization of 
young men in the Episcopal Churoh, since 1887, 
Representatives of the brotherhood will attend 
the funeral at St. George's in a body. 





Agreement with Pawnees, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The Cherokee Com- 
mission, consisting of Judge David H. Jerome 
of Michigan, Alfred M. Wilson of Arkansas, and 
Judge Warren G. Sayre of Indiana, has sent to 
the Secretary of the Interior the agreement re- 


cently concluded with the four confederated 
bands of Pawnee Indians in the Indian Ter- 
ritory. 

By this agreement the Indians cede to the 
United States the residue of 283,020 acres after 
they shall have taken therefrom their allot- 
ments. The Indians number about 800 souls. 
By the agreement the Government pledges 
itself to continue the annuity of $30,000 under 
former treaties, with the stipulation, however, 
that the President may, at any time, terminate 
it upon the payment of a fair and equitable 
single amount in lieu thereof. 

Tho Indians are to receive $1.25 per acre for 
their surplus lands, and of this amount $80,000 


| is to be paid in coin per capita upon the ratifi- 


The balance of the 
purchase money is to be placed in the Treasury

GOV. BULKELEY REVOKES HIS ‘“‘DIS- 
HONORABLE DISCHARGE” ORDER. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Novy. 29.—Goy. Bulkeley 
to-day issued an order revoking the dishonora- 
ble discharge of Col. William E. Cone, Lieut. 
Col. Charles E. Thompson, and Major Thomas 
M. Smith, fleld officers of the First Regiment, 
C. N. G., who were dishonorably discharged by 
him Jan. 22,1890. Another officer of the regi- 


ment, Capt. George B. Newton of the Hartford 
City Guard, who was dismissed for the benefit 
of the service in the same order, is also honora- 
bly discharged. All are to date from date of 
the original order. 

The reason atated is ‘on account of their pre- 
vious good military record.” 

The officers were removed from the service 
nearly three yeara age by reason of having ten- 
dered their resignation on account of the ar- 
mory in this city having been let for polo play- 
ing to an association of which Gov. Bulkeley 
was a Director. The officers insisted on their 
resignations, and were dishonorably discharged 
without trial or hearing. 

As soon as their successors were appointed 
they brought quo warranto suits against them, 
which are still pendingin the Superior Court. 
At the last hearing in the cases, about a year 
azo,a demurrer set up that Gov. Bulkeley's 
oflicial military acts were not subject to review 
by civil authority was overruled. The cases, 
however, have never been reached for trial.

MRE. M’DERMOT?’s EFFORT TO HAVE 
THEIR OFFEXKSE CONDONED. 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 29.—Formal application 
Was made to-day to the Court of Pardons for 
the pardon or parole of the thirty-five men now 
serving terms in the Snake Hiil Penitentiary 
and the State prison for ballot-box stuffing 
during the Gubernatorial election of 1889. The 
@pplication was made in proper form by two 
petitions, 

They were presented to the board by Allan 
L. MoDermott, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, and he spoke at some length 
on the merits of the petition to the Court of 
Pardons with closed doors. 

One of the petitions states that Richard 
Allen, James Connell, Thomas Burt, Francis L. 
Herrick, Thomas Gorman, Michael Fallon, John 
F. Welsh, Michael Kelly, Charles Nugent, W. F. 


Howe, James Simmons, and C. H. Scott are now 
in the common jail at the County Farm in 
Snake Hill, in the County of Hudson, for con- 
spiracy to make false returna of an election 
held in November, 1889. The fact that these 
men have suffered a disgrace that never will be 
forgotten, the petition says, insures the com- 
munity against a repetition of the offense for 
which they are being punished. 

The first page of the signatures of the petition 
is entirely filled out with the signatures of cler- 
gymen. Among the signers are the Rev. P. M. 
Corr, rector of St. Fridget’s Church; the Rev. E. 
G. Kelly, assistant rector of St. Mary’s Church; 
the Rev. W. F. MoLaughilin, assistant rector of 
8t. Lucy’s Church; Mgr. Seton, rector of St. 
Joseph’s Church, and James J. Sheehan, assist- 
ant rector of St. Patrick’s Chureh. The other 
signatures are of the same character as found 
on public petitions, many of them unintelligi- 
ble. Among the laymen signing were Boss 
* Bob”’ Davis, County Clerk MoLoughiin, J. P. 
Feeney, and P. H. O'Neil. 

The other petition for those now in the State 
prison was identical with the one just quoted 
excepting the names of the prisoners. Mr. Mc- 
Dermott, in presenting the matter to the Court 
of Pardons, contended that these men were not 
criminals and that society would not be in any 
danger if they were restored to liberty. He al- 
leged that all ef them had borne good characters 
before they had committed this offense, and 
many of them had families depending 
on them for .support, and that all of 
them, if paroled, would go back to 
their former positions. The fact that so 
many men (over 300) had signed their petition 
asking for the clemency of the court, he argued, 
attested his statement that they were not of 
the oriminal class, but well-meaning oitizens, 
who had been deluded into committing an 
error. Nearly all of them, he said, abided by 
the decision of the court, and did not appeal 
from the sentence imposed on them. 

The court took the petitions, and will give a 
decisionin the matter at their next meeting, 
which occurs Dee. 15. 

The court then paroled eichteen and pardoned 
three prisoners convicted of such offenses as as- 
sault, forgery. and larceny. 





MARRIED WHILE DRUNK.

SIMMONS ASKS A DIVORCE ON THE 
GROUND OF CONSPIRACY. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Nov. 29.—A divorcee sult 
with unusually sensational features was filed 
here to-day. The complainant is Lulu Simmons, 
and her husband is 8. C. Simmons, a prominent 
and wealthy young citizen of Carroll County, 
Tenn. She seeks absolute divorce on grounds of 
alleged fraud in the marriage ceremony. 

The petitioner is a beautiful young woman 
and has lived in San Antonio for several years, 
making her home with relatives. Her maiden 
name was Lulu Carter. She alleges in the peti-: 
tion that in February and the first fow days of 
March, 1892, she was visiting at the home of A. 


Kiel at Carroll, Tenn. She met while there 8. 
C. Simmons, who began paying her marked at- 
tention. During the latter part of February he 
made heran offer of marriage, which she re- 
fused. The petitioner alleges further that Bim- 
mons and Kiel then formed a conspiracy to force 
her into the unwelcome union, and that on 
March 2, 1892, Simmons, without her knowledge 
and contrary to her wishes, invited friends and 
neighbors to witness the marriage ceremony of 
herself and Simmons. 

She states that she was in a werk condition of 
body and mind that evening, and that Kiel 
and others persuaded her to take, and adminis- 
tered to her, intoxicating liquors to such an ex- 
tent that she became unconscious, and that 
while in this condition she was led into the room 
in which the guests were assembled and was 
there supported during the performance of the 
ceremony; that during that time she was un- 
conscious of what was going on or being done, 
and that she was so intoxicated that she was 
not able to protest against or assent to the cer- 
emony. 

Mrs. Simmons also states that immediately 
upon gaining consciousness she repudiated the 
marriage. The suit has caused a sensation hore, 
where the young woman is well known.

THE COADJUTOR. 


ARCHBISHOP KENRICK’S PRIESTS WANT 
A VOICE IN THE MATTER. . 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 29.—The interest in the 
selection of a coadjutor to Archbishop Ken- 
rick is growing, and the feeling is becoming in- 
tense. When the Key. Father Brady went to 
the recent conference of Bishops at New-York 
he carried in his pooket a letter signed by Arch- 
bishop Kenrick asking that Father Brady be 
recommended by the hierarchy of the United 
States as Coadjutor Bishop of this province. 

Before action could be taken on the matter 
the petition of the 8t. Louis priests asking for 
the immediate appointment of a coadjutor, and 
that he be either Bishop Spalding, Fitzgerald, 


or Kain, was received and read, and the Arch- 
bishops decided to send it and Father Brady’s 
letter of recommendation back to Archbishop 
Kenrick, with a request that he call atonce a 
council of his suffragan Bishops to choose a co- 
adjutor. 

Inthe meantime the St. Louis priests are 
greatly incensed at what they regard as a 
scheme ofthe Archbishop to hoodwink them 
and appoint Father Brady coadjutor regardless 
of their wishes. They are now clamoring for 
the appointment by the Archbishop of trremov- 
able rectors, who should have the choice of the 
coadjutor instead of the suffragan Bishops. 
They maintain that they have a right to a voice 
in the election of their superior by the decrees 
of the Third Plenary Council of Baltimore, and 
some of them declare that the suffragan Bishops 
refuse to act. If the suffragans refuse to sit at 
a Council Board with the Archbishop, he will be 
forced to call his priests together and appoint 
irremovable rectors. 

So earnest have the priests become that to- 
day they sanctioned a letter, written in Latin, 
to be sent to the Pope, setting forth the statua 
of the St. Lonis Diocese and the contention be- 
tween the priests and the Archbishop.

THE COAL CONSOLIDATION.

THEY SAY THAT IF THERE WAS NO 
CONCERT OF ACTION PRICES WOULD 
GO WAY UP—THE CONGRESSIONAL 
COMMITTEE TOOK TESTIMONY YES- 
TERDAY IN PHILADELPBIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—The Congressional 
committee to investigate the Reading Railroad 
Combine met here at 11 o'clock this morning in 
Room 23 of the Post Office Building. With the 
exception of Mr. Lind all the members of the 
committee were present. Charles F. Beach was 
present as counsel! for the committee, and John 
G. Johnson and J. D. Oampbell represented the 
Reading Company. 

President MeLeod of the Reading Company 
was the first witness. He was questioned prin- 
cipally by Mr. Beach, and that gentloman’s line 
of questioning was directed mainly to discover 
the traffic rates on anthracite coal and the ef- 
fect upon the coal business and the consumer of 
the monthly meetings of the coal sales agents. 

Mr, Beach asked Mr. McLeod if, at the mect- 
ing of the coal sales agents, prices on anthracite 
coal were fixed and the output regulated for the 
Wonth Mr. McLeod in reply said that 
he had attended only two meetings of 
the saies agents in person, and he knew 
only in a general way how the meetings 
Were conducted. He said that the agents of the 
Various companies met to talk over the condi- 
tion of trade and consult as to what amount of 
prodaction that condition warranted. Mr. Me- 
Leod said thatthe meetings have no influence 
on the price of coal. If the head of the Reading 
Railroad Company did not consider it to the in- 
terests of his company to agree tothe price 
fixed by the coal sales agents at their meeting, 
he would not do so. However, he generally 
would agree to the price, as the coal sale 
agents were men who were thorougily posted 
in their business and the state of the market 
and knew what the best and fairest prices should 
be. 

In answer toa query from Mr. Johnson, Mr. 
MoLeod said thatif there was no concert of ac- 
tion among the coal producers the market 
would quickly become glutted and it would 
only be a question of a short time when the 
financially strong operators would drive the 
weaker ones tothe wall. The result would be 
the advancement of prices to a higher rate than 
they are now. Mr. McLeod said that many of 
the individual coal producers in the anthracite 
regions were on the verge of bankruptoy when 
he arranged to buy theircoal. Another result 
of the lack of concert among the coal producers 
would be lowering of the miners’ wages. The 


Reading Coal Company has never, Mr. McLeod 
said, gotten a reasonable profit in the market 
for its coal, and that is what it is striving to do. 

Mr. Beach attempted to go into the reiations 
existing between the Reading Railroad Com- 
ane A and the Keading Coal ana Iron Company, 

ut the members of the committees decided that 
those relations had no bearing on the investiga- 
tion and Mr. Beach dropped the subject. 

Mr. McLeod explained to the committee that 
the main object of the Reading Railroad Oom- 
pany was to produce as much coal as possibie 
and create the greatest demand it could for the 
same. Mr. McLeod said that the miners of the 
Reading Company as a body were receiving 
$600,000 more now than in 1891, whether they 
worked or not. 

Mr. Beach tried to get at the rate of trafliic 
for anthracite coal, but Mr. Johnson intimated 
that he wanted the information for useina 
oval suit now pending, in which he is one of the 
counsel. Mr. Beach indignantly denied this in- 
sinuation, but the Chairman, Coombs, ruled the 
question out as being irrelevant to the inquiry. 

The next witness was KE. P. Wilbur, President 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad. He testitied 
that the rates for anthracite coal transporta- 
tion were higher than for miscellaneous traftic, 
and that there was more profit in moving the 
coal. Like Mr. cLeod, Mr. Wilbur believed 
that the result’of lack of concert of action 
among coal producers would be disastrous to 
small operators. Mr. Johnson led Mr. Wilbur to 
show the expense the companies were under to 
produce and haul coal,and then the witness 
gave place to General Traffic Manager Jobn 
Taylor of the Reading Railroad Company. Mr. 
Taylor was only on the stand a few minutes, 
and told practivally nothing new in regard to 
the deal Mr. Beach again attempted to get 
some information from Mr. Taylor on the sub- 
ject of anthracite coal rates, with the same re- 
sult as attended his previous effort. 

George B. Roberts, President of the Pennsyl- 
Vania Railroad Company, said that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad was the principal owner of 
the Susquehanna Coal Company, the Lykens 
Valley Coal Company, and some coal lands in 
the Shamokin Valley. Witness said that the 
total proportion of the anthracite coal carried 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company from 
ite mines was about 2,500,000 tons yearly. This 
coal is sold in New-York by a sales agent. The 
company pays these agents a percentage on the 
sales as well as a fixed price. As Mr. Roberts 
Was not conversant with the details of the 
freight business, the committee allowed him to 
step from the stand. General Freight Agent 
Joyce of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
has been called as a witness and will testify to- 
morrow in New-York in regard to the anthra- 
cite freight business of the company. _ 

The next witness was Joseph 4. Harris, Presi- 
deut of the Lehigh Coal and Navigation Com- 
pany. Mr. Harris said that the business of his 
company was to mine and transportcoal. The 
company owns the Lehigh and Susquehanna 
Railroad Company, which is leased to the Cen- 
tral Railroad Company of New-Jersey. The 
road carried last year about 1,000,000 tons of 
the company’s coal. This coal is sold in New- 
York through the company’s agents there. Mr. 
Harris said that the monthly meeting of the 
e0al gales agents was held to talk of the condi- 
tion and requirements of the trade, and that 
they practically had no influence on the price 
of coal for the succeeding months. No attempt 
is made at these meetings to regulate the 
output of the different companies for the suc- 
coding month, and the recommendations of the 
agents in regard to the output are growing less 
each year. In regard to the price asked by the 
companies little more influence is exercised by 
the weetings. The price for which coal was 
gold in 1891 was unremunerative to the Lehigh 
Company. The witness said that the advance in 
the price of coal this year had not restricted the 
output, but the production was greater in 1892 
by 1,500,000 tons thanin 1891. Witness said 
that a miner could earn in a full day’s work 
about $2.90. During the present year the 
miners have worked five-sixths of the time. 

At this point Mr. Beach finished with the wit- 
mess, and Mr. Johnson took him in hand. In 
anewer to a question Mr. Harris said that his 
company tried to keep enough men employed 
throughout the year to strike an average be- 
tween the number worked in dull and busy 
times. The cost of the production of coal is 
lessened by continually running full time. For 
every ton of coal raised to the surface the com- 

any is compelled to pump out of the mine ten 

ns of water and three tons of other matter. 
As this work must go on all the time, it is thus 
cheaper to keep the collieries running full time. 
This voncluded Mr. Harris’s testimony, and the 
committee adjourned to meet in New-York at 
10:30 to-morrow morning.

THE CHARGES 4lL SUSTAINED, 


——_——_——-_ 
PROF. 8MITR’S TRIAL FOR HERESY MAY 
NOW BEGIN. 


Orxcinwati, Nov. 29.—The entire forenoon 
session of the Cincinnati Presbytery was spent 
ina discussion of the sufficiency in form and 
legal effect of the third charge and specitications 
against Prof. Henry P. Smith. Yet, as in nearly 
all the preceding discussions, the speakers 
wandered from the form to the substance, and 
in effect treated the case as if it were before 
them to decide upon Prof. Smith's guilt or inno- 
cence, rather than upon the merit of the work 
ofthe prosecuting committee in its effort to 
present proper charges and specifications. 

Speeches on the question were made by Dra. 
Roberts, Robertson, Lord, and Ritohie, on be- 
half of sustaining the work of the committee, 
and by the Rev. Messrs. Taylor, Ackemann, 
and Gilchrist against, 

Dr. Roberts, with the main question evidently 
in his mind, said with emphasia that there wasa 
crisis in the Presbyterian Church of the gravest 
nature. There was an attempt to force the the- 
ory of inspiration upon the Church. 

Prof. Smith asked if he meant that he, if sus- 
tained by the Presbytery, world bring those to 
trial who did not agree with him. 

Dr. Roberts replicd that he referred to the 
forcing of atheory by other methods than ju- 
dicial process. The doctor went on to explain 
hie view of the inspiration of the Scriptures by 
saying that he did not believe in a verbal inepira- 
tion, but in a plenary inspiration. He did not be- 
lieve, as Prof. Smith apparently taught, that the 
Scriptures contained the Word of God as water 
is contained in a cup, but as silver is contained 
in a doliar—every grain silver. 

He quoted from the language of the ordina 
tion vow and from the basis of reunion of the 
old and new school Churches, the declaration 
that “ we believe the Scriptures to be the Word 
of God,” not to contain the Word of God, and 
said the whole Bible, from Genesis to Revela- 
tion, was inspired according to the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Presbyterian Church. 

At the afternoon session, after two hours 
more of discussion, a yea and nay vote was 
taken on the question of sustaining the suftici- 
ency in form and legal effect of the third charge, 
It showed what had been foreshadowed in the 
debate, that at least two members of the court 
had eome over to the side of the accused. 

One sthe Rey. Hugh Gilchrist, pastor of 
the church in which the court sits, and the 
other was the Rev. C. E. Walker. The latter in 
his remarks on the discussion said that if minis- 
ters holding the views which Prof. Smith has 
taught are to be subjected to trials, the Presby- 
tery willhave enough heresy trials to keep it 
busy for three years. 

The sufficiency of the third charge was sus- 
tained—yeas, 40; nays, 22. 

When it came to approving the first specitica- 
tion the prosecuting committee asked to amend, 
by inserting an additional citation from Prof. 
Smith’s pamphlet. ; 

Prof. Smith objected that this deprived him 
of hie right to ten days’ notice of charges and 
specifications against him. Some heated debate 
followed as to whether this was not evidence, of 
which the accused was not entitled to notice. 
During its progress Prof. McGiffert, a young 
member of the court, who is a pronounced cham- 
pion of Prof. Smith, asked the prosecuting com- 
mittee when it discovered that this addition 
was necessary. 

Dr. McKibben of the committee, with some 
sharpness, asked, ‘‘Whatdo you mean by that 
question ?”’ 

Quite as sharply Prof. McGiffert retorted, ‘‘I 
mean just exactly what I say.”’ 

McKibben--The question is impertinent. 

McGiffert—Then the committee’s request is 
impertinent. 

The Moderator declared both out of order, but 
Prof. McGiffert held the floor long enough to 
say thatifafter Prof. Smith had made his re- 
sponse to the charges and had lost the floor, 
the committee brought in new matter, it was 
unjustand he would make complaint at the 
proper time. 

Subsequently Dr. McKibben publicly asked 
pardon of Prof. MoGiffert and of the body for 
the language he had used, and said he nad ex- 
erted himself 80 much to keep on lriendly terms 
with the acoused that he had overlooked the 
court. . 

Prof. MoGiffert said he accepted the apology 
of Dr. McKibben with thanks. 

“Butdo you apologize!” asked the Moder- 
ator. ‘‘ Il declared you both out of order.” 

MoGiffert—I said if my question was imperti- 
nent the committee’s request was also. [ have 
no apology to make except to the court. 

This episode happily ended, the amendment 
was pot allowed, and the specifications were 
allapproved. The court is now ready to begin 
the formal trial. 





THE MANY PENSION ABUSES. 


INJUSTICE TO THE VETERANS AND TO 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—At the meeting of the 
House Appropriations Committee to-day, Pen- 
sion Commissioner Raum submitted a state- 
ment which, he acknowledged, was incomplete, 
in that it presumably gave an inadequate show- 
ing of the liabilities of the Government in this 
direction. 

It was shown that it has cost the Govern- 
ment about $14,000,000 per month to pay pen- 
sions during the last four months. Mr. Raum 
said he hoped the pension list would be com- 
pleted by the fiscal year 1894, but there are 
etill over 800,000 unadjudicated cases on the 
Pension Office files. 

Representative J. H. O'Neill, (Dem., Mass.,) 
@ member of the Appropriations Committee, 
says: 

‘The seriousness of the finanoial situation is 
ageravated by this Pension Fund which the 


Government must annually set aside. There is 
no decrease with the years of the pension ap- 
propriations, and there is every promise that 
the present list will be doubled before the end is 
reached. There are over 900,000 pensioners on 
the list to-day, and there are nearly as many 
more waiting to have their claims fixed up. Of 
this number over 400,000 are what are known 
as original claims, in which back pay will be de- 
manded. At the rate at which the office is mov- 
ing now it will bea good many years before it 
gets every one on the rolls who has aright to 
be there. 

‘“*Something must be done to correct the 
abuses which exist on the pension rolis. This is 
nee f assuming proportions which cannot be 
passed by under the pretense of patriotic philan- 
throphy. Itis getting to be too obvious in its 
injustice. Take, for instance, the soldiers who 
live to-day iu the soldiers’ homes. Many of 
them receive pensions and spend the money as 
they please. Why not turn in this money to the 
support of the institutions which care for these 
veterans! 

“ Then, too, some limitations should be placed 
on the pensioning of those who are dependent 
upon veterans. There are many cases where 
old soldiers have been married by young women 
for no other reason than the procurement of the 
pension which goes to the widows of soldiers. 
There should be some provision that only 
widows who married before the war or within a 
certain period after the war ehould receive 
pensions. 

“ There is no good reason why men in Govern- 
ment employ should receive pensions. Most of 
the pensioners who are connected with the Gov- 
ernment service retain their positions and are al- 
lowed privileges by reason of their war records. 
The Government discharges its obligations to 
them in this substantial form and should not 
be compelled to show any further partiality by 
paying them pensions. I[ have heard of a case, 
andI have no doubt as to the authenticity of 
the information, of a man who receives $72 
per month for total disability, although he oc- 
cupies a desk in one of the departments in 
Washington and is paid $1,600 per year as a 
Government clerk of the first class. 

» “ Retired army and navy officers should not 
receive pensions while they are paid salaries as 
retired officers. 

* It is eatimated that there would be a saving 
of $10,000,000 per month if some such law as is 
here suggested were to be enacted. Nothing 
can be done at this session of Congress,’ con- 
cluded Mr. O’Neill. “ You will find individual 
Republican Senators and members who favor a 
weeding outof the pension list, but when it 
comes to a Vote in public they do not oare to go 
on record. Theday is coming, however, when 
something must be done.”

NAVAL CONSTRUCTION WORK. 


; —_—»_——_ 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE ANNUAL 
REPORT OF CONSTRUCTOR WILSON. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—In his annual report 
to the Secretary of the Navy, Chief Naval Con- 
structor Wilson renews his former recommen- 
dations looking to the allowance of an assistant 
to the Ohief and to an increase in the pay of the 
chief clerk of his office. 

During the year the report shows that five old 
wooden vessels were stricken from the naval 
list, which number was less than the number of 
new vessels commissioned. The attention of 
the department is again directed to the single- 
turret monitors, which are at present, the re- 
port says, asource of expense and, not being 
kept in efficient repair, of no use whatever in an 
emergency. Itis recommended that some ac- 
tion be taken by which such of them as are in 
condition to justify such an expenditure may be 
overhauled and thoroughly repaired, the re- 
mainder to be gold if found on examination not 
worth repairing. 

These vessels, says the report, can be made 
useful adjuncts to whatever other means the 
country may possess of repelling an enemy; 
their shallow draught renders them espeolally 
adapted forservice in the smaller harbors of 
our own coast, which are inaccessible to sea- 
going armored vessels of modern design on ac- 
countof their great draught, and where, conse- 
quently, the monitors would only be exposed to 
the attacks of unarmored cruisers. Of the 


wooden sailing vessels, the only ones remaining 
on active duty in the navy are the Portsmonth 
and the Monongahela. 

The report says that the progress of work on 
vessels under contract and those building at 
navy yards is, on the whole, satisfactory, but in 
many instances it has been greatly impeded by 
the delay in supplying armor plates. It is be- 
lieved, however, the Constructor asserts, that 
the contractors for armor are now in a position 
to fulfill their contracts with greater rapidity, 
and that delay from this source will soon disap- 


pear. 

Relative to the improvement of navy yard 
plants, the report states that, although much 
improvement has been made in the shipbuilding 
plants at the several navy yards during the past 
few years, there still remains much to be done 
to put them in proper condition for the efficient 
performance of the large amount of repair work 
which must necessarily follow the rebuilding of 
the navy. It is also necessary, it says, that 
these yards should be thoroughly equipped for 
building vessels of the largest class, e0 that in 
the event of an emergency the department 
would not have to rely entirely upon private 
shipyards. 

On account of the great danger from fire, and 
in order that the department may benefit by the 
recent unfortunate accident at the navy yard, 
New-York, recommendation is made that ail 
future buildings for the installation of valuable 
machine tools, and especially those in which 
open fires are to be used, should be made of 
substantial non-inflammabie material, and that 
the present temporary wooden structures be re- 
placed by substantial fire-proof buildings as 
soon as practicuble. 

An appropriation of $25,000 is recommended 
for the navy yard, Portsmouth, N. H., for the 
purchase and erection of new toola; $30,000 
for the navy yard, Boston, Mass., and $100,000 
for the navy yard, New-York, for the purchase 
and erection of new tools, including machine 
tools fer the different shops, wharf cranes, loco- 
motive cranes, cars, new plate and angle fur- 
nace and brass furnaces, hydraulic plate-bend- 
ing machine, pneumatic system for cranes, 
capstans, and calking tools. An appropriation 
of $45,000 is also recommended for the navy 
yard, League Island, for new machine tools, 
fitting out new boat and plumbers’ shops, erect- 
ing angle and plate furnaces, bending slabs, 
and $120,000 for the navy yard, Norfolk, for 
tools, locomotive traveling crane, and floating 
derrick. 

Recommendation is made that all new ships 
of the navy should be subject to progressive 
speed trials covering as great a range of speed 
as possible, the trials to take place as soon aé 
practicable after the acceptance of the vessel by 
the Government. 

The Constructor also renews his recommenda- 
tion as to the advisability of constructing an ex- 
perimental tank for determining the resistance 
of new ships by means of models and obtaining 
more accurate data as to the efficiency of ditfer- 
ent types of engines and propellers and check- 
ing and explaining discrepancies in trials of 
ships already built. 

In conclusion the report urges upon the de- 
partment the necessity of continuing the recent 
liberal policy of thoroughly equippirg the va- 
rious navy yardsfor all kinds of building and 
repair work, and in this connection it says: 

“While it may be for the best interests of the 
country to give to private firms the greater part of 
the work of building new vessels, itis neoessary, for 
reasons of eflicieScy and economy, that the work of 
repairs be done in Government yards. The quantity 
and variety of this work in a wodern steel war ves- 
sel necessitates the use of the most improved ma. 
chine tools and the services of skillful mechanics. 
Moreover, in the eventof emergencies, the navy 
yards should be in a condition to undertake building 
eperations of the greatest magnitude, in order that 
the department may not be wholly dependent upon 
private establishments.” 





BED-ROCK PROHIBITION. 


PROVISIONS OF THE LAW PROPOSED 
FOR SOUTH CAROLINA. 


CoLumBia, & C., Nov. 29.—An iron-olad, cop- 
per-bound prohibition bill was introduced in the 
House of Representatives yesterday by Mr. 
Roper of Marlborough, under direction of the 
State Prohibition Executive Committee. It was 
the result of a year's steady work by State 
Chairman L. D. Childs and his lieutenants, who 
claim that ifit is adopted South Carolina will 
have absolute prohibition. 

Most of the members have come to the Legis- 
lature virtually instructed for prohibition, but 
many of them say that they had not anticipated 
any such hide-bound measure, and there are 
signs that after all the anti-Prohibitionists may 


succeed in effectinga compromise. The bill was 
referred to s special committee composed of 
one member from each county. 

Section 1 provides that the manufacture, 
sale, gift, barter, or exchange, or the keeping 
or offering for sale, gift, barter, trade, or ex- 
change, as a beverage, within this State, of any 
liquors, or any compound or mixtures thereof, 
shall be a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
from $20 to $1,000 and imprisonment in the 
county jailforfrom one month to one year for 
each offense, and for the second and every suc- 
cessive offense the party shall be guilty ofa 
felony and be putin the penitentiary for from 
one year to two years. 

Section 3 provides that within ten days after 
the approval of the act, withthe advice and 
consent of the Senate, the Governor shall ap- 
point a Commissioner, known by him to be a 
total abstainer, who shall purchase all intoxi- 
eants for lawful sale, and furnish the same to 
the permit holders to be sold by them for medic- 
inal, mechanical, scientific, and sacramental 
purposes, said Commissioner to hold oltice for 
two years. 

The bill imposesa fine of from $20 to $100 
for purchasing liquor from any other person 
than the Commissioner; provides that permits 
eball continue in force one year, or less, at the 
pleasure of the County Board, and makes full 
compliance with the provisions of the acta 
necessary condition fora renewal of the per- 
mit. Provisions are made for the punishment 
of Trial Justices and other olficers who fail to 
do their duty in prosecution of violations of the 
act, and a penaity of $500 and imprisonment for 
one year is imposed for unlawfully bringing 
liquor into the State.

AYEAR’S WORK ON THE ERIE 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE STOCK- 
HOLDERS YESTERDAY. 


A DEFICIT IN NET EARNINGS IN CONSE- 
QUBNCE OF THE STRIKE LAST SUM- 
MER—I'WO NEW MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS—NO DIVI- 
DEND ON PREFERRED STOCK. 


The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad was 
heldin this city yesterday. There was nota very 
large attendance, but perfect harmony prevailed. 
Mr. D. O. Mills presided. President John King voted 
on $22,715,200 of stock and $6,175,200 of bonds, 
held abroad, and Mr. McCullough, representing the 
Mills-McCullongh Committee for American security 
holders, voted on $33,738,300 of stook and $26,308,- 
700 of bonds.

HE TAKES PART IN THE FORMAL OPEN-

Mr. C. P. Huntington has returned from his in- 
spection trip over the Southern Pacific Railroad and 
is feeling well satisfied over the result.

President Diaz sent a committee of tifty distin- 
guished Mexicans, headed vy Senor Mariscal, his 
secretary of State, to meet Mr. Huntington at Tor- 
reon, and a deputation appointed by Gov. Flores of 
the State of Durango met tle party at San Carlos. 
The three special trains proceeded in state to the 
City of Durango, where they were greeted with 
cheers by a crowd numbering nearly 20,000 persons. 
This was the second week of the present month. 
‘The city was profusely decorated, and numerous tri- 
— arches were erected in the principal streets. 

The festivities in honor of the new railroad lasted 
three days and included processions, a banquet, and 
@® grand ball. Mr. Huntington made a pleasant 
speech at the banquetin which he assured his Mex- 
ican hearers that he should do everything in his 
power to promote cordial relations between the two 
countries. He thought that the new railroad would 
be of great advantage to that section of Mexico.

EARL MORLEY’S UNCERTAIN FATE. 





SOME REASON TO BELIEVE HE HAS 
BEEN STOLEN BY INDIANS, 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 29.—Secretary Noble has 
received from Gov. Fifer of Illinois a letter ask- 
ing for the aid of the Government in finding a 
child which it 1s believed has been oarried into 
captivity by the Ute Indians. Following is the 
Governor’s letter: 


“On the 21st day of September Earl Roy Morley, 
the four-year-old son ot Kirk G. Morley, strayed 
from the camp of his parents and some friends, and 
has never been found. The camp from which he 
strayed was atthe headof a stream oalied Hitle 
Creek, about thirty miles from New-Caatie, in the 
State of Colorado. Large numbers of pbeople imme- 
diately made thorough and vigilant search for this 
missing child. His tracks were discovered and 
traced for abous three miles. The most minute 
search was made for further traces left by hint while 
living or for traces uf hia remains if dead, but noth- 
ing whatever was found. The search was continued 
for several weeks. 

“It was discovered, however, during the search 
that some Indians, believed to be Utes, who had 
strayed from their reservation, had been encamped 
near the place to which this boy was traced. There 
Was some turther evidence thatthe Utes were otf 
their reservation and somewhere ip that neighbor- 
hvod about that time. Such are the representations 
made to me. 

“ Areward was offered for the boy’s body, and 
many persons searched for traces of his remains. If 
the child had been destroyed by ild animals his 
blood and clothing would, at least, whee been discov- 
ered. It he had — with hunger and exposure, 
as he soon would have done, it is believed traces of 
his remaixcs would have been found in the long and 
minute search that was made. 

**In the alsence of anything of the kind, the the. 
ory scems to be reasonable that Indians may have 
picked himup. It is known that they are always 
eager to secure young white children, and that it is 
their custom to treat such children well when capt- 
ured. Hence the parents of the boy entertain the 
hope that he may bealive and well among the In- 
dians, and that he might be rescued if only his 
whereabouts were found. 

“ The parents of this child are knownto me. They 
formerly lived in Bloomington, [ll., my old home. 
Their present home is at New-Castle, Col., where 
Mr. Morley is, I believe, employed py the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad. They have applied to me 
to place the facts before you, inthe hope that through 
the Indian agencies such an inguiry may be insti- 
tuted as will develop some traces of their child.” 

Inresponse to this appeal Secretary Noble 
and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs have 
notified all agentsin the West and Northwest 
to use every elfortin their power to ascertain if 
any ofthe Utes or other Indians that can be 
reached have taken this child or if anything is 
known of his fate. A reasonable amount, the 
Secretary says, will be paid from the contingent 
fund for the expenses of these investigations. 
The agents are directed to report whatever may 
be learned by telegraph.

WITH A BIGAMOUS-HUSBAND. 


POUGHKEEPSIF, N. Y., Nov. 29.—In Judge 
Barnard’s court this morning a decree of di- 
vorce was granted Georgiana E. Powell from 
her husband, Henry Powell, who was at one 
time @ prosperous merchant in this city, but is 
now a peddler of small wares about the streets. 

Sarah Townsend was named as the co-re 
spondent. She is an illiterate and very homely 
woman, while Mrs. Powell is a pleasant-looking 
woman of about forty.

The judgment of divorce includes costs and 
alimony. ‘The evidence showed also that 
Powell married Miss Townsend two or three 
years ago, and when Mrs. Powell No. 1 found it 
out she had Powell arrested and he was in jail 
several days.

Cash sales included 25,000 
tb green hams, 16 fb, at 9c, and 800 bbls clear pork 
on private terms. 

Receipts of wheat were over the estimate here.

Bribery and corruption have been noto- 
rious in New-Hampshire elections ever 
since the days when they were held in 
March and the party which was so long in 
power deemed it important to carry the 
State asa means of setting the political 
current of the year. Since the date of the 
elections has been changed to November, 
the evil practice of carrying them with 
money has continued, and it prevailed this 
year in spite of the new ballot law. The 
favorite method of getting around the 
law is said to have been to have the 
bribed voter ask a Republican Inspect- 
or to mark his ballot for him, there- 
by furnishing evidence that the pur- 
chased vote was delivered. If this was 
possible, the law is defective in permitting 
the assistance of Inspectors at the request 
of a voter when he is under no actual dis- 
ability that makes it impossible for him to 
mark his own ballot. It is a peculiar fact 
that in every case where a defective ballot 
law has been adopted, with a view to evad- 
ing the requirement of secrecy so that brib- 
sry may be possible, it has been passed by 
a Republican Legislature in a State where 
bribery or intimidation has long been no- 
sorious. 





It is, of course, a minor matter in the 
gueer proceedings of the Brussels Con- 
ference, but it is worth noting that the 
English proposition limits the purchase

The Court of Appeals sustains the valid- 
ity of the bonds issued by Kings County, 
which was brought in question because 
the debt of the county exceeds 10 per cent. 
of the valuation of real estate outside of the 
City of Brooklyn. The position was taken 
by those who contested the validity of the 
bonds that the constitutional limitation of 
the debt of a county containing a city of 
over 100,000 inhabitants and of such city 
to 10 per cent. of the assessed valuation of 
realestate was intended to prevent the debt 
of both city and county from exceeding 10 
per cent. of the valuation of the property 
contained in both. The court holds, in ef- 
fect, that the debt of Brooklyn may equal 
10 per cent. of the value of its real estate 
and the debt of Kings County may equal 
10 per cent. of the value of its real estate, 
including that of Brooklyn. Thisis plainly 
in accordance with the letter of the Consti- 
tution, but as 96 per cent. of the real estate 
of Kings County is in the City of Brooklyn 
the effect is virtually that the real estate 
values of the city might be burdened with 
nearly 20 per cent. of public debt. But as 
the county can only incur debts for county 
purposes, it is not likely to have occasion 
for increasing it to anywhere near the con- 
stitutional limit. 








There isatimely movement among the 
civil service reform associations in Massa- 
chusetts to unite in securing the closest 
practicable observance of the principle of 
the reformin any changes that may bemade 
after the new Administration comes in. 
These associations, being composed of mem- 
bers of each of the parties, can be of very 
substantial aid in this work. They will 
not, of course, resist or condemn all changes. 
On the contrary, it is both just and expedi- 
ent that men in office, who have 
abused their places by open partisan con- 
duct, and particularly those who have 
sought to constrain subordinates to polit- 
ical action, should go. The essential thing 
is that where changes are necessary and 
proper the places should be filled by men of 
character and ability, who will not be 
guilty of the offenses of their predecessors. 
By careful investigation and candid and 
impartial representation of the facts the 
reform associations can have much influ- 
ence on public opinion, and can strengthen 
those appointing officers who desire to fol- 
low the right course. The best defense of 
a sound service is the utmost publicity. 
Nothing interferes so much with the 
schemes of the spoils hunters as light.

It is unfortunate, doubtless, that the 
Loubet Ministry should have been over- 
thrown after remaining in power but nine 
months. Itis at least equally unfortunate 
that there should be a tendency, in France 
as well as outside of it, to regard a Minis- 
terial crisis as a crisis of the Government, 
and to talk as if the republic were in dan- 
ger whenever a Ministry collapses. A Min- 
isterial crisis is a legitimate and regular 
incident of Parliamentary government. 
The analysis of the vote that discharged 
the Ministers shows that 121 Republicans 
voted against them, These men are as 
much Republicans to-day as they were on 
Saturday, and will doubtless sustain the 
next Ministry unless it repeats the mis- 
takes of M. LOUBET, and gives the impres- 
sion that it is not hostile enough to An- 
archism or that it is disposed to conceal 
corruption. After twenty years, it is time 
to stop talking as if every spirited debate 
in the Chamber threatened the republic. 








THE ENGLISH PROPOSITION, 


Unless we are greatly mistaken, the 
beatific frame of mind in which the Amer- 
ican delegates to Brussels are said to go 
about these days will be sadly broken up 
when they hear from their own country. 
At present they are said to be enjoying the 
congratulations of their delightfully-cour- 
teous fellow-members of the conference 
over the “triumph” achieved by them. 
The unpleasant comments on the confer- 
ence as a “failure” are no longer heard, 
and our representatives are felicitating 
themselves on getting through their labors 
this week and returning in time to enjoy 
the Christmas holidays and the admiring 
gratitude of their countrymen. If the trip 
across the Atlantic still took ten days, and 
if there were no cable running beneath it, 
these dreams might be cherished by Messrs. 
ALLISON, JONES, and the others until they 
landed in New-York, when they would be 
rudely awakened. Butasitis, the proba- 
bilities are that when they sat down yes- 
terday to the dinner that is a daily feature 
in their arduous duties, their minds were 
depressed by the comments on their work 
which the cable had reported to them from 
home, And before this they may have 
heard from their Government that they 
may indeed come home as soon as they 
please, if they can do no better than they 
have done so far, but that they will not 
get a very flattering reception. Andif the 
Government does not find it proper to con- 
vey such an intimation to its representa- 
tives, then the Government itself will have 
to take a responsibility which will darken 
its declining days, and may, so to speak, 
bring its gray hairs in shame and sorrow to 
the 4th of March. 

For though the proposition of Mr. DE 
ROTHSCHILD, which is said to have re- 
ceived the approval of the American dele- 
gates, and is expected to receive that 
of the American Government, is essen- 
tially grotesque and Indicrous, it is so be- 
cause it coolly assumes that this Nation 
will blindly accept a plan that is obviously 
fraught with, not merely the possibility, 
but the certainty, of the gravest disaster 
and disgrace. The essential element in 
this proposition is the continued purchase 
of 54,000,000 ounces of silver bullion per 
year for five years, or 270,000,000 ounces 
in all. And the essential fact in such a pol- 
icy is that the purchase of these 270,000,- 
000 ounces of silver is to be made with 
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States, which the United States are pledged 
to redeem on presentation in gold. That is 
the plain, unavoidable situation. It is 
the one thing that concerns us. Nothing 
else in the plan is of the slightest conse- 
quence. The purchase of $25,000,000 
worth of silver by the other Govern- 
ments represented in the conference will 
have no appreciable effect of even a 
temporary character, while, as an offset to 
the evils we are asked to bring upon our- 
selves, it is so illusory as to make the offer 
of itinsulting to our common sense. Nor 
is the modification proposed by Prof. 
SOETBEER of any importance, taken in 
connection with the burden we are asked 
toassume. It isin itself a wise thing for 
the European nations to do to withdraw 
all gold coins below the value of $4, and 
thus leave a somewhat larger field for 
silver coin. Butit is not a serious matter, 
because the total amount of gold coins now 
in circulation below that value is rela- 
tively small, But were it ever so great, 
and were its withdrawal sure to makea 
considerable demand for silver for coinage, 
the United States could not consider for 
amoment the pledge to go on with our 
purchases of silver at the present rate and 
on existing terms, or on any terms, 


For the United States the important and 
threatening aspect of the situation is that 
we are day by day and year by year in- 
creasing our gold obligations in the issue 
of legal-tender notes and are not increas- 
ing our gold reserve by a dollar. That is 
the cruz of the silver problem as it presents 
itself to the American’ people to-day 
Everything else is insignificant. What we 
have reason to dread, and what is as sure 
to come upon us as the sun is sure to rise 
each day, isthe arrival of the time when 
the Government cannot redeem its notes 
in gold. When that happens the effect 
upon the business of the country, vast as 
it is, and constantly expanding, will be ter- 
rible to contemplate. We do not mean to 
say that the country would sink toa silver 
basis. We do not believe that it would, 
because we are convinced that the Ameri- 
can people would force its Government, at 
any cost, at any sacrifice, to prevent that. 
But the sacrifice must be greater the 
longer we go onissuing paper for silver, and 
if we were guilty of the incredible folly of 
continuing this for five years the sacrifice 
necessary would be enormous, while the 
disturbance would be very great. Why our 
delegates to Brussels, one of whom is the 
Director of the Mint and another the Presi- 
dent of a prosperous bank, should imagine 
that any such plan can be forced upon us, 
is more than we can conceive. For the sake 
of their excellent reputations we hope the 
cable dispatches have not correctly re- 
ported their attitude. There is something 
ineffably puerile in the whole business. 
When the conference opened we could not 
help seeing that our delegates were in a 
most embarrassing situation, and we 
looked to see them treated with a certain 
polite and sympathetic scorn; but we did 
not think that they would be taken at so 
low a valuation that any one would dare to 
suggest to them a proposition like that of 
Mr. pE ROTHSCHILD. We thought they 
might be taken to illustrate the fable of 
the tailless fox, but we hardly expected 
that they would be gravely asked to pledge 
their Nation further to mutilate and dis- 
able itself, with the notion that it was 
alleviating its distress. 








CONSTITUTIONAL CONVEN- 
TION. 

The Legislature of this State at the last 
session provided for a convention to revise 
the Constitution, to be held in May next, 
the election of delegates to take place on 
the second Tuesday in February. There 
has been some talk Jately about changing 
the law so that the delegates may be 
chosen at the regular election next Novem- 
ber, which would probably postpone the 
convention for another year, asit would 
hardly be held in the Winter on account of 
the sitting of the Legislature. The only 
reason for such a postponement that has 
any force at all is the saving of the ex- 
pense of a special election, and this has so 
little force that it can hardly be the real 
reason of those who favor the postpone- 
ment. 

The people of the State voted at the elec- 
tion of 1886 in favor ofa convention, andit 
was theduty of the Legislature “ at its next 
session ” te “‘ provide by law for the elec- 
tion of delegates to such convention.” On 
account of the chronic inability of the 
Legislature and the Governor to agree in 
those days, this constitutional duty was 
not performed. Gov. HILL would assent to 
nothing that was not in accordance with 
his notions, and the Legislature would not 
conform to his notions, and, as a conse- 
quence, action was delayed for five years. 
Last Winter, when the Governor and the 
majority of the Legislature were at last in 
accord, haste was made to provide for a 
Constitutional Convention, and the Demo- 
crats took to themselves a good deal of 
credit for obeying the mandate of the 
people as soon as the power was in their 
hands. Much of that credit will be lost if 
they make themselves responsible now for 
a furtHer postponement.

Every reason exists now that existed 
last April, when the law was passed, for 
having the delegates chosen at a special 
election, and there is no new reason for not 
carrying out this plan. It is desirable that 
party politics shall have as little as pos- 
sible to do with the choice of the delegates 
who are to modify the fundamental law of 
the State. It will be difficult enough at 
auy time to avoid the sinister effects of 
partisanship, but it will be less difficult 
at a time when there is no polit- 
ical contest going on than in the 
midst of a regular canvass. The 
reason why it was not provided that 
the delegates should be chosen at the regu- 
lar election of the present year was that 
the time would be unfavorable on account 
of the distractions of the Presidential can- 
vass. That is over now, but next year 
there will be a number of State officers to 
be elected; as well as members of both 
branches of the Legislature, and there is 
likely to be a pretty warm political con- 
test. It will be much better to have a 
quiet election in February and to have 
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the political canvass of next year comes 
on The Constitution will be more likely 
to be judiciously amended and the revis- 
ion will stand a better chance of being 
ratified by the people. The extra expense 
of a special election will be perhaps a 
quarter of a million dollars, but the ad- 
vantage to be gained will far outweigh the 
cost. 

We suspect that the real reason for the 
desire to postpone the matter is an aver- 
sion, especially on the part of the Demo- 
cratic politicians, to having a party con- 
vention in January for the nomination of 
candidates for delegates atlarge. It might 
bring up questions of organization which 
there is no hurry about meeting. But the 
nomination of candidates is a matter that 
is not regulated by the Constitution or 
by law, andthere is nothing obligatory 
about calling a State Convention for the 
purpose. While the State Committee 
has not been directly authorized to make 
the nominations, the last State Convention 
having been held before the law providing 
for the Constitutional Convention was 
passed, it might be done by general con- 
sent. There are to be thirty-two delegates 
at large, but no elector can vote for more 
than sixteen, so that they will be divided 
equally between the parties and each will 
nominate only sixteen candidates, whose 
nomination will be equivalent to an elec- 
tion. That initself would make it desir- 
able to have them nominated by conven- 
tions rather than named by the State 
Committees, but it does not make it 
essential. Besides these, there is to be 
one delegate elected in and foreach Assem- 
bly district, and the Governor is by the 
law authorized to appoint eight others, 
three on behalf of the Prohibitionists and 
five to represent the labor organizations. 
It is not believed that this authority will 
be exercised, as it is of doubtful validity, 
the Constitution requiring the ‘‘ election of 
delegates.” There has been so much delay 
already in carrying out the mandate for the 
revision of the Constitution that further 
postponement could hardly be justified.

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THE IMMIGRATION QUESTION. 


The proposition to suspend all immigra- 
tion from Europe to this country for a year 
from the 1st of next March is by far the 
most radical suggestion that has been made 
by anybody on the subject. Yet this prop- 
osition is favored by the Chairman of the 
special committee of the Senate, and was 
by him submitted to that body, and it 
seems to standa very fair chance of adop- 
tion by the committee. It is highly prob- 
able that, if it were adopted by Congress, 
the people of the country would at least 
acquiesce in it, for the same reason for 
which they acquiesced in the temporary 
suspension of immigration by the Treasury 
Department, and that is the fear of an 
invasion of cholera. The announcement 
that a quarantine of twenty days would 
be enforced against all immigrants 
was received, so long as there was an 
active and general apprehension of cholera, 
not only with acquiesence, but with grati- 
tude. It cannot be said that anybody 
would be wronged by a prohibition of im- 
migration after three months’ notice, and 
the announcement that a committee had 
determined to recommend such prohibition 
is sufficient notice. The steamship com- 
panies, a large part of whose business has 
been the carrying of immigrants, would, of 
course, dislike the prohibition, but this 
Government is not bound to consult their 
profits when the national health or the na- 
tional welfare is concerned. Considering 
the danger of cholera and the high proba- 
bility that if it is imported it will be 
brought by immigrants, a suspension of 
immigration fer a year would probably be 
&@ very popular measure. 





In its nature it can be but a temporary 
expedient. Nobody proposes a permanent 
ban upon immigration, because nobody 
believes that as yet the evils of immigra- 
tion have outweighed its benefits, and but 
for the fear of cholerait is unlikely that a 
temporary suspension would be proposed. 
But the other “suggestions” for legisla- 
tion submitted to the committee, and in- 
tended for the basis of permanent laws, 
are very much more drastic than any that 
have been officially made before. The Ford 
committee, afew years ago, limited itself to 
recommending aconsularinspection abroad 
of intending immigrants. The futility of 
that measure, taken alone, was at once 
exposed and was, indeed, sufficiently 
obvious to any intelligent person without 
exposure; and no action was ever had 
upon it, Since then the’ evil has been 
far greater than ever before, the 
evil consisting of the importation 
of persons who would be unde- 
sirable inhabitants of any country, and 
of persons who would be undesirable in- 
habitants of this country in particular, 
The former include criminals, paupers, 
and social revolutionists”; the lat- 
ter, the representatives of races that 
cannot readily be assimilated to the 
American people, such as the Chinese, the 
Slavonic, and some Latin peoples. We 
cannot, however, deal with these latter 
by classes and descriptions without getting 
ourselves into international trouble, as we 
have already done with China. Whatever 
wedomust be done under general laws. 
This is the only fair excuse forthe proposed 
requirement that every immigrant should 
pass an examination in the English lan- 
guage. That would keep out the undesira- 
ble nationalities, but it would also keep 
out some highly-desirable nationalities, 
such as the Germans and Scandinavians, 
whom nobody desires to keep out, and who 
very soon repair their ignorance of our 
language. This language test is one of the 
suggestions submitted to the comuinittee. 
The requirement of aconsular examination 
and certificate is another. The require- 
ment that the immigrant shall have some 
education in his own language is a third, 
and is much more reasonable than either of 
the others, but is not in itself sufficient. 
The fourth is the property qualification, 
which THe TiMEs has all along advocated, 
and which is, in its judgment, worth all 
the others put together. As it is sub- 
mitted, this suggestion is that every immi- 
grant should be required to possess $100 
in money ‘or its equivalent.” These 
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out or limited to negotiable 
ties, and not allowed to include 
clothing and furniture and personal effects. 
The possession of that amount of money, 
if really proved, is a guarantee of industry 
and thrift, and that is precisely the guar- 
anteo we need and ought to exact. A sub- 
stantial head-money tax might and should 
be charged, either in addition to this 
amount or by subtraction from it. With 
this we should be reasonably secure against 
criminals and almost perfectly secure 
against paupors and ne’er-do-wells. 

The suggestion about naturalization may 
be rejected as superfluous. Nobody can 
read the existing naturalization law with- 
out seeing thatitis perfectly adequate if 
properly enforced. Its proper enforcement 
requires a judicial and not a ministerial 
proceeding on the part of the Judge who 
has the power of naturalizing, andinvolves 
areal examination into the qualifications 
of the candidate. This is scandalously 
neglected by most Judges. Judge Pryor 
of this city has lately done himself honor 
by carrying out the law in the spirit and 
in the letter, and refusing to be made a 
party to the farce of wholesale naturaliza- 
tion that has for years been enacted in all 
our courts of record on the eve of every 
election. The enforcement of the law is 
what is needed in respect to naturaliza- 
tion, and itis all that is needed, unless it 
be an extension of the required term of 
residence, which might very well be ten 
years instead of five. 


POLLUTED WATER IN ST. LOUIS. 


The people of St. Louis do not appear to 
have been enlightened by the experience 
of Chicago asto the fearful cost of a pol- 
luted water supply. They have waited for 
a similar experience in their own city, 
where an alarming epidemic of typhoid 
fever now prevails. This epidemic prom- 
ises to be much more severe than that 
which was caused in Chicago by the con- 
taminated water of Lake Michigan. In 
the four weeks ending on the 28th inst. 
there were reported in St. Louis 1,358 
cases of typhoid, and the number has in- 
creased as follows: 

Firstweek 
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In the month of October there were about 
260 cases. The number is now rapidly in- 
creasing. In addition to those.enumerated 
in the record for four weeks, there were re- 
ported on Monday 320 cases. In the year 
1891 there were about 2,000 fatal cases in 
Chicago, and this death rate had not been 
equaled in any civilized city. Butit may 
soon be surpassed in St. Louis. 

The Chief Sanitary Officer ofthe city has 
inspected the houses in which 1,300 cases 
have occurred, and he reports that ina 
large majority of them the plumbing is in 
good order. Inthose parts of the city to 
which the mains of the public water serv- 
ice have not been extended the inhabitants 
have escaped infection. ‘‘The malady 
rages in the central part of the city, where 
hydrant water is used almost exclusively.” 

Reports published in the St. Louis papers 
leave no room for doubt as to the cause of 
this epidemic. The water supply is taken 
from the river at a point just below a group 
of bone-burning and rendering factories. 
Sewers which drain a considerable area, in 
which these factories are situated, dis- 
charge their accumulations into the river 
just above the spot where water for the 
use of the city is taken. Last week the 
Chief Sanitary Officer inspected the source 
of supply, and the Republic refers to his re- 
port as follows: 


“The Prairie Avenue sewer drains some of 
the Lowell rendering establishments and 
empties into the river just above the water- 
works. ‘ Within a thousand feet of the present 
pumping station I found the Prairie Avenue 
sewer pouring a mass of filth into the river,’ 
says the Sanitary Officer. ‘That in itself is 
enough to contaminate the water. The stench 
in that vicinity was frightfu]. In this same dls- 
trict are the Gin Grass Creek and Harlem Creek. 
The water in both of these is foul and, of course, 
emptying into the river so close to the pumping 
station, hasa detrimental and dangerous in- 
fluence on the city’s supply.’”’ 


The number of typhoid cases increased 
very rapidly after the severe rainstorms of 
two or three weeks ago. It is reported 
that typhoid has prevailed for some time 
in the suburban towns. Probably the se- 
vere rains washed into the river above the 
pumping station the characteristic bacilli 
of typhoid, and in water polluted by sew- 
age these germs found protection and nour- 
ishment. It will be recalled that a 
notable epidemic in a small city of Penn- 
sylvania was caused by the introduction 
of typhoid germs into the water supply 
from a house some distance.from the city. 
Next year there will be completed a new 
pumping station at a point several miles 
above the rendering factories and the 
sewer openings, but measures for the pro- 
tection of the city until that time should 
have been taken. The cost of such an epi- 
demic as now prevails in St. Louis must 
far exceed the cost of such:measures. 
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In the suit of the Government against 
the Bell Telephone Company the defend- 
ants recently asked that the time allowed 
to them for the taking of testimony should 
be extended until Nov. 4,1893. They be- 
gan to put in their testimony on Jan. 
25, 1892. The court has granted an 
extension of three months, and it is 
tolerably certain that the Bell patents 
will have run their course and ex- 
pired before the conclusion of these 
proceedings. It may not be possible to 
accomplish anything by means of this suit, 
but Congress should so amend the patent 
laws this Winter that the Beil Company 
will not be able hereafter to prolong in- 
definitely the term of its monopoly by col- 
lusive interference proceedings in the 
Patent Office.

Pianist was in his happiest moods and content- 


ed with his lot in life, and are regarded as

Mrs. Dannreuther 
plays on the pianoforte with great delicacy and 
great accuracy of touch.

THE BRADFORD ARCTIC PICTURES. 
—— =< - 

About six months ago William Bradford, A. 
N. A., was found dead in his studio, having 
fallen with a stroke of apoplexy while engaged 
on one of his paintings of the Arotio Sea. It 
was a fittirs and characteristic end to a painter 
who had labored with the utmost application 
for some forty years to master the secrets of 
polar snowscape and marine. For the benefit 
of his widow a collection of 187 of his paintings 
and drawings will be sold at auction in the Fifth 
Avenue Galleries this {and to-morrow evenings. 

It was Mr. Bradford’s distinction in the world 
that he chose a certain field and made it his 
own, not, indeed, through mastery of the tech- 
nical processes of the painter, for he began to 
work too late in life and had too imperfect an 
instruction ever to become a great painter in 
that sense. He was the faithful delineator of 
icebergs, ice floes, “ blinks,” sun dogs, white au- 
roras, stranded mountains of ice, and whaling 
fleets nipped in the icefields. While others have 
surpassed him in ability to catch the motion of 
a big wave just about to shatter itself on a cliff 
of ice and to render the surprising hues of ice- 
bergsin sunlight without hardness of color or 
thinness, no one achieved a celebrity so world- 
wide among those who are taken with the charm 
of arctic scenery or the heroism of men who 
adventure to the north pole. One of his 

aintings, ‘‘The Panther Off the Coast of Green- 
and Undér the Midnight Sun,” hangs at Wind- 
sor Castle, and others belong to various famous 
private collections in England. This, of course, 
has little to say regarding the artistio qualities 
of the works; but it means that while Bradford 
painted well enough to prove acceptable to 
people with large galleries, he had the faculty 
of telling a story of the arctio regions in a 
faithful and sufficiently pleasing style. That 
faculty is seen in the greater number of the 
pictures now to be sold. 

Like many artists who lack the sense which 
makes amana colorist, Bradford’s drawings 
are finer, as works of art, than his paintings; 
witness No. 21, “ Greenland Mountains”; No. 
28, * The Coast of Labrador’’; No. 48, ‘Sailing 
Along the Labrador Coast”; No. 60, ‘‘A Fair 
Wind,” and No. 70, ‘‘Crushed in the lee.” The 
last-mentioned is particularly good, having a 
touch of the dramatic, with its dismantied masa 
of nipped whaler, rigging and spars gone in a 
tangle by the board, ite temporary camp on the 
ice field, and two grim peaks of an imprisoned 
iceberg rising in thereartotheright. In No. 
139, acartoon called ‘‘ Stranded Icebergin a Har- 
bor of Labrador,”’ he has fixed one of those great 
natural curiosities, an immense arch of ice, un- 
der which the fishing boats are poosies along a 
“lead” in the ice-floes. ‘‘The Birthplace of the 
Aurora” is another happy cartoon, showing a 
singular form of the northern light, great 
shoots pulsing in curving jets from a point be- 
hind a desolate island, near which a whaler has 
been caught by the ice. These drawings show 
the faithful character of Bradford’s work, and 
are not complicated by the need fer color. Many 
of these are the originals for paintings, and, as 
it happens 50 bn d often with artists, surpass 
the works for which they are the preliminary 
studies. 

The show piece is alarge painting, “ English 
Arctic Expedition in Sesrch of Sir John Frank- 
lin.” Abler as pure paintings are No. 179, “* The 
Returning Whaler’; No. 173, ** The Arotic Sun- 
get”; No. 169, “Iceberg at Noonday”; No. 
155, ‘‘A Polar Evening”; No. 142, ‘‘ Over the 
Greenland Hills,” the clouds very nicely paint- 
ed; No. 133, “A New Day Over Greenland’’; 
Nos. 125 and 126, “A Polar Night”’ and ‘* Over 
the Greenland Hills”; No. 122, The Midnight 
Sun/’ and No. 121, “ Morning Glow on Mount 
Shasta.” A very pleasing little marine, 
No. 85, “Outward Bound Whaler,” recalls 
the fact that Mr. Bradford was brought 
up about New-Bedford at a_ time when 
the ocean afforded one of the most potent out- 
lets to the adventurous and romautio minds on 
our Atlantic seaboard. Perhaps the most at- 
tractive of all the paintings, however, is No. 66, 
* Fishing Station, Labrador,” which has almost 
as yreat a charm as a Japanese painting. The 
mist allows the tops of distant hills to appear, 
mysterious and well above the horizon in the 
background, while a dark point of land running 
out from the left ends in & mass of buildings on 
stilts, the fishing station. It is quite likely that 
these pictures will sell well, for there must be 
many people who would like to own one of tho 
fantastic portraits of icebergs or a landscape, 
which includes suggestions of patient andoften 
heroic battle with the elements in the far north.

TERSON’S REMOVAL, 


4 RENEWED EFFORT TO BREAK UP 
ALBANY’S REGULAR DEMOCRATIC 
ORGANIZATION — HILL’s FIGHT 
AGAINST JUDGE HERRICK TO BE 
WAGED IN THE DEPARTMENTS. 


ALBANY, Nov. 29.—Theo only developments in 
the Schenek-Masterson matter to-day have been 
the indignation of the friends of the latter and 
the condemnation by fair-minded Democrats 
generally of the arbitrary action of the State 
Surveyor in demanding Masterson’s resigna- 
tion. 

Underneath the whole business, however, lies 
the covert determination of David B. Hill te 
wreck the present excellent Democratic organi. 
zation and to build upon its ruins one of his 
own. Gen, Masterson has been for years Seocre- 
tary of the Albany County Committee, long be- 
fore any factional feeling of Hill or anti-Hill was 
thought ofin the party. When, several years ago, 
with an upstart’s ambition, Hill coolly de 
manded that the Albany County organization 
should deliver its seal and belongings over to 
him, the organization, which had been loyal to 
Mr. Cleveland through thick and thin, calmly 
repudiated Hill and advocated Mr. Cleveland’s 
cause more vigorously than ever. 

Hill has attempted through every means in his 
power to remove Judge D. Cady Herrick as a 
factor in Democratic politics in this county. 
He even wenteo farinthe Fall of 1891 as te 
advocate Judge Herrick’s promotion to the Su- 
preme Court Bench, “because,” as he explained 
privately to his friends, “we will then force 
him to retire as a political leader.” 

If left to his own judgment, Judge Herrick 
would, no doubt, have surrendered the Chair- 
manship of the County Committee, which he 
now nominally holds, but for the indiscreet and 
malignant threats of Mr. Hill, who declared 
that unless Judge Herrick resigned as leader he 
would take up his residence in Albany, defeat 
him at the primaries, and assume the leader- 
ship of the county himself. Sure enough, Hill 
did come to Albanyand purchased an aban- 
doned relic of eccentricity in a God-forsaken 
part of the town, and threw down the gauntlet 
to the regular organization by nominating 
three rump Democratio candidates for the 
Assembly in three strong Democratic wards. 
With the audacity characteristic of the man 
since he became a political leader, he then 
coolly demanded that the regular candidates, 
nominated in a regular manner by the reguiat 
Democratic convention, should be withdrawn. 

Tho terrific slump inthe party in this county 
naturally followed. While the regulars, under 
the energetic efforts of Gen. Masterson and his 
friends, were looking after the entire Demo- 
oratic ticket, Hill and his friends, with knives a 
foot long and freshly sharpened, were playing 
havoc with it. Unable to break the organiza- 
tion in one way—at the pollse—Hill and hig 
friends have started out on a new tack, to 
demoralize itif possible by removing the most 
active workers from office. 

The pet Hill organs in different parts of the 
State havé been clamoring that Judge Herrick 
should resign either his Judgeship or his posi- 
tion on the Btate Committee, but, at the earnest 
solicitation of the best Democrats in Albany, 
who have been eget enough to perceive 
from the outset the object of these attacks, 
the Judge continues to act as adviser ta 
the regular organization. It is easier, how- 
ever, to reach the Herrick men who hold office 
in the State departments, and these gentlemep 
posses will be made to feel the iron heel ot 

ill despotism, because they had the hardihood 
to bestow leyal support on the Democratio 
ticket, which Hill and his friends openly at- 
tempted to defeat.

STEALING THE LEGISLATURE,

WYOMING REPUBLICANS OVERTURNING 
THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Nov. 29.—The greatest 
political steal in the history of Wyoming has 
just been perpetrated. At the recent elections 
the result was almost overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic and Populist. Two years ago on the 
Statehood issue the Republicans literally swept 
the State. Thus they had in this campaign 
absolute control of the election machinery. 
The fused parties deemed the Legislature per. 
fectly safe, though from the past they knew 
Republicans were willing to take any reasona- 
ble advantage in a case of doubt. 

With the whole election machinery in theis 
hands the Republicans were able to bring toa 
successful conclusion the scheme they had 
hatched to change the entire personnel of the 
Legislature. In one county—Converse—9? 
votes in one ~precinct were counted 
for a Republican candidate, though the 
count showed only 89. The result was 
the election of the Republican candidate. In 
Carbon County, after the Canvassing Board had 
completed its work and officially declared five 
Democrats and one Republican elected to the 
Legislature, they quietly certified to returns 
showing the election of three Republicans. In 
Sremont County a Democrat was palpably 
swindled out of his seat on the official count. 
Various technicalities were used in order to 
bring about the defeat of the Democrat by one 
vote. 

In addition the Republicans threaten to pre- 
vent Dr. Osborne, the Democratic Governor- 
elect, from taking his seat. A Democratic 
Supreme Judge will also, it is alleged, be de- 
barred by the Republican manager from assum- 
ing the duties of his office. 

People are up in arms against the invasion of 
their rights. Trouble at any time may be ex- 
pected if the Republicans persistin tbeir pres- 
ent plan of overriding the vote of the people aa 
evidenced at the polls.

KNOWLES’S OLD PLAY.

“THE HUNCHBACK” OPENS THE SERIES 
OF OLD COMEDY REVIVALS AT DALY’S 
THEATRE—MISS REHAN’S NEW TRI- 
UMPH—A RBICH SETTING AND A FINE 
PERFORMANCE, 


The term of revivals of well-tried old plays 
‘was begun last night at Daly’s Theatre, where a 
large and fashionable audience assembled, 
though the wind was blowing a gale out 
of doors and the fiying svnow was wet. 
Sheridan Knowles’s ftive-act sentimental 
comedy, “The Hunchback,” esteemed by 
that versatile, hard-working, and earnest 
piaymaker his masterpiece, was then presented 
for the first time on that stage. Like “Tho 
School for Scandal,” and ‘She Stoops to Con- 
quer,” this play has never been long neglected. 
For sixty years it has done good serv- 
ice, because, after it lost its vogue, 
with the change of public taste 
and the advent of a new generation 
of play-goers having small respect for tradli- 
tion, it was keptalive by ambitious novices. 
Julia has been a test rile for young actresses 
since Fanny Kemble’s time, wherefore the play 
in which she moves and talks must have merit. 

The present production at Daly’s, however, is 
arevival in the best sonse. The play is done 
anew, not without all needful regard to tradi- 
tion, for such a work cannot be separated from 
the conventional forms to which it was writ- 
ten, but with many long-since tiresome encrusta- 
tions of mere “‘ stage business”’ discarded in fa- 
vor of action and by-play suggested by an 
unprejudicod re-studying of the text, with a rich 
and splendid pictorial setting and a distribution 
of the parts that insured, beforehand, a repre- 
septation powerful in some respects and al- 
together inteliigentand beautifully harmonious. 

Miss Ada Rehan, who had not previously es- 
gayed the character of Sulia, lent to it all the 
force of her remarkable talent and all her 
wealth of emotional expression so little used 
in the modern plays she has lately ap- 
pesred in, as well as the lustre of 
her personal beauty and the dignity 
of her presence. No other actress 
we remember in this réle (and they are legion) 
has given toit so much variety. It was often 
the fate of poor Julia in the old days to have 
her gentlest, gayest moods adapted to the 
formal, not to say sepulchral, mannerof antique 
tragedy. The actress who did Bianca or 
the afflicted victim of Pescara one night 
Gid Julia the next with the same 
unchanging manner, with scrupulous regard for 
elocutiouary effect, carefully mindful of her 
pauses, and saving her full strength always for 
those critical passages in the text that habitual 
playgoers had become accustomed to wait for. 

“Helen * * * Helen * * * * HELEN * * * 
Helen, I hate you!" 

“Itis the Princess!” 

“?’Tis Clifford's voice, if Clifford ever spoke!” 

“Show me a way I may escape these nuptials.” 

Who that remembers Miss Kehan’s delivery of 
these and many other familiar speeches last 
pnightin “The Hunchback,” without the least 
striving for mere elocutionary effect, with a 
true artist's disregard for their traditional the- 
atrical value, using every word and phrase as 
the spontaneous utterance of a thought, can 
fail to appreciate at its worth this latest em- 
bodiment of Knowles’s heroine? Not that Miss 
Rehan disregards at any time the metre of the 
verse she is speaking. She delivers the old 
pentameters, often redundant in thought and 
painfully formal, as naturally as poasible, 
to be sure, but with due regard for the melody. 
She has few living equals in the reading of 
verse, and no superiors before this public, if 
anywhere else on the English-speaking stage. 

Her rich voice is easily attuned to the purely 
artificial measures of the ancient stage, and 
‘with variety of tone and shading she makes the 
verse of Knowles, so frequently arid and me- 
chanical, sound almost as well as verse of 
Shakespeare. 

Moreover, the development of the traits of 
Julia’s character is clearly and beautifullyjindi- 
cated in her portrayal; the rural maid of ActL, 
fancy free and light-hearted; the town maid of 
Act IL, intoxicated by the gayety of 
fashion, does not wear the cothurnus of 
tragedy, or carry the air of ilil-concealed 
misery. Julia’s moods in these passages are 
depicted with bewitching grace, with humor 
that the play bas often seemed to sadly lack, 
with the deftest possible art. Her merriment is 
infectious, and her sorrow, under the slight im- 
posed upon her by her hasty lover, is touching, 
but is not the black gloom of despair. 

But there is no lack either of force or passion 
in the portrayal. She rises in the later scenes 
with the natural action of the play to splendid 
beighis. Her facial expression, her half-choked 
utterances, and her final burst of exultation in 
the famous scene of the tapestry pictures could 
not be bettered as indications of the woman's 
mood and her dominating thought, whiie 
her final appeal to the hunchback, a long 
declamatory passage that has been an unsur- 
mountable obstacie to many a daring novice, 
was rendered last nignt with a degree of 
vehemence anda simulation of feeling that 
moved the audienee deeply. It was remarkable 
as anexample of elocation, and it was better 
than that, for it had the ring of truth. The trib- 
ute of tears was bestowed upon Miss Rehan’s act- 
ios i= this passage and in the scene with Clif- 
for 

The tendency to dwell upon the merits of this 
lovely and powerful portrayal is all the 
stronger because lately Miss Rehan, who 
deserves generous recognition as a fore- 
most actress of her era, has so rare- 
ly appeared in roéles quite worthy of her 
talent, and because she has not had at allin 
late years achance to exhibit her remarkable 
force in any role calling for the dis- 

lay of vehement passion. Her popu- 
ar success in her new undertaking 
is indisputable. From a purely artistic point of 
view her triumph is not less great. A more per- 
fect representation of all the traits of Julia has 
not been seen by the younger playgoers. A 
more charming one has never been seen. 

Mr. George Clarke, a sound and able actor, 
was a forceful and discreet Master Walter. We 
are bold enough to say that a more preposter- 
ous old gentieman than the amiable hunchback 
never stalked before the footlightse, even in 
the days when a row of flickering oil lamps 
supplied the place of the electric globes. He is 
fond of Julia and of Clifford, but he is fonder of 
alie. But Master Walter may be forgiven his 
vagaries after sixty years of noble service. 

Mr. Clarke is much like his best-esteemed pred- 
ecessors in the earlier passages, sober of visage, 
round of voice, and excessively dignitied 
in spite of his explosive temper. Later in 
the play he is rather more lifelike than 
we had reason to expect. He fumbles less with 
duplicate parchments, growls less, and does not 
bully his associates so much as some Master 
Walters we have seen “and heard others 

raise.” 
> Mr. Bourchier’s Sir Thomas Clifford is a mild 
and inoffensive gentieman who loves wisely 
enough but not too strongly, bears himself be- 
comingly, and speaks as naturally as possible in 
a high and inflexible volwe. It was saidin the 
foyer between the acts that he was suffering 
from acold. Clifford, however, is a trying part. 
Few actors have made much of it, Many of re- 
pute have not played it so well as Mr. Bour- 
ebier. The late H. J. Montague was openly 
ridiculed for tho firstand oniy time in New- 
York when he essayed this character. 

Miss Irving is a sweet, girlish and some- 
what kittenish Helen, lacking the breadth 
of style and the sparkle of the Helens 
of the past, but always pleasing. Mr. 
Creston Clarke is a formal, stolid, and nasal 
Modus. The Tinsel of Mr. Herbert is admirable 
in form and finish, and this actor could lend 
humor and variety to Modus. The minor parts 
are all well taken. The cast is appended:

For, of a surest ver- 
ity, only the greatest of Adriennes, only she 
who has set in this réle as in so many others 
an unattainable mark, ever pictured a dying 
woman's fears, frenzies, and sufferings with a 
truthfulness more vivid, with a force better 
controlled, 

The scene was no copy. Its effects were 
sought on other lines than those followed by 
Bernhardt or Modjeska, but the effects were 
as certainly found and were as intelligi- 
ble and as convincing. Tirst a woman 
leaning now to anger and now to 
grief; then the fatal roses and a piteous mad- 
ness, and finally the agony of death—all this 
had an expression full of delicacy without weak- 
ness, of a strength whose demonstration re- 
quired no uplifting of the voice, and of an art 
tnat for moment after moment seemed fauilt- 
less. 

For the performance as a whole, no such en- 
thusiasm need be used. The rehearsal scene 
with Michonnet was marred by overemphasis 
and a severity that made it no contrast- 
ing preparation for the flerce encounter 
in Ducios's house, She was indeed the tragedi- 
an of legend, but the tragedian on, not off, the 
stage. The description of Maurice’s fight at the 
carriage door only reminded one of the old 
truth that the stage is for acting, not anecdote. 

But, after all, this picking of flaws is poor 
work when appreciation of excellence has a 
chance for expression, so only a word or two 
shall be devoted to Mr. Barrymore’s de Saxe. 
He played it roughly, carelessly, and with 
ill manners. . Marius was a Michon- 
net truer perhaps than pleasing. ‘The 
Abbé of Mr. Standing was absurdly weak, and 
Miss Sitgreaves apparently has quite forgotten 
what she learned from Beau Brummel. Dozens 
of commendatory words were deserved 
by the Princess of Miss Grace Hunt 
ington, whose merits easily ranked 
next to those of the title réle. The others were 
consistently insignificant, and the scenery and 
stage setting lamentable. The last, however, is 
a fault of little consequence.

A VIEW OF THE COMET 
pe SES 
THROUGH THE TELESCOPE AT THE 
LICK OBSERVATORY. 


Lick OBSERVATORY, Cal, Nov. 29,—The. 
Holmes comet has been systematically observed 
here since Noy. 8, but the stormy weather has 
prevented observations during the past week. 
Its position has been accurately messured by 
Prof. Schaeberle with a meridian circle and by 
Prof. Barnard with a twelve-inch telescope. 
The latter has also secured a good photograph 
of the comet. E 

Mr. Campbell has observed its spectrum vis- 
ually and photographically with the great 
equatorial. The observations show that in many 
respects itis the most remarkable comet of re- 
cent years. On Nov. 8 its diameter was one- 
sixth thatofthe moon. It was so sharply de- 
fined that it resembled a planetary nebula. 

Near the centre of the ball, called the coma, 
Was the usual nucleus, slightly elongated. Di- 
verging from thisin the direction opposite the 
sun was @ dense fan-like structure, which could 
be traced up to the edge of the coma, and it was 
visible even beyond the edge when the bright 
coma was just outside the telescope. This 
structure was the tail of an embryo which has 
since increased considerably in length. 

The spectrumis unique. All parts of it givea 
continuous spectrum, but underlying this there 
is certainly a trace of the green band in which 
respect observations here differ from others re- 
ported. The apparent size of the comet has 
continually increased until now it is about two- 
thirds the diameter of the moon. 

It is quite diffused and elongated, and has the 
appearance of an ordipary comet. Though it 
has grown larger it bas also grown fainter, and 
is barely visible to the unassisted eye. Com- 
puters agree that it is not Biela’s comet, and 
that it is neither,close to nor approaching the 
earth. In fact, though it is moving in an ellipse 
around the sun, its orbit seems to lie entirely 
outside the orbit of Mars, and it cannot, there- 
fore, approach us even as closely as Mars does. 

The meteor shower of Nov. 23 could not be 
seen here on account of the clouds.

Boston, Noy. 29.—One of the largest real es- 
tate transactions ever made in Boston will be 
com pleted to-morrow—a seventy-five-year lease , 
of the entire Old South property. It has been 
arranged by Alexander S. Porter. and the lease’ 
will be made out to Messrs. Clarence H. Black- 
all and William C. Norris, representing the Bos- 
ton Architectural Club. 

They have been for several years in quest of 
a@ suitable site for the Architectural Club, but 
nothing was found quite available until this 
was suggested. Negotiations were began a little 
more than a year ago with James H,. Gray,

THE POLITICAL MUDDLE IN WHICH 
FRANCE IS PLACED, 


THE PRESIDENT WANTS DE FREYCINET 
AND RIBOT IN THE NEW CABINET’ 
—RUMORS THAT THEY WILL NOT 
SERVE UNDER BRISSON—THE PANA- 
MA CANAL INQUIRY. 


Panis, Nov. 29.—President Carnot has asked 
M. Brisson to form a Ministry, retaining in the 
Cabinet M. Ribot and M. de Freycinet. M. Brie- 
son promised to communicate his decision to 
President Carnot to-morrow, after conferring 
with his friends. 

It is rumored to-night that neither M. de 
Freycinet nor M. Ribot will accept office under 
M. Brisson, who, it is said, intends to take the 
Ministry of Justice in addition to assuming the 
duties of Prime Minister. A strong feeling in 
favor of M. Brisson prevailed this evening in 
the lobbies of the Chamber of Deputies. 

Itis reported that if M. Brisson declines to 
forma Ministry President Carnot will ask M. 
Tirard or M. Bourgeois, former Ministers, to 
undertake the task. 

The majority in the Chamber of Deputies 
which overthrew the Government yesterday by 
refusing to vote the order of the day, as re- 
quested by Prime Minister Loubet, was made 
up of 121 Republicans and 172 members of the 
Right and Boulangists. The minority on divi- 
sion comprised 193 Republicans and 2 mem- 
bers of the Right. Fifty-six members abstained 
from voting, including fifty Republicans. 

The République Francaise deplores the polit- 
ical confusion which, it says, was never before 
60 complete. The crisis, it adds, will serve the 
interests of the enemies of the republic. 

The Conservative press is delighted at the up- 
set of the Ministry. The Parti National asserts 
that President Carnot will send a message to 
Parliament in order to determine the situation, 

M. Charlies de Lesseps, Vice Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, and M. Marius Fontanes and Baron 
Cotta, members of the board, to-day refused to 
give testimony before the committee which is 
now investigating the affairs of the company. 
The refusal of M. de Lesseps and Baron Cotta 
is based upon the ground of their absence from 
Paris. M. Fontanes’s refusal is based upon the 
ground that he isone of the defendants in the 
legaljprosecution of the Panama Canal Directors. 

The committee examined a number of wit. 
nesses this afternoon. M. Laguerre testified 
that M. Arton had spent 300,000f. in political 
objects in behalf of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany. The witness admitted, however, that 
be had nothing to prove the truth of what he 
seid. 

M. Propper, a partner in the Reinach bank- 
ing house, said that the late Baron Reinach 
had furnished M. Arton with 1,000,000f. in 
1888. The witness denied that he had seen M. 
Arton in Germany after the latter fled from 
Paris. Notwithstanding this denial, the com- 
mittee decided to hear the testimony of M. 
Propper’s coachman as to whether or not M. 
Propper had been in Germany. 

The announcement was made this evening 
that the Public Prosecutor had refused to sub- 
mit to the investigating committee the 
documents connected with the prosecution 
of the Panama Canal Directors. The reason 
for the refusal was that it would be con- 
trary to the usual judicial procedure 
to turn the papers over to the committee, and 
more especially so because the idea is opposed 
by the counsel for the defendants. ‘he news of 
this action on the part of the Public Prosecutor 
served to increase the excitement in the lobbies 
of the Chamber of Deputies, and much specula- 
tion was indulged in as to what course the in- 
vestigating committee wilinow take. 

LoNnbDoN, Nov. 30.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times says: ‘‘ The utter absurdity of the 
political situation is ridiculous. The hopeless- 
ness of the muddle is the aspect that chiefly 
strikes the spectator. The Panama Canal 
Committee has expanded into a kind 
of irresponsible committee on public safe- 
ty, the President of which is forced into the 
position of the head of the Legislature and ex- 
ecutive power. The committee therefore pos- 
sesses dictatorial powers and claims universal 
obedience, although the judicial power, 
jealous of its authority. is fighting 
the committee tooth and nail Noth- 
ing could better illustrate the French 
temper than the tremulous comment of certain 
journals in secking with bated breath to draw a 
historical parallel between Brissou and the In- 
cipient Robespierre. While the press condemns 
M. Loubet’s weakness, it esteems his courage 
and honor.” 

The Paris correspondent of the News says that 
& general feeling of relief prevails among the 
recipients of Panama Canal cash, the Cabi- 
net crisis postponing the evil day of their 
exposure—perhaps permanently. All kinds of 
ditticulties are hampering the Panama investi- 
gating committee, and the difficulties are likely 
to inerease in number. The members of the 
committee are frightened at the hatred they will 
engender on all sides, and wholesale resigna- 
tions are talked of. Still, M. Brisson is deter- 
mined to make a full inquiry.

The convention to-morrow promises to be one 
of the largest and most distinguished gather- 
ings which has yet taken place in New-Orleans. 
All day long the delegates kept coming in, and 
by ow the hotel corridors and rotundas were 
crowded with men whose names had been heard 
before. All day long, too, they found a wel- 
coming hand extended wherever they went. It 
did not take long for them to thoroughly feel 
at home. 

The city has already begun to put on its holi- 
day attire. Every post on Canal Street is dgco- 
rated with flags. The great dry goods estab- 
lishments are decorated with bunting. Long 
streamers of the national colors and the red, 
white, and blue stripes of Nicaragua stretch 
from roof to pavement. Railroad offices, public 
buildings, and many other structures show 
bright colors, and those that did not make 
elaborate displays at least hung out their flags. 

Several places stretched appropriate mottoes 
across handeome fronts, The design in front of 
D. H. Holmes’s read: “ The Pacific will soon 
join the Atlantic. Honor to the men who 
unite them.’’ The Northeastern Railroad dis- 
played a banner upon which was the inscrip- 
tion, ‘‘ Nicaragua Canal. Success to its pro- 
moters.” The majority of the delegates went 
to the Board of Trade as they arrived, and there 
E. H. Levy, the clerk, received their créden- 
tials, and in exchange for them gave some of 
the handsomest convention badges which the 
visitors said they had ever seen. 

Stalwart men, prosperous men, active men, 
thinking men, men from all stations, were plen- 
tiful all day, both at the Board of Trade and at 
the hotels. When the register was closed for 
the day the clerk found that he had entered the 
names of delegates from twenty-one States, 
and the convention was still a day off. 

There were a number of committee meetings 
during the afternoon, and more to-night. They 
were for the purpose of arranging the pro- 
gramme of the session, s0 as to expedite busi- 
ness and to facilitate the actions of the body. 

Stuyvesant Fish, the President of the Llinois 
Central; J. C. Welling, the Vice President of the 
same system, and Congressman-elect J. F. Ald- 
rich came down from Chicago and were soon 
busy with Nicaragua matters.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


—Ex-United States Senator Graham N. Fitch died 
of old age at his home in Logansport, Ind., yester- 
day, He was born in Le Roy, Genesee County, 
this State, in December, 1810. He was educated 
at Middlebury and Geneva, but took no degree. 
In 1836 aud 1839 he was elected to the Legislature 
of Indiana and represented that State in Congress 
from 1849 to 185 Having studied medicine, Mr. 
Fitch was made a professor in the Rush Medical 
College at Chi n 1844 and heid the position for 
five years. In, %7he was chosen United States 
Senator trom Xudiana, his term expiring in 1861 
He was a delégate to the Philadelphia National 
Union Convention of 1866 and to the New-York 
Convention two years later. Two daughters, Mra. 
Denby, wife of the United States Minister to China,

KINGS COUNTY BONDS VALID. 
—_—-_<——_ 
COURT OF APPEALS AFFIRMS JUDG- 
MENT OF THE LOWER COURTS. 


ALBany, N. Y., Nov. 29.—The validity of cer- 
@ain Kings County bonds was sustained by a de- 
elsion of the Court of Appeals to-day, which 
affirmed the judgment of the lower courts in the 
ease of Henry H. Adams, County Treasurer of 
Kings County, vs. the East River Savings Insti- 
tution, appellant. 

This case Was an appeal from an order of the 
General Term directing judgment for $62,- 
758.32 in favor of the plaintiff upon a case sub- 
mitted under Sections 1,279 to 1,281 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, and from the judgment en- 
tered thereon. 

This decision settles once and for all that the 
$620,000 worth of bonds issued by Kings 
County last Spring are legal. 

They were offered at puvlic sale and the East 
River Savings Institution took $90,000 worth 
at a premium. Upon advice of counsel the 
bank officials refused to pay for the bonds, 
alleging that the county had exceeded the con- 
stitutional debt limit of 10 per cent. of the 
value of taxable property within the county. 

The case was tried in Brooklyn and the point 
of it was whether it was legal for Brooklyn to 
issue bonds to the amount of 1Qper cent. of its 
taxable property and for the county then to is- 
sue tional bonds to the amount of 10 per 
cent. of the taxable property in Brooklyn and 
the county towus, or whether the county had to 
limit its bonded indebtedigsss to 10 per cent. of 
the taxable property in the county exclusive of 
Brooklyn. 

The question hinged upon Article VIIL, Section 
11 of the charter, which says that a city, ora 
eounty containing a city of more than 100,000 
inhabitants, cannot create a debt greater than 
10 per cent. of the assessed values of all tax- 
able property within the eaid city. The lower 
courts held thatthe city and the county must 
be regarded separately under such ociroum- 
stances, the debt of each standing alone. This 
is the view taken Le the Court of Appeals in 
the decision handed down yesterday by Judge 
O’Brien. In the course of it he says: 

**The plaintiff, acting under authority of a resolu- 


tion of the Kings County Supervisors and certain y 


statutes, offered forsale county bonds aggregating 
in valine $620,000. The defendant bid $¥1,104 for 
90,000 for value of same, which bid was accepted. 
efendant gave check for the amount, but subse- 
uentiy stopped its payment aud refused to complete 
the purchase on the ground that the bonds wers void, 
having been issued without power and in violation 
ot Article VII([., Chapter 11 of the State Constitution. 

** [tis conceded if the bonds are valid the defendant 
ie pound to receive pay for them, otherwise pot. 
Upon the agreed case submitted to the General 
‘Derm, it was heid that plaintiff had the power to 
iseue and sell the bonds, and that those purchased 
by the defendant were valid obligations, and defend- 
ant must pay torthem. ‘This court thinks that judg- 
ment is correct, and the reasons in support of this 
conclusion are very fully and clearly stated by the 
opinion of the General Term, in which we fully con- 
our. 

* The provision of the Constitution relied a by 
the defendant went into effect Jan. 1, 1885. The 
County of Kings embraces the City of Brooklyn and 
four organized towns. Ninety-six per cent. of the 
total valuation of real estate in the oounty was with- 
in the limits of Brooklyn and the other 4 per cent. 
in the towns. The oity, county, and towns have 
debte of their own respectively. 

“The objection to the validity of the bonds i# that 
they create debt against the gounty which, added to 
existing debt, exceeds 10 per cent. of assessed valu- 
ation of real estate of the county subject to taxation. 
This result is reached by computing the municipal 

, debt of Brvokiyn as part of the county debt. 

») “If this proposition cannot be maintaiued, defend- 
ant’s contention fails. The provision of the Consti- 
tution deciares void all indebtedness created in vio- 
lation of limitations therein prescribed. ‘ihe 
limitation must be taken distributively, not collect- 
ively, and thus applying to a city coutaining over 
100,000 inhabitants and acounty containing a city 
of that population the prohibition is aimed at each of 
these puiitical divisions separately. Whenua city of 
the class mentioned proposes to issue additional 
bonds, the indebtedness of the county of which the 
city forms part plays no part in determining when 
the limitation is appliable. 

“*So also when a county containing a city of that 

pulation Gesires to create an additional debt the 

imitation is uot reached until the county debt equais 
10 per cent. of all real estate in the county, inSiuad- 
ing the real estate in the city. But in ascertaining 
when the limitation is reachedin such case the city 
debt cannot be charged axainst the county any more 
than its proportional share of the State debt or debts 
on the several towns within its limits. 

“The county or city power is restricted only by 
ite own debt and for the parpose of creating a disa- 
bility against one or the other the debts of both can- 
Rot be aggregated.”’ 





BIG LAWSUIT.

FRED COOK’S 


- HE WANTS TO PROVE HIMSELF THE 
OWNER OF SILVER LAKE, 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 29.—The first steps 
in what promises to be along and famous legal 
tight have just been taken in the commence- 
ment of an action brought by Frederick Cook, 
ex-Secretary of State, against the Silver Lake 
Ice Company to establish the ownership of the 
hake. 

The lake is situated in Wyoming County and 
is three miles long. Ithas a water surfuce of 
835 acres and is the principal source of supply 
of the ice company, of which Arthur C. Yates is 
President. The plant is worth more than 
$1,000,000. 

! The history of the claim and the efforts which 
are being made to substantiate the title are in- 
teresting. About the beginning of the present 
century the Government distributed various 
lands acquired from the Indians among several 
States for what were known as “ school pur- 
poses.” A large tract of land in Western New- 
York fell to the share of Massachusetts. This 
‘Was afterward divided into small grants, which 
‘were generally bought by land speculators. 

Twenty-tive thousand acres, which, according 
to the claim, included Silver Lake, were pur- 
chased by three New-York men, Messrs. Lowe, 
Walsh, and Van Rensselaer. The late John 
Grege of Canandaigua was the attorney for the 
company, and he afterward bought the inter- 
este of Walsh and Van Renaselaer. All the 
original owners are dead. 

Two years ago George F. McCarthy and 
Ardut kosenihal of this city, having heard the 
story of the different land grants in Wyoming 
and other counties, instituted a search in the 
musty county records with the ideaof buying 
the remaining claims. 

The deeds of the farms adjacent to Silver Lake 
were found, it is claimed, to designate the lake 
shore in each instance as the boundary line, 
and the claim forthe land under the water is 
based on the ground that the lake was included 
in the original grant and belonged to the heirs 
ofthe first owners. 

With faith in the success of their plan, the 
Rochester men spenttwo years in searching 
for the original rights. The heirs of the difter- 
ent estates were hunted up, some being found 
in Europe and one in Egypt, until finally the 
consent of all was obtained. 

The claim was sold to Mr. Cook last January, 
and a deed of the property was recorded in the 
clerk’s office of yoming County. Prominent 
attorneys have been secured by both sides. The 
defense has asked that the case be transferred 
from Monroe to Wyomiug County, and the first 
hearing will begin in the next Equity Term. 


A Point for the Sanfordites. 

Lone ISLAND City, Nov. 29.—Upon applica- 
tion of Henry A. Montfort, counsel for Horatio 
8. Sanford, Mayor-elect of this city, Justice 
Cullen, sitting in the Circuit Court here, grant- 
edan order to-day to show cause why City 
Clerk Burke should not be mandamused to send 
back for correction the Inspec§ors’ returns 
from the eleven election districts which Burke 
threw out because of clerical mistakes, enabling 


him toissue a certificate of canvass showing 
that Patrick J. Gleason was elected instead of 
Sanford. The order is made returnable on Sat- 
urday. Justice Cullen also announced that he 
would continue the term of the Circuit so that 
ifany questions of fact arose they might be 
tried before Jan. 1.

‘HEAVY BONDS DEMANDED—LAWRENCE- 
VILLE MEN STAND FIRM. 


PITTSBURG, Nov. 29.—The application of Hugh 
Ross and John MoLuckie for their release on 
bail was heard before Judges Kennedy and Mo- 
Clung this afternoon. Capt. Breok resisted the 
application and W. J. Brennen appeared for 
Ross and McLuckie. Neither of the prisoners 
was in court and few persons were present. 

They were each bailed in the sum of $10,000 
in the case of treason.

The dispatch from Philadelphia that ex-Presi- 
dent William Weihe of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation is to be a candidate for the Presidency 
of the American Federation of Labor, against 
Mr. Samuel Gompers, the present incumbent, 
was news in Pittsburg. While Mr. Weihe could 
not be seen, some of his intimate friends stated 
that he had never broached the subject to them 
and they did not believe it was true. 

If Mr. Weibe should be a candidate, it is prob- 
able he would receive the support of the Amal- 
gamated Association, the American Flint Glass 
Workers’ Union, and the Window Glass Work- 
ers’ Association, three of the strongest labor 
organizations in the Federation. 

In relation to the reported destitution at 
Homestead, a member of the old Advisory 
Board stated to-day that the number of black- 
listed men is about 1,200; that though under 
the rules of the association they could not re- 
ceive strike benefits, yet other provisions were 
being made for their support. 





YOUNG KNOX’S CAREER. 


THE COURSE OF LIFE WHICH HAS ENDED 
IN A MEXICAN PRISON. 


Evcmiga, N. Y., Nov. 29.—Robert J. Knox, 
formerly of this city,and his wife, who was 
formerly Miss Annie Brush, daughter of the late 
Rey. A. P. Brush, who was the rector of the 
Episcopal Church at Bath, N. Y., are the couple 
in prison in the City of Mexico charged with ob- 
taining jewelry under false pretenses. Knox is 
a lawyer by profession and the son of a Presby- 
terian minister who died in Elmira several years 
ago. 

Knox left here five years ago for the West. 
He drifted back to New-York City and met Miss 
Brush, and they were married under the name 
of Evans. They led a fast life, and finally went 
to Mexico, where Knox expected employment. 
He, however, found himself penniless in a for- 
eign country, with large board bills and otber 
financial obligations to meet. He purchased 
several thousand dollars’ worth of diamonds 
from a firm in the City of Mexico, giving 
drafts on a former college mate for the amount. 
The drafts were not met, and Knox and his wife 
were arrested and are now awaiting trial. 

He has written several piteous appeals for 
help to his former friends in this vicinity, but 
so far nothing has been done to raise the neces- 
sary $2,000 to rescue him and his wife from 
prison. He describes the prison as a “hell 
where typhus fever and smallpox are a con- 
stant terror to the 4,000 prisuners.’”’ The cells, 
he says, are loathsome and unhealthy, and the 
tood is untit for dogs. 

The probabilities are that Knox and his wife 
will be tried this week, and a probable sen- 
tence of from four to seven years stares them 
in the face. Knox is a nephew ofthe late John 
Jay Knox. 





LUMPY JAW IN 


IMPORTANT TESTS MADE AT THE CHI- 
CAGO STOCK YARDS, 


CuHicaGco, Nov. 29.—Lumpy jaw, in a mild 
form at least, is curable, and is not dangerously 
contagious, if at all. This much was demon- 
strated at tests made to-day at the stock yards 
by representatives of the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry. The tests were conducted 
under the supervision of Dr. Salmon. 

Eighty head of cattle were brought from the 
Riverdale Distillery to the slaughter house of 
Hess Brothers. Several were hopelessly dis- 
eased, and the rest, perfectly healthy or slight- 
ly affected with lumpy jaw, had been kept with 
these to test the theory of contagion. All had 
been treated for the trouble for a length of time 
varying from two to three months. 

By noon thirty had been slaughtered, the Jew- 
ish method by tne knife being employed. Of 
these not one in the examination of the car- 
casses showed the slightest sign of disease. All 
were passed upon by the Government experts 
as absolutely satisfactory. The cattle mildly 
affected had been oured, while the healthy carc- 
the had not suffered in the least from exposure 
to the contagion of the hopeless cases. 

**No one could ask for purer beef than this,” 
remarked Drs. Norgaard and L. R. Baker. Kep- 
resenting the State of Illinois were the State 
Veterinarian, Dr. Caswell, and Drs. A. H. Baker 
and Hughes of the Chicago Veterinary College.

PERMANENT CENSUS BUREAU. 


THAT IS WHAT SUPERINTENDENT POR- 
TER WANTS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Census Superintend- 
ent Porter, in his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Interior, strongly urges that the Census 
Office be made a permanent bureau of the In- 
terior Department. He refers to the complaints 
that have been made against the accuracy of 
the eleventh census, especially by the author!i- 
ties of certain cities, and says that the work of 
the enumerators has been vindicated by time. 

In regard to the cost of the work of taking 
the eleventh census, Mr. Porter says that the 
total disbursements from the commencenent of 
operations up to June 30, 1892, amounted to 
$8.203,693. Of this amount, $2,485,458 was 
paid to enumerators. The population and social 
statistics cost 1,267,868; the statistics of 
farms, homes, and mortgages, $1,005,771; print- 
ing and stationery, $631,686.

Quarantine Rules Relaxed. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Acting Secretary 
Spaulding to-day made a further modification 
of the regulations governing the admission of 
immigrants. Itis based on the report by Sur- 


geon General Wyman of the Marine Hospital 
Service, to the elect that it is safe to relax 
somewhat, during the Winter months, the ex- 
isting stringent precautions against the intro- 
duction of cholera. 

Under the new arrangement all vessels from 
foreign ports, regardless of whether they carry 
immigrants, will be allowed to proceed ae far as 
the local quarantine stations at Philadelphia 
and Baltimore without examination at the 
National Quarantine at the Delaware Break- 
water and Cape Charies. This privilege has 
heretofore been confined to ships having no 
immigrants on board. 





The Strike at Waterviiet Gun Shop. 

Troy, N. Y., Nov. 29.—There is no change in 
the strike among the machinists in the gun shop 
at the Waterviiet Arsenal, in West Troy. The 
atrikers, numbering seventy, held a secret meet- 
ing this morning. Representatives of the men 
have had interviews with Major Bogart, the 
commandant at the arsenal, buthe declined to 
treat with the meu as representatives of any 
labor organization.

GOV. FLOWER SXPLAINS. 
THE REASONS WHICH INDUCED HIM TO 


PARDON THOMAS HAYES. 


ALBANY, Nov. 29.—Gov. Flower to-day made 
the following statement regarding his action in 
pardoning Thomas Hayes, who was serving & 
life sentence in Sing Sing prison for murder: 


“Thomas Hayes was convicted of murder in the 
second degree in the New-York Oyer and Terminer, 
Judge George C. Barrett presiding, in January, 

875, and was sentenced to imprisoument for life. 

8 crime consisted ,in the shooting and killing of a 
man named Thomas E. Delancy, with whom he had 
a street encounter on Sept. 7, 1374. Application for 
his pardon was presegted to Gov. Hill in April, 
1886, the petition being signed by a large number of 
prominent citizens of New-York, among the reat by 
ex-Mayor William H. Wickham, Clinton B. Fisk, 
Elliott Roosevelt, the Rev. ~ mogy | J. Van Dyke, Jr., 
Edmund ©. Steaman, Charles Bulkley Hubbell, J. 
Adriance Bush, 8. H. Witherbee, Abraham Van 
Santvoord, Samuel Raynor & Co., D. Stuart Dodge, 
William H. Harper, B. Fulton Cutting, the Rev. Ar- 
thur Brooks, William E. Dodge, the Rev. William 
M. Taylor, John D. Rockefeller, William T. Ward- 
well, and the Rev. William R. Huntington. 

~ Judge Barrett and the District Attorney of New- 
York County were informed that the application had 
been filed, and were requested by Gov. Hill to fur- 
nish him with a statement of the circumstances of 
the case and their opinion of the merits of the appli- 
cation. ‘The following November Judge Barrett 
answered Gov. Hill’s letter, saying among other 
things that, as there was no special element of 
atrocity in the crime, and as Hayes’s conduct had 
been something more than the ordinary good behav- 
jor which the law mercifully takes into account 
where the penalty is less than imprisonment for life, 
he did not hesitate to express the opinion, thouch 
usually averse to interference with life sentences, 
that Executive clemency to the extent of commuta- 
tion to perhaps fifteen years of imprisonment would 
be wise, and under all the circumstances proper and 
discreet. \ 

. Gomee W. Lyon, who, as Assistant District Attor- 
ney, conducted the prosecution, and District Attor- 
ney Randolph B. Martine both interposed no objec- 
tion to the recommendation contained in Judge Bar- 
rett’s letter, the former heartily concurring in his 
recommendation. : 

“J nudge Barrett wrote a second letter to Gov. Hill 
July 7, 1587, in which he said that in his previous 
communication he did not fully consider the extent 
of the statutory deduction for good conduct in prison. 
That, as Hayes had already served a period of time 
more than equal totwenty years subject to such de- 
duction for g conduct, he was inclined to 
recommend Executive clemeucy at this time, witn- 
out waiting for the full service of fifteen years, as 
suggested in his previous note. 

** Since the application was filed, other letters from 
prominent residents of New-York City have been 
reccived, from time to time, strongly urging that 
Hayes be pardoned. 

“All the papers and letters that have been received 
in the case remained on file in the Executive Cham- 
ber at the close of Gov. Hill’s oflicial term, and the 
case was brought to my attention on my visit to 
Sing Sing Prison early last June, and after a thor- 
ough examination of the case I pardoned Hayes on 
Oct. 28 last.’’ 


A CRUEL BRUTE AT LARGE, 





AND HORSES THE OBJECTS OF 
HIS VINDICTIVENESS. 


Cotumsts, Ohio, Nov. 29.—For some months 
the local papers have contained at intervals ac- 
counts of cows killed by mutilation with a 
knife. Detectives have been unable to discover 
a trace of the perpetrator, but efforts were 
made toshow in individual instances that the 
owners of the animals had by some means in- 
curred the enmity of neighbors, and suffered a 
somewhat unnatural consequence. It has got- 
ten past that stage, and the entire community 
is disturbed, as last night two cows and a valu 


able horse were horribly carved, and the horse 
and one cow are dead. 

The horse wasin a stall of the stable at 383 
Neil Street, where the ‘“‘ripper” cut a gash in 
the abdomen, from which the entrails protrud- 
ed, and cut off the animal's tail. The cows 
were attacked in the same manner, additional 
injuries being inflicted. Voluntary contribu- 
tions are going into afuna to employ the best 
detective talent. 

Noone has been able toexplain the curious 
depravity of the brute, whose acts have ex- 
tended over several months. The cow killed 
last night was owned by David Greene, sonof 
the late M. M. Greene, President of the Hocking 
Valley Railroad, and Mr. Greene has offered 
$100 for the arrest and conviction of the man 
who killed her.

AGAINST EX-JUDGE GILBERT, 
—_—~—_————. 
DECISIONS IN FAVOR OF HIS CLAIM OF 
$36,000 REVERSED. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 29.—The Court of Ap- 
peals to-day handed down a decision in the suit 
brought by ex-Judge Jasper W. Gilbert to re- 
cover $36,000 from Kings County for services 
in attending the drawing of jurors. The court 
decides against Judge Gilbert, thereby revers- 
ing all the lower courts. 

The action was based on a law passed in 1858 
malsing it necessary for Judges of the Supreme 
Court to attend the drawing of jurors, and for 
this service the Board of Supervisors voted to 
pay each Justice $6,000 a year. 

Judge Gilert was elected in 1865 and again 
in 1879, but be reached the age limit, seventy 
years, in 1882, and had to retire. He claimed 
his salary from the State for the balance of his 
term, and gotit. He had been allowed $1,200 


a year for expenses, and he elaimed that 
amount for each year of the unexpired portion 
of his term, sued for it, and won his suit. 

Then he put in a claim for $6,000 a year for 
six years for attending the drawing of jurors, 
but the Supervisors refused to pay it on the 
ground that Judge Gilbert had left the bench 
and did not perform any services during those 
six years. 

The case was tried before Judge Cullen, in the 
Supreme Court, Lrooklyn, and the plaintiff 
obtained a verdict. On appeal to the General 
Term this was upheld, but the case went to the 
Court of Appeals, which now reverses the Gen- 
eral Térm.

MAY RESULT IN A STRIKE

DEMANDS OF JERSEY CENTRAL 
TELEGRAPH OPERATORS. 


‘SOT SATISFIED WITH PRESIDENT MAX- 
WELL’8 PROMISE TO CONCEDE SOME 
POINTS—THE RAILROAD EQUIPPING 
ITS TOWERS WITH LONG-DISTANCE 
TELEPHONES. 


Yor a long time the telegraphers employed by 
the Central Railroad of New-Jersey have been 
complaining that they were getting less pay for 
their services than any other body of railroad 
telegraphers in this country. Yesterday a con- 
ference was held at the railroad company’s 
building in Liberty Street between the officials 
of the companyand a committee of telegra- 
phere heaied by D. G. Ramsay, Chief of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers. 

The representatives of the railroad present 
were J. Rogers Maxwell, President; George F. 
Baker, First Vice President; J. H. Olhausen, 
Generel Superintendent; W. H. Peddie and G. 
W. Twining, Division Superintendents, and R. 
Btewart, Superintendent of the telegraph serv- 
fce of the road. The telegraphers present be- 
sides Mr. Ramsay were D. H. Gearhart, Chair- 
man; E. E. Creely, J. Nelligan, Charies Zwabl, 
and John Wade. 

The object of this meeting was to present to 
the railroad officialsa set of rules which the 
telegraphers wanted them to adopt. Abouta 
month ago or perhaps a little longer the rules 
‘were presented to the General Superintendent, 
Mr. Olhausen, who said that he had no authority 
to grant their request. Soon after that a com- 
mittee of the men called on the officials and 
made the same demand of them that had been 
asked of the General Superintendent. As a re- 
sultof this sixty-four men had their wages 
raised, but the road did not think it could raise 
the wages of the entire 350 men who are em- 
ployed by it. Yesterday’s conference was then 


arranged. It lasted about an hour, and when it 
‘was over Mr. Maxwell refused to see any one 
or discuss the matter at all 
| The principal rules submitted for adoption 
provide that the men shall be paid for over- 
time, that eight hours shall constitute a day’s 
work for train dispatchers and certain block 
operators, that extra pay at the regular scale 
be paidfor Sunday work, that in case of dis- 
missal or suspension reasons be given and a 
hearing allowed, andif a reinstatement follow, 
pay be given for time lost; that promotions be 
made for seniority in the service, and, lastly, 
that the minimum wages be $10 a month. After 
this had been presented to the officials they 
asked the telegraphers to retire that they 
might consult about the matter, promising to 
give them an answer laterintheday. The men 
‘went to their headquarters, at the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel, where they waited for the answer al] the 
afternoon. 

About 5 o’clock Mr. Maxwell left the Central 
Building and sent a letter to Mr. Ramsay, as 
Chairman, to the hotel, where it was read to the 

itelegraphers. Mr. Rameay said that Mr. Max- 
well’s answer was not as satisfactory as 
he had expected. He announced, however, 
that he would leave town, whither he was sum- 
tnoned on this business. 

Mr. Maxwell’s letter agreed to certain of the 
propositions made by the telegraphers. ‘ But,” 
gaid Mr. Rameay, “ he has agreed tu them in a 
mere letter, and we want him to sign them as 
rules, as all other roads havedone. In regard 
to the increase of pay, Mr. Maxwell said that he 
did not feel that he was able to grant it.” Mr. 
Rameay insisted that the men would not be 
satisfied unless the rules were signed as a 
achedule. 

' Mr. Ramsay also stated that Mr. Maxwell, in 
regard to the pay for Sunday work and the 
hearing of an employe’s case before he was 
dismissed, had said that the first point would 
be arranged to the satisfaction af the men, and 
that the latter proposition was the preseut rule 
ofthe company. in regard to gy tree for 
overtime there was a decided ifference of 
opinion between the telegraphers and the rail- 
road officials. The demand of the men was that 
if they worked over half an hour they should be 
paid foran hour’s work. Should the work be 
Tor lees time, it would be given to the company. 
The idea of the officials of the company was 
thata man should be paid for no less than an 
hour and a half overtime and then by the hour. 
+ In order that these things might be settled 
the ¢ommittee, with Mr. Gearhart as Chairman, 
| will endeavor to have another meeting with the 
railroad people to-day. 

In talking about the condition of the teleg- 
Faphers of the Jersey Central, Chief Rameay 
eaid that the scale of wages paid on the road 
was lower than anywhere in the Kast. In a 
few cases it was only $25 a month, and 
there were many operators who only received 
$35amonth. The average rate of wages was 
about $43. He added that it would be better 
for Mr. Maxwell to grant the minimum scale of 
$40 than be compelied to do it. The Order of 
Railway Telegraphers was a hard hitter, he 
said, aud had gained some notable victories in 
the West. The Baltimore and Ohio bad only last 
week granted a minium salary of $45 a month 
to its telegrapbers. 

Mr. Ramsay eaid that there age now twenty- 
five roads which are paying the same rates 
which have just been demanded of the Jersey 
Central. In regard tothe Reading Road, Mr. 
Ramsay declared the talk that the order was 
not organized on that road nonsense. ‘We are 
just as well organized there,” he said, *‘as we 
are anywhere else. The only difference is that 
on the other roads & man does not have to deny 
it, while on the Keading he simply has to lie 
‘f@boutit. President McLeod is making a great 
mistake in tighting the telegraphers. He will rue 
it some day.” 

Mr. Gearhart, Chairman of the local com- 
mittee, said that the telegraphers on the Jersey 
Central handied 153 trains each way a day, ex- 
clusive of freight trains. and that the increase 
asked for by the men would only increase the 
pay rollof the company $18,000 a year, while 
the increase in the pay roll of the Baitimoreand 
Ohio which was made last week amounted to 
$34,500. 

Both the men and their chief say they have 
made no threats of striking, but it ie pretty well 
understood that if the demands are not granted 
or the matter settled some way a strike will 
be ordered when a favorabie opportunity pre- 
sents itself. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Nov. 29.—Much speculation 
has been caused among railroad men here by 
the fact that to-day the New-York and New-Jer- 
sey Telephone Company began puting in long- 


distance telephones in all the signal towers on 
the line of the Jersey Central, and the orders 
‘were to rush the work. 

It is believed that the railroad company ex- 
pects the Order of Railroad Telegraphers to 
strike on the Jerscy Central in case their de- 
zmnands are not complied with by President Max- 
well, and that the company is getting in shape 
to fight a strike by using telephones in place of 
telegraph operators in the towers, as there is no 
necessity for having both. 

This plan would enable the railroad company 
to use in other places any of the tower oper- 
ators that remained faithful to them. 

The hurried placing of telephones in the sig- 
nal towers, railroad men says, means either that 
the working force of telegraph operators is to 
be reduced or that the company is making 
active preparations to resist a strike. 





St. Nicholas Tasting Dinner.

‘THOMAS CLARKIN’S FOLLY, 
eR Peay 
GAVE HIS PROPERTY TO HIS WIFE AND 
CAME TO RUE IT. 


Hearing will be resumed next Thursday in 
the Superior Court of a case whose turning point 
is the rignt of a wife, under the so-called “‘ mar- 
ried woman’s act” of 1887, to receive real 
property direotly from her husband and to dis- 
pose of such property without consulting her 
husband in regard to the transaction. The par- 
ties are Thomas Clarkin, a retired police- 
mau, and his wife, Bridget Ularkin. The facts, 
as put forward by the plaintiff's attorneys, 
Messrs. Goff & Pollock, and admitted with un- 


important reservations and some counter- 
charges by the defendant’s counsel, John D. 
Townsend, are as follows: 

Until the year 1890, Thomas Clarkin was a 
patrolman on the police force. By prudence he 
had become the owner of two houses, with their 
lots, and a vacant lot. 

In 1886 and 1887 a comparatively large num- 
ber of policemen met with violent deaths, and 
Mrs. Clarkin began to worry. Husband and 
wife talked over the dangers of a policeman’s 
life, and Mrs. Clarkin became more and more 
convinced thatit was not a happy one. She 
pointed out a few of the perilous contingencies 
to which her spouse was daily and nightly ex- 
posed. Big though he was, a sandbag might lay 
him low, or somebody might put dynamite cart- 
ridges in his coat-tail pockets, or an elevated 
train might run off the track and fall on him. 

Mrs. Clarkin told her husband that he ought 
to place all of bis property in her name, 60 that 
the inconvenience and expense of settling a 
policeman’s estate might be avoided in case of 
fatal accident to himself. She said she would 
hold it for fim, and would give it back to him if 
be should desire her to doso. He agreed to this 
proposition and made over the property. 

In July, 1890, Clarkin’s terin of office on the 
police force expired, and he was retired upon a 
pension of $600 a year. He was then about 
tifty-four years of age and felt that he had 
earned the right to some degree of ease and 
would-enjoy himself quietly, devoting himself 
to the care of his property and adding to it as 
occasion served. @ was quite happy in these 
reflections until one day it occurred to him that, 
as a matter of fact, although his wife called it 
a matter of form, he had no property of his own 
at all except his pension. 80 he told Mrs. 
Clarkin that, inasmuch as he was no longer ex- 
posed to the perilous vicissitudes of a police- 
man’s life, he wished she would deed back his 
houses and lots to him, as had been agreed 
upon. 

T nereupon Mrs. Clarkin developed a new side 
of her disposition and showed great tirmness of 
character. She utterly and absolutely refused 
to give up anything at all, and appealed to her 
grown-up family, consisting of a son and two 
daughters, to uphold her in her position. They 
reeponded with great piety and enthusiasm to 
their mother’s request, inasmuch as she was in 
the habit of drawing the checks for the family. 
When Clarkin persisted and displayed some in- 
dignation and grief at his wife’s ideas, that lady 
promptly told him that the house they then 
were in was hers, and requested him to get out 
of it at once, 

Upon Clarkin’s remonstrance his son ap- 
proached him with the evident intention of 
ejecting him from the premises by force, while 
his daughters assailed him with reproaches and 
volunteered to heip their brother. Fora short 
period Clarkin remained, but life was made such 
a burden to him that he decided to escape at 
any cost. So he left the house. 

Thereupon Mrs. Clarkin at once began suit 
for limited divorce on the ground of desertion, 
engaging John D. Townsend as her counsel. 
This suit was brought in the Supreme Court 
last Spring and is still pending. 1t will come 
up again some time in December. Besides al- 
leging that her husband had gone away and did 
not support her, she represented to the court 
that he had money secreted somewhere which 
he was trying to dispose of to prevent her from 
getting alimony. Upon this representation she 
got an a restraining him from so dis- 
posing of any property should he make the at- 
tempt, and even from drawing his police pen- 
sion of $600. 

Clarkin decided to consult a lawyer, and went 
to Goff & Pollock, who conducted the divorce 
ease for him. About the same time Mrs. Clarkin 
sold the most valuable part of the property, 
consisting of two of the lots with brick dwell- 
ing houses thereon, to Senator George W. Piunk- 
itt for $15,000. Thissale was made, of course, 
without either the knowledge or consent of her 
Lusbanda. 

Last July, when he learned of this real estate 
operation, through Goff & Pollock, Clarkin be- 
gan a suit in equity to declare that the transac 
tion by which he transferred his property to his 
wile, Was an action in trust. The case came up 
before Judge McAdam in the equity term of 
the Superior Court last Wednesday, and all 
Clarkin’s family are arrayed against him. He 
is simply in the position of a man who must live 
with his wife or be sued fordesertion. He must 
support her and the family, although he has no 
property left and is restrained from gaining 
possession even of his pension. Unless he 
chooses to go and live in Ludlow Street Jail for 
ayearor two he cannot establish his legal 
standing as a pauper, and he is bound to sup- 

ort his wife so long as she remains faithful to 

im and does not leave his house. 

Clarkin’s lawyers contend that the law of 
1887 is not operative, and that Mrs. Clarkin 
can be held as trustee, notwithstanding all her 
disabilities, as a Woman who is protected by the 
law. 

While all married men and women will be in- 
terested in the outcome of this case, it is of spe- 
cial interest to members of the police force. It 
is said that almost every man on the roll, from 
those who sit in high places in the marble sanct- 
uary in Mulberry Street to the humblest pa- 
trolman who chases peddlers, bas his property 
recorded in his wife’s name, if hvis so fortunate 
as to possess a wife. This scheme was origli- 
nated by an athletic and crafty policeman to 
avoid any embarrassment which might come to 
him from possible suits for assault or false im- 
prisonment brought by uneasy citizens.

FORGED CHECKS AND FLED. 
—_———_— 
DAVIDSEN’S WAY OF SUPPLEMENTING 
HIS TEN-DOLLAR-A-WEEK SALARY. 


The Ninth National Bank, at 409 Broadway, 
has offered a reward of $500 for the arrest of 
Johann C. K. Davidseen, who was until recently 
employed by A. James & Co., commission mer- 
chants in the South American trade at 667 
Broadway, asa bookkeeper. The bank’s inter- 
est in Davideen grows out of the fact that he 
succeeded in forging his employer’s name to 
checks aggregating $2,700 and in cashing them 
atthe bank. Other persons, there is reason to 
suppose, have also been victimized by him. 

He was employéd by James & Co. about five 
years ago, and remained with them until the 
Saturday before election day. His salary was 
but $10 a week, yet it seems that he was able to 
speculate in grain and to maintain an establish- 
ment on West Forty-eighth Street. Mr. Adoiph 
James says that he did not know of this orna- 
mental side of Davidsen’s career. ~° 

In other quarters the disparity between 
Davidsen’s income and his mode of life was 


known, but it was accounted for by the sup- 
position that he had “private means.” it 
now appears, however, that these ‘‘means”’ 
were the result of knowledge that his 
employers kept a large balance at the 
Ninth National Bank. Just to what ex- 
tent he availed himself of this wisdom is not 
yetknown. Itis known, though, that on Nov. 
5 Davidsen cashed atthe Ninth National three 
checks, They bore the signature of Adolph 
James, and were for $2,700. This was on Sat- 
urday. On Monday Mr. James himself drew 
$2,000 from the bank. This aroused the teller’s 
suspicions, and after a comparison of signa- 
tures, Mr. James was consuited. He saw at 
once that the signatures to the three checks 
cashed by Davidson were forgeries. 

The case was reported to the police and the 
reward offered. But definite information ends 
with the fact that Davidsen has not been secu 
since he cashed the checks. There is a belief 
that he has gone to Europe. 

The woman who graced the Forty-eighth 
Street apartments and posed as Davidsen’s wife 
isn't able to give any information in regard to 
his whereabouts. She says that heleft home 
without telling her where he was going and 
even neglected to take his personal effects. 

A note for $1,100, with a signature on it that 
looked something like his, was presented to Mr. 
James for payment on Monday. It was appar- 
ently another of Davidsen’s forgeries. Mr. 
James could not say last night from what bank 
the note came. It was taken as an indication, 
however, that Davidsen had not confined his ef- 
forts to forgeries on the Ninth National Bank. 

The report that Davidsen had stolen $10,000 
from him was denied by Mr. James. Davidsen 
might, be said, bhavetaken afew hundred dollars 
in addition to the $2,700, but for this the bank 
was responsible. 

Davidsen is a Hollander, about thirty years 
old, and is said to be rather handsome. He had 
been in this country but seven years. 





ALEXANDER H. WYANT DEAD, 


SS 
HE WAS ONE OF THE BEST-KNOWN 
OF AMERICAN PAINTERS. 


Alcxander H. Wyant, the painter of land- 
scapes, died early yesterday morning at his 
rooms in the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion Building, Twenty-third Street and Fourth 
Avenue. The immediate causeoft his death was 
softening of the brain, though he had been in 
failing health for nearly a year. His wife and 


their only child, a boy of ten, and Dr. L. M. Yale 
were with him when he died. His home was in 
Yonkers, and the body will be conveyed there 
for burial. The funeral will take place Friday. 

Mr. Wyant was fifty-six years old. He was 
born in Port Washington, Ohio, and studied at 
Carlsruhe, Germany, under Hans Gude. He 
spent some time in England and Ireland, and 
settled in this city in 1864. Tne following year 
he exhibited atthe National Academy, and in 
1868 was elected an associate, his exhibits being 
two scenes onthe Potomac. In 1869 he was 
elected an academician. At the time of his 
death he was a member of the Society of Amer- 
ican Artists, the American Water Color Society, 
and the National Academy of Design. He was 
one of the earliest members of the American So- 
ciety of Painters in Water Color. 

Among his best-known pictures are “ Twilight 
Scene at Carleruhe,” ‘“* Evening,” * Tennessee,” 
“The Hag’s Glen,” ‘Scene on the Uppce S8us- 
quehauna,” “ The Bird's Nest,” ** A Pool on the 
Ausable,” “‘The Potomac River at Hancock,’’ 
“The Adirondacks,” ‘“*barly Autumn,” ‘The 
First of Winter,” “North Woods in Sum- 
mer,”’ “A View on Lake George,” “The 
Wilds of the Adirondacks,” ‘Scene on 
the Coast near Killarney,” “A  Mid- 
Summer Retreat,” ‘‘A Pool in the North 
Woods,” “Mount Mansfield from New-York,” 
“Sunset on the Prairie,” ‘“‘The Last Day of 
Summer,” ‘‘Forenoon,” ‘Afternoon,’ ‘An 
October Day,” and “ Sunset.” 

One of his water colors, ‘* Reminiscences of 
the Connecticut,” and “ A New-England Land- 
scape,”’ in oil, were in Art Hall atthe Paris Ex- 
position in 1878.

The steamship Alert of the new Colombia 
Commercial Steamship Company has been 
wrecked at the mouth of the Magdalena River, 
near the portof Boca de Ceniza, in tne United 
States of Colombia. The vessel lies in a bad 
position, but if help comes quickly the cargo 
can be saved. The passengers and crew escaped 
safely to the shore in small boats.

The Colombia 
Company is the steamship line recently eatab- 
lished to trade from New-York to Colombian 
_. The Alert is the first steamer sent out 

y the new company. 

She left this port on Oct. 30 with a heavy 
cargo of merchandise, bound for Santa Marta 
and Carthagena. She had made her ports, dis- 
charged her eargo, and picked up a large return 
cargo from various cities. She had on board 
300 bags of coffee, valued at $8,000, besides 
other valuable merchandise. There was $2,000 
worth of freight on board owned by William 
R. Grace & Co. of this city. 

The Alert is owned by Hurlburt & Co. of this 
city and was chartered by the Colombia Com- 
pany. She is an iron screw steamer of 700 
tons gross burden, 289 feet long, 19.44 feet 
beam, and 13.8 feet depth of hold. She was 
built at Bergen in 1884. She has compound 
engines with two cylinders. She is in command 
of Capt. Hauge.

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THE CATHEDRAL CORNERSTONE 


TO BE LAID ON TUESDAY, DEC. 27, 
WHICH IS ST. JOHN’S DAY. 


At the meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
the Cathedral of 8t. John the Divine, held in 
the See House, 29 Lafayette Place, yesterday, 
it was resolved that the cornerstone of the 
cathedral should be laid on Tuesday, Dec. 27, 
which is St. John’s Day, according to the calen- 
dar of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

The committee to make the arrangements for 
the ceremony consists of the Right Rev. Dr. 
Henry. Potter, Bishop of the Diocese of New- 
York; the Rey, Dr. Morgan Dix, rector of Trin- 
ity Parish; the Rev. Dr. Eugene A. Hoffman, 
Dean of the General Theological Seminary, 
and Mr. James R. Roosevelt. It is understood 
that the programme will be much the same as 
that attending the laying of the cornerstone of 
the Cathedral of All Saints, in the City of Al- 


bany, and it is hoped to be able to secure the 
services of the Bishop of Albany as preacher. 

In announcing the determination of the Board 
of Trustees in fixing the date of the corner- 
stone laying, Bishop Potter said that this action 
carried with it the assurance to the general 
public thatthe funds for the purchase of the 
ground had been secured. This was not only 
the fact, he added, but the moneys in hand and 
in sight largely exceeded tke sum required for 
that purpose. 

The subscriptions to the cathedral had been 
stated to uggregate in the neighborhood of 
$400,000, Bishop Potter said, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, they amounted to considerably 
above $700,000. Several gifts ‘‘in kind’’ had 
been made, chief among which was one of the 
value of $75,000, in the shape of the tapestries 
which were to be utilized in connection with 
the choir of the cathedral, and another of $100,- 
000 for the altar and reredos. On the subject 
of the announced gift of $500,000 to the catbe- 
ral fund Bishop Potter made tne followlag olli- 
cial statement: 

“The President of the Board of Trustees of the 
cathedral has recentiy received pledges, subscrip- 
tious, or contributions toward the catnedral fund 
from varions individuals, but has not in any instance 
been authorized to make the names or the amounts 
public. No announcement in regard to these mat- 
ters is likely to be authorized before Jan. 1, but full 
particulars will then be furnished.” 

Tho question of the actual site of the cathe- 
dral is to be decided at a meeting of the Board 
of Trustees to be held on the grounds at 3 
o’clock on the afternoon of Saturday next.

FOR A UNIVERSAL SCHEDULE, 


INSURANCE TO PASS FINALLY ON THE 
PLAN PREPARED. 


A committee, called the Universal Schedule 
Committee, and composed of F. C. Moore of the 
Continental Insurance Company, James A. 
Silvey of the German-American Insurance 
Company, George W. Babb, Jr., of the Northern 
Assurance Company, ang E. G. Richards of 
the National Insurance Company of Hart- 
ford, held a conference with the mem- 
bers of co-operating committees represent- 
ing the New-England Insurance Exchange, 
the Underwriters’ Association of New-York 
State, the Underwriters’ Association of the Mid- 


dle Department, the Southeastern Tariff Asso- 
cigtion, the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, and the New-York Board of Fire 
Underwriters, in the board room of the Under- 
writers’ Association in the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Building yesterday, for the purpose of 
passing finally on the standard universal 
schedule for rating mercantile risks, which the 
Universal Schedule Committee had prepared. 

The committee framed the schedule with a 
view to securing a rate on which the fire cost of 
the last five years per $100 of insurance would 
result in a percentage of not exceeding 55 per 
cent. of the premium. This, above an allowance 
for proper expenses, would leave margin for a 
moderate profit and also for accumulation for 
periodical and inevitable sweeping fires. 

While the requirements for standard con- 
struction in the schedule may be regarded as 
exceptionally high, and while there are few 
buildings which comply with them, the commit- 
tee says it will be conceded that there ought to 
be more, and believes that the best way to 
secure their erection is to recognize in advance 
the merits of ideal construction. 

The schedule has been arranged to provide for 
exceptional features by means of deductions, 
and the main body of the schedule is so framed 
as to be applicable to the majority of risks and 
towns. 

It is made up of about 700 items. The meet- 
ing approved about 150 yesterday, and will 
continue the work for two or three days. The 
schedule will probably be accepted in its en- 
tirety as the advantage of one that is univbraal 
is everywhere admitted.

Venezuela Not Aggrisved. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.--The report of Minis- 
ter Scruggs relative to the Mijares case has been

Philadelphia for the surrender of Mijares by 
the Venezuelan Government. The only demand 
was of a verbal character—on tho allegation 
that he was “‘an enemy of the Government.” 
No specitic charge was made of violation by him 
of the ordinary laws of Venezuela. 

No representation has been made to the Lega- 
tion which would lead to the conclusion that 
the Government of Venezuela felt aggrieved at 
the action of the Consul at La Guayra or of the 
Captain of the Philadelphia. 





The Biver Coal Miners’ Strike. 

PITTSBURG, Nov. 29.—The atrike of the Mo- 
nengahelu River coal miners, to the number of 
6,000, against a reduction from 314, to 3 cents 
per bushel, continues unbroken. A prominent 
coal operator, referring to the situation, said: 
“Itis hard to tell how long the struggle will 
last. Not more than 100 of the river miners 
have accepted the rate. Owing to the cheap 
price prevailing in southern ports as a resuit of 
Alabaina competition, the operators are not in 
a groat Lurry to resume.” 


Water Supply Company Reorganized, 

ALBANY, Nov. 29.—The purchasers of the 
Kings Coutity Water Supply Company, under a 
foreclosure sale, have reorganized the company, 
under the name of the New- Utrecht Water Com- 
pany, with a capital of $350,000. The company 
is to jague $400,000 of new bonds at 5 per cent.

DIVVER’S DISTRICT WINS. 








IT GETS THE TAMMANY PRIZE FLAG 
FOR THE LARGEST MAJORITY. 


The Committee of Thirty of Tammany Hall 
met yesterday afternoon, and the two large 
silken prize flags were awarded to the district 
organizations that made the best records at the 
last election. 

When the campaign opened it was announced 
that the finest of these flags would be awarded 
to the district that gave the largest majority 
over all for Cleveland and Stevenson, and that 
the second flag would be given to the district 
that polled the largest percentage of the regis- 
tered vote, 

A committees, made up of Police Justice 
Grady and Commissioners of Accounts Daly and 


Wahle, was appointed to figure out the percent- 
ages, and yesterday they reported. The Second 
Assembly District, where Police Justice Patrick 
Divver is leader, was easily the winner of the 
first prize. Cleveland’s eye 4 there was 
6,530, out of a total vote of 11,740. 

The Fourteenth District, where James P. 
Keating is leader, was second on the question 
of majorities. Cleveland’s majority there was 
3,733. In the First District, where Frank T. 
Fitzgerald is the leader, it was 3,668; in the 
Tenth District, where ex-Register John Reilly 
is leader, it was 3,478; in the Sixteenth, where 
Jobn F. Carrollis leader, it was 2,409,\and in 
the Twelfth, where Senater Edward P. Hagan 
is leader, it was 3,040. 

With the exception of the First, these are all 
east side districts. The contestfor the banner 
to be given to the district that polled the big- 
gest percentage of the registered vote was close, 
but the prize went to the Sixth District, where 
Patrick Keenan is leader. The percentage there 
was 94.71. 

In the Twenty-fourth, where Lawrence Del- 
mour is the leader, it was 94.53; in the Seventh, 
where George F. Roesch is leader, it was 93.63; 
in the Tenth, where John Reilly 1s leader, it was 
93.30; in the Thirtieth, where Henry D. Purroy 
is leader, it was 93.26, and in the Twentieth, 
= Thomas J. Dunn is the leader, it was 
93.12. 

The lowest percentage, 89.03, was in the 
Fifteenth District, and the lowest plurality for 
Cleveland, 378, in the former Republican 
Eleventh Assembly District. 

Justice Grady made the speeches presenting 
the flags. Justice Divver reoeived the first 
prize, and responded to Mr. Grady’s remarks on 
behalf of the second District, and Judge New- 
burger of the City Court responded for Mr. 
Keenan of the Sixth District in accepting the 
second banner. 

The forty-eight election district captains of 
the Second Assembly District were waiting out- 
side the meeting room to march with the banner 
down to the Divver Club house, but it was 
snowing .and they wrapped it in oilskin and 
carried it down on tne elevated. 

Senator George W. Plunkitt called the atten- 
tion of the Committee of Thirty yesterday to 
the funds that are being collected for the 
widows of Police Justices O'Reilly and Kelly. 
On motion of Richard Croker, $1,000 for each 
of these funds was appropriated out of the 
Tammany treasury. 

The banner given to the Second Assembly Dis- 
trict was reveived by the organization last night 
at the rooms of the Patrick Divver Association, 
59 Madison Street. The presentation speech 
was made by Judge Grady. Judge Divver re- 
sponded. A short address was made by Con- 
gressman Dunphy. Songs followed, and a 
luncheon was served down stairs. 





DRIVING OUT THE STENCHES. 
— 
NO THANKS, SAY BROOKLYN CITIZENS, 
TO THE STATE BOARD. 


A largely-attended and determined meeting 
of the Citizens’ Sanitary and Protective League 
of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fifth Wards of 
Brooklyn was held last nightin the vestry of 
the Greene Avenue Baptist Church, Brooklyn, 
to consider the Newtown Creek nuisances. 

F. R. Mitchell, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the league, made a report of 
what had been done lately toward abolishing 


the noxious smells of the fat-rendering, bone- 
boiling, and other establishments on the stench- 
bearing creek. 

A long and tough fight had been made by the 
league, said the report, with no aid from the 
State Board of Health, and at last success was 
in sight. By coaxing some and threatening oth- 
ers with Grand Jury indictments, about twenty 
of the forty nuisances bad already been abated, 
while the persons responsible for the remaining 
ones had promised to get out of the way within 
afew months. 

The Rev. 8. Gifford Nelson was introduced as 
the first speaker, and he scored the State Board 
of Health vigorously. To his certain knowledge 
the officials of the board had madea dozen in- 
vestigations of the Newtown stenches and had 
done nothing avout them. Unless the board 
could be induced to move in this matter it 
should be abolished as a preliminary measure 
to the doing away with the smells. 

Other speakers were Dr. J. H. Marshall, Prea- 
ident of the league; William J. Gaynor, Assem- 
blymen Durack and Quigley, and the Kev. A. 
Stewart Walsh. 





Rescued and Fined. 


Persons who are, for any reason, in danger or 
in need of plunging into the waters that sur- 
round Manhattan Island should first look 
carefully around and make sure that there is no 
policeman in the vicinity. John Dillon, who 
works on boilers for a living, failed to take this 
precaution before he fell into the North River, 
at the foot of West One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street, early yesterday morning. 

Dillon was drunk, which is probably the 
reason for his neglect. He seems to have 


changed his mind as soon as he began to feel 
wet, for he sent up signals of distress that were 
promptly answered by Officer William B. Stan- 
ton, who waded out and, with considerable diffi- 
culty, towed hii ashore. 

Later in the day, when Dillon was taken 
into the Harlem Folice Court, Justice Meade 
fined him #5. Itis not told whether the fine 
Was imposed for trying to obtaina drink after 
closing hour or merely for bathing in the river 
out of season. 





A Stock Exchange Decision, 

A point of great interest to members of the 
Stock Exchange and similiar assoviations was 
decided yesterday by Judge Ingraham of the 
Supreme Court in the suit of Frederic A. Haight 
against the Stook Exchange. Haight was broker 
fur W. K. Soutter, and when the latter failed in 
1885 Haight hela a claim against Soutter for 
$3,830. Soutter’s seat in the Exchange was 
sold for the benefit of his creditors, fetching 
$17,000. The Exchange disallowed Haight’s 
claim. Judge Ingraham holds that the decision 
is binding on Haight, and that the court cannot 
review the action of the Exchange. Mr. Haight 
has to pay the costs.

NAVAL VESSELS IN THE PACIFIC, 


_ > — 
TRANSFER OF THE BLUE PENNANT TO 
THE MOHBICAN, 


News comes from the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, California, that the United States steamer 
Thetis was taken from the dry dock at that sta- 
tion on Noy. 23 last. The United Stutes steamer 
Ranger was floated into the berth previously 
occupied by the Thetis on the same day. The 
Mohican, the same advices state, was being 


made ready during the past week for duty as 
flagship of the Pacific squadron. Both the Ran- 
ger and the Mohican, it was announced, should 
be ready for service by Jan. 1 next. 

Officers on board the Thetis were expecting 
to be sufficiently ready for sea to warrant sail- 
ing on Dec. 1. The Thetis will go direct from 
San Francisco to San Diego and resume her 
work of determining the best practicable route 
fora cable between Honolulu and California. 
The Thetis willin all likelihood spend Christ- 
mas Day in San Diego Harbor. 

For the past three months the Thetis has 
been acting as flagship of the Pacific squadron, 
flying the blue pennant of Acting Rear Admiral 
George Brown. Now, that the Mohican is nearly 
ready for sea, the blue pennant of that officer 
will be transferred to the latter vessel. 

The Ranger, now at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, will soon proceed to Honolulu, and thence 
to Samoa, retiring the Alliance, which is now 
held at Honolulu in readiness for Samoan or- 
ders. It has been found necessary to order the 
Alliance to return to San Francisco, owing to 
the fact that the three years’ cruising period of 
the majority of her officers and men has nearly 
expired. 

The Pacific fleet at present includes the cruiser 
Boston, the sloops-of-war Adams and Mohican, 
the corvyttes Ranger and Thetis, and- the gun- 
boat Pinta.

TO BE BROUGHT OVER BY TUN- 
NEL UNDER THE EAST RIVER. 


INDICATIONS THAT IN A FEW YEARS 
THERE WILL BE NO GAS WORKS IN 
THIS CITY—SIGNIFICANT RISE IN 
PRICE OF CONSOLIDATED sTOCK— 
HARD AT WORK ON THE TUNNEL. 


“In a few years from now New-York City will 
got all its gas from Long Island.” 

It was Mr. E. MeMillin, President of the East 
River Gas Company of Long [sland City, who 
made this statement, and he spoke confidently 
and positively, as one who knew what he is 
talking about. 

There is @ vast deal of significance in the pre- 
fiction. If itshould be carried out—and apart 
from Mr. McMillin’s assertion there are other 
indications that it will be—it would mean much 
to the people of this city. For one thing, it 
would mean the abandonment and removal of 
numerous gas work; which for years have been 
complained of as nuisances. For another thing, 
it should mean cheaper gas, as the move cannot 
but involve a saving in the costof production. 

Whether the latter blessing will materialize, 
towever, will, in all probability, depend upon 
the humor of a great gas corporation. 

This corporation is the Consolidated Gas- 
light Company, whioh, it is expected, will, in a 
few years, got its gas for distribution in this 
tity from Long Island by means of a tunnel 
under the East River. Officials of the Consoli- 
Gated Company disclaim knowledge of any such 
intention, but there is much evidence to show 
that it exists—indeed, that arrangements look- 
‘ng to carrying it into effect have been prac- 
tically completed. 


Coincident, almost, with the granting by the ' 


Legislature, at its last session, of a charter to 
the East River Gas Company of Long Island 
City, the stock of the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany began to increase in value, and, since May 
jast, when the East River Gas Company was 
paseneed by representatives of Boston, Plila- 

elphia, and New-York bankers, and Mr. Me- 
Millin, who is also the President of the Laclede 
Gas Lighting Company of St. Louis and of the 
Columbus Gas Lighting and Coke Company of 
Columbus, Ohio, was made President and Henry 
B. Wilson Vice President, the appreciation in 
Consolidated stock has been marked, the price 
having advanced from about par on Jan. 1 last, 
to about 127 at present. 

Many explanations have been sought for this 
steady upward movement, as the buying was 
plainiy for investment. From what is now 
known it is apparent that knowledge of the ad- 
vantages that will accrue tothe Corsolidated 
Company by the Long Island scheme in greater 
economy in production and in giving to it, as an 
additional and most material asset, millions of 
dollars of real estate in this city now occupied 
by gas plants, which would be abandoned as the 
facilities increased for making gas on Long Isl- 
and, has been and is now being discounted. 

Lands thus released so that they could be 
used for more satiefactory purposes could un- 
questionably be sold for much more than the 
six companies which form the Consolidated 
paid for them, and as much of the land is water- 
Iront property itis of enormous value in the 
ageregato. 

The act to authorize the East River Gas Com- 
pany of Long Island City to supply gas and 
electricity in the City of New-York was ap- 

roved by the Governor on April 19, 1892. 

Vhether its incorporators contemplated the 
purpose for which it is now proposed to use it 
cannot be stated, but the charter fits the con- 
tingency admirably. 

The compavy is empowered to lay and main- 
tain requisite conductors, mains, and pipes 
through and under any streets, avenues, or 

ublic places in this city, and to lay and main- 
ain conductors, nains, and pipes under and 
across the East River and across any interven- 
ing land belongiug tothe City of New-York or 
to private persons. The right is given to acquire 
by condemnation or purchase real property, 
public or private, as is also the right to supply 
gas and electricity to any other company or 
companies engaged in supplying gas or electric- 
ity in the City of New-York. 

The latter provision’s significance in view of 
what is expected to ocour is apparent. 

The company,beg2n work on its tunnel some 
months ago, a the contractors, to carry out 
their agreement, which provides for its comple- 
tion by April 1 of next Pope are now working 
as many men at both ends as they can day and 
night. 

The tunnel is to run from a point near the foot 
of Webster Avenue, Ravens wood—which is just 
above Long Island City—under the east chann2] 
of the river, across the centre of Blackwell's 
Island, under the west channel, to a point near 
the foot of East Seventy-first Street in this city. 

Shafts to the depths of 147 feet on the east 
side and of 134 feeton the west side, thus giv- 
ing drainage to the east side, have been sunk, 
and “drifting ’’—or work upon the level—has 
been going on for some time. The bottom ofthe 
East River at this point is solid rock, and the 
work of tunneling is, therefore, not unusually 
difficult and not embarrassingly expensive. 

It was contemplated at first to build a tunnel 
10 feet wide by 742 feetin height. Owing to a 
request forspace by telegraphand telephone 
companies in which to convey their wires across 
= river, the height has been increased to 8 

eet. 

The tunnel will be constructed with a view to 
pees in two 36-inch main gas pipes on the 

ottom and one 48-inch pipe over the space be- 
tween the 46-inch pipes. More or larger pipes 
will be put in as required. 

President McMillin of the East River Compa- 
ny, when seen by a TIMES reporter, talked very 
readily upon the subject of the purposes of his 
company. There was no doubt, he said, that 
a all the gas used inthis city would 

© supplied by tunnel from Long Island ina 
few years. His company had already pur- 
obased land in Ravenswood sufficient for the 
erection of a plant that would farnish 6,000,000 
feet of gas a day. 

This was about one-seventh of the daily quan- 
tity required by New-York City, and it was. 
proposed to build one such plant each year 
until the full supply could be furnished. 

The advantage in the way of economy of 
having the plants on Long Island Mr. McMillin 
illustrated by stating that his company had 

aid $40,000 for land which it required on the 

ew-York side, and that the same amount of 
land could have been procured on the Long 1sl- 
and side for $2,000. 

This cheapuess of Long Island land and the 
low figures at which gas plants could now bé 
constructed, as compared with the cost of 

lants a few years ago, showed conclusively to 

r. McMillin that the success of the radical 
change was assured. 

Asked if the gas which the East River Com- 
pany would generate on Long Island was to be 
tunueled to New-York and disposed of to the 
Consolidated Gas Company, Mr. McMillin said 
that he could not give a direct answer to the 
question; but he intimated that his company 
would not have gone ahead as it has done if it 
had not received satisfactory assurances. 

The amount of gaa works property held by 
the Consolidated Company in this city is very 
large. It was acquired years ago by the com- 
_— which consolidated in 18384, and, as New- 

ork real estate of allkinds grows more valuable 
year by year, its value now must be enormous, 
and, relieved of the disability of having gas for 
an occupant, even this value will be increased. 

The #ix companies which went into the com- 
bination were the New-York Gaslight Company. 
which received $7,821,000 of the stock. of the 
new company; the Manhattan, which received 

12,352,000; the Metropolitan, which received 

7,422,000; the Municipal, which received 

5,276,000; the Knickerbocker, which received 
63,104,000, and the Harlem, which received 
$3,103,000. The capital of the Consolidated 
now is $35,430,060.

JUSTICE MEADE SITS DOWN OR A WALK- 
ING DELEGATE, 


Justice Meade, in the Harlem Police Court, 
yesterday tackled the laber question, and with 
commendable promptness solved the problem 
presented to him. 

Louis Sanderman,a walking delegate of the 
German House Painters’ Union, was brought 
into court on 8 summons charged with baving 
been instrumental in securing the discharge of 
Charies Schaefer, who resides at 326 East 
Eighty-third Street, from the employ of William 
Linde, painter and deoorator, in Sixth Avenue, 
between Fiftieth and Fifty-first Streets. 

Mr. Linde was in court and said that Sander- 
man and other members of the German House 
Painters’ Union had come to him last week and 
demanded the discharge of Schaefer on the 
ground that he had left the unton and was $25 
in arrears in his dues. The witness sald that he 


disliked discharging Schaefer, because he was a 
good workman, but that under the threats of 
the union he had been compelled to doitin 
order to protect himself from a etrike. 

Judge Meade then turned toward the walking 
delegate and asked: 

* Is this man what you call a ‘scab’t”’ 

‘Not necessarily, your Honor; all men that 
are out of the unions are not ‘scabs,’” replied 
the delegate, meekly. 

“Did you demand this man’s discharge?” 
asked the Justice sternly. 

“No, I did not,” replied the delegate meek- 
ly, “‘it was the committee that did it.” 

“Do you still wish to employ thisman!” 
asked the Judge of Mr. Linde. 

“Yes, he is a good man,” said the employer. 

“Do you wish to work for this man?” was 
then asked of Schaefer, who replied in the 
aitirmative. 

* Are you willing to let this man work for Mr. 
Linde and earn a living?” demanded the Judge 
of the walking delegate. 

“Why, yes, your Honor,” 
representative smiling feebly. 

“Why, I see no difticulty here, then,” said the 
Justice, breathing a sigh of relief. ‘You go 
back to work, and I don’t think you will be 
troubied,’’ he said to Schaefer. 

Then the parties in the case and about twenty 
workmen who had been interested on one side 
or other of the controversy filed out of the 
courtroom, half of them looking elated and the 
other half downcast. 

It seems that since Schaefer left the German 
House Painters’ Union he has joined the Ger- 
man-American Painters and Decorators’ Union, 
and that between the two unions there is a 
strong bitterness of feeling. The members of 
the German House Painters’ Union claim that 
the rival organization has no “standing” from 
a union-labor standpoint, and the opposition 
retorts by calling the former * Anarchists.” The 
members of the German-American union were 
jubilant over the legal point they had scerod.

TWO CURIOUS SUITS. 


THEY GROW OUT OF THE CROOKED 
WORK OF AN INSURANCE AGENT. 


Two suits have been begun in the Supreme 
Court by Charles A. Deshon, representing the 
Travelers Insurance Company of Hartford, to 
recover from the Importers and Traders’ Na- 
tional Bank and the Fourth National Bank 
$17,000 which Clark W. Hatch, a clever forger, 
secured by means of forged policies and proofs 
of death. From the Importers and Traders’ 
$2,000 is demanded, and from the Fourth Na- 
tional $15,000. On application of Mr. Deshon 
Judge Truax of the Supreme Court yesterday 


signed orders forthe examination by commis- 
sion of about fifty persons for the purpose of 
proving the forgeries. 

Hatch had aclever scheme, and he worked it 
for several years before it was discovered by 
the company, for which he acted as General 
Agent, doing business principally in Massachu- 
setts. He was then arrested, but pending trial 
disappeared, and has not been heard from since. 

In hie capacity as General Agent for the com- 
pany Hatch would issue a policy, the name of 
the policy holder being fictitious. He would 
make the first payment himself, and then soon 
after would come proofs of death of the ficti- 
tious policy holder. Everything appeared reg- 
ularand straight. A check would be made out 
for the payment ofthe policy to the order of 
Hatch, as he was the agent who secured the 
policy. Hatch would forge the name of the 
payee, and in every case the amount of the 
check was paid. One of the checks, that for 
$2,000, was drawn on the Importers and 
Traders’ National Bank, and others, aggregat- 
$15,000, were drawnon the Fourth National. 
The contention of the company is that the 
banks, having cashed the forged checks, are 
responsible. 

Hatch’s operations extended from 1885 to 
1888. His biggest streke of business was done 
Sept. 7, 1888, when he took out two policies on 
the life of Charles A. Gannett, one for $2,000, a 
life policy, and the other for $5,000, an accident 
policy. He soon after sent in proofs of Gan- 
nett’s death at South New Market, near Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and the amount of the policies 
was collected without difficulty. 

July 14, 1888, a policy for $3,000 was issued 
in the name of D. B. Spencer of Concord, Mass. 
Spencer, by the proofs of death, was shown to 
have been drowned in Rangeley Lake, near Con- 
cord, Aug. 4, 1888. Sept. 10, 1888, a policy for 
$3,000 was issued in the name of F. 8. Sheldon, 
who conveniently met death while driving near 
Chelsea, Sept. 25, 1886. Terence McBride was 
the name ina policy for $2,000 issued Oct. 27, 
1885, and Terence died Dec. 17, 1885, at Mid- 
dleborough, Maas. 

A policy for $2,000 was issued on Frank 8. 
Babson of Boston, and he was killed while 
riding near Woonsocket Sept. 8, 1887. 

In all of these cases the names of the insured 
are fictitious and the deaths imaginary, so the 
company claims, the policies being fraudulently 
procured by Hatch, and the proofs of death 
ekillfully prepared by him. 





BAD FOR SWINDLIER VEBNELL, 


BRITISH CONSUL MAKES A CHARGE 
AGAINST HIM. 


An additional charge of swindling was made 
yesterday against Edgar J. Vernell, the young 
Englishman nowinthe Tombs. On Sunday he 
was held for trial by Justice McMahon without 
bailon the charge of swindling Chaplain Peart of 
the Birmingham (England) Prison out of $300. 
Vernell did this, as already told in Tae TIMEs, 
by impersonating the Chaplain’s son, T. Aubrey 
Peart. The second charge on which Vernell is 
hela isthatof defrauding Gilbert Fraser, the 
British Consul, out of $2.50. 

In the Tombs Police Court yesterday morning 
Mr. Fraser appeared against Vernell. Justice 
MoMahon remanded the prisoner for trial. Mr. 
Fraser said that the swindler represented him- 
self to him as young Peart, said he was tempo- 
rarily embarrassed, and borrowed $2.50 with 
which to cable to his father for money. 

On one of Vernell's visits to the Consul’s office 
he stole the Consul’s official stamp and used it 
in defrauding W. H. Sherman, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
of Kast Twenty-third Street, outof $35. Mr. 
Fraser wanted Vernell held on the minor charge 
in order to press later the graver one of steal- 
ing the seal.

Hurrying Petroleum to France, 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—Because of a heavy 
import tax which the French Government 
threatens to impose upon petroleum after Jan. 
1, 1893, one of the greatest rushes ever seen 
among the petroleum exporters is now in prog- 
ress here. Both steam and sail crafts are being 
hurried around from neighboring ports in order 
that the vessels may reach France or clear the 
Custom House before New Year's Day. 

The supply oftonnage here has not been ade- 
quate to the demand, and New-York has been 
called upon to make up the deficiency. 

The Schuylkill River refineries are working to 
their fullest capacity to fill the orders for the 
refined product, while carriers which have 
never been here before have been engaged to 
deliver the crude product before the end of the 
year. 





Salinas Charged with Murder. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Nov. 29.—Cecilio Sali- 
nas, an officer in Catarino Garza’s Mexican rev- 
olutionary army who was recently arrested for 
alleged violation of the United States neutrali- 
ty laws and released on bonds, was rearrested 
yesterday upon information from the Mexican 
authorities charging him with a murder, said to 
have been committed in the State of Tamaulipas 
one year ago. Salinas will remain in jail until 
the necessary papers for extradition are made 
out. Avalodo Domingues, one of the principal 
witnesses in the Federal Court against the 
Garza revolutionists now on trial, was arrested 
to-day on a warrant from La Salle County 
charging him with horse theft. He was released 
on ball, Dr. Plutoreo Omelas, Mexican Consul 
here, being one of the sureties.

LIKELY THAT THE IMMIGRATION COM- 
MITTEE WILL RECOMMEND IT. 


It is among the possibilities that emigration 
from European ports to this country may be 
totally suspended for at least a year by act of 
Congress. At yesterday's meeting of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Immigration at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel a proposition to this effect was 
submitted, and, while no definite conclusion 
was reachod, it was unanimously decided to 
confine the discussion of the immigration prob- 


lem to this one point. 

That is to say, the committee will consider 
no other phase of the question other than the 
desirability of putting a total stop to the in- 
coming of all emigrants from the Old World 


during the pasiet of a year or more, and from 
the tenor of the remarks made by the gentle- 
men composing the committee it 1s pretty evi- 
dent that they will agree to submit a bill to the 
senateembracing this provision as its chief 
clause. The exact proposition as it was pre- 
sented yesterday by the Chairman, Sonator 
Chandler, and discussed by the members of the 
committee, was as follows: 

“ All immigration, oneans from North and South 
American countries, shall be suspended for one year 
from March 1, 1893; the law to be so framed as not 
to hinder the free return of American citizens or the 
easy admission of visitors.” 

None of the members of the committee would 
consent to speak of the scheme in detail, but 
Chairman Chandler gave out this official state- 
ment: 

Various suggestions for legislation for the re- 
striction of immigration have been submitted for the 
consideration of the committee, which it was de- 
cided not to take up before the meeting of Congress, 
but it waa determined, in view of the greatly-appre- 
hended danger of the coming of cholera during the 
Summer of 1893, to limit the present consideration 
of the subject to the question of the total suspension 
of immigration for one year.” 

The other “suggestions” spoken of were as 
follows: : 


“No immigrant shall be admitted to the United 
States between the ages of twelve and fifty-five 

ears unless he can read and write freely and easily 

is native language; nor shall a person above fifty- 
live be admitted who cannot so read or write, except 
as a member of a family coming.

It was decided by the committee to frame a 
law embracing these four propositions, but dur-~ 
ing the present meeting, which will be con- 
tinued to-day at 11 o'clock, no further attention 
will. be paid to these details, as in the event of 
the total suspensionof immigration there would 
be no necessity for the immediate consideration 
of the details of any new scheme forjthe gov- 
ernment of new-comers to this country. 

It is possible that the committee will reacha 
detinite conclusion as to the total exclusion 
clause‘at their meeting to-day. . 

Senator Chandler said thatif the committee 
come out flat-footed in favor of total exclusion 
and recommend a law to the effect outlined in 
their official statement, it was pretty certain to 
be adopted by the Senate at least, and probably 
by the House of Representatives during the ses- 
sion opening next month. 





VERY DEPRESSING WEATHER, 


THE WEST INDIES RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE SNOW AND WIND. 


If Winter should set in in real earnest nobody 
would complain, and, indeed, every one would 
have welcomed a good old-fashioned snow- 
storm on Thanksgiving Day. But to wake up 
three or four days after the November feast is 
all over and tind a very inferior storm convert- 
ing the streets into canals and the squares into 
lakes is depressing. Such was the state of the 
public thoroughfares when New- Yorkers turned 
up their trousers and gathered up their skirts 
and started down town yesterday morning. 

There were really two storms yesterday. The 
milkman was caught by the first, which, how- 
ever, did not last long, and his victims started 
out about the time that the second one began. 

There was just enough wind to make umbrel- 
las worse than useless, and all kinds of foot- 
gear, except rubber boots, proved a delusion 
and a snare. 

By the time men got down to business they 
found that their election hats, which many had 
been foolhardy enough to wear, doubtless 


thinking that they were already more than suf- 
ficiently “* protected,” looked as if they might 
have belonged to somebody who won them four 
years ago. 

Drying his feet by the radiator in the top of 
the Equitable Building Superintendent of 
Weather Bauer smiled placidly when asked 
what was the matter with the weather, and said 
it was all —. To be sure, it was very dis- 
agreeable, and walking was more amatter of 
skill than of grace, bué the storm had been 
booked for yesterday, and it had played its en- 
gagement according to contract. 

Mr. Bauer said that the storm was eats, 
and had started in the West Indies. onday 
night it centred off Cape Hatteras, and Ya 9 
day morning appeared on Long Islan @ 
temperature ranged from 32° to 36°, but the 
upper currents of air were cold and precipitated 
the moisture. The wind did not get beyond 
thirty miles an hour in the oity, but off Sandy 
Hook its velocity was cight miles greater. 

The storm stuck to the coast, Mr. Bauer added, 
and did not penetrate more than fifty miles in- 
land, but extended some distance out to sea. 
The wind blew on shore and the weather was 
very thick, so that vessels nearing the coast 
would be in an unpleasant, not to say danger- 
ous, position. Eastern Pennsylvania and New- 
aay any as well as this vicinity were swamped 
in slush. 

Yesterday’s snowstorm bad no connection 
with the rain of the day before. The two visita- 
tions were entirely distinot, coming from almost 
opposite directions.

ERNEST FLAGG APPOINTED ARCHITECT 
BY THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


The Board of Managers of St. Luke’s Hospital 
met Monday evening to receive the report of the 
Building Committee upon plans forthe new 
hospitalto be erected on the plotof ground 
bounded by Morningside and Amsterdam Ave- 
nues and One Hundred and Thirteenth and One 
Hundred and Fourteenth Streets. 

The committee, which consists of Samuel D. 
Babcock, Henry A. Oakley, George A. Crocker, 
Hugh N. Camp, F. W. J. Hurst, President 
George Macculloch Miller, and Treasurer Gor- 
don Norrie, reported that the Medical Board of 
the hospital had, after careful study of the pre- 
ferred plans of Heins & La Farge, James 
Brown Lord, Geerge E. Harney, and Ernest 
Flagg, recommended the plan of Mr. Flagg for 
adoption. 

The Board of Managers appointed Mr. Flagg 
architect of the new hospital, with the under- 
standing that Charles W. Clinton would be as- 
sociated with him in that office. Thie action 
does not carry with it, however, the adoption of 
the plan of Mr. Flagg, the board reserving the 
right to make any changes and modifications 
deemed to be desirable. 

Since they were originally submitted to the 
committee, the plans of Mr. Flagg have been so 
modified as to include only five buildings or 
pavilions in the completed structure, instead of 
nine, as at first contemplated. This will com- 
prise au administration or central building and 
four pavilions for hospital purposes, accommo- 
dating 350 patients, or 125 in excess of the 
present St. Luke’s." The pavilions are to be four 
stories high, and the administration builaing 
one story higher.

FIGHTING THE GOULD GRAB

PROPERTY OWNERS WANT NO SPUR 
ON CORTLANDT STREET. 


HEARING BEFORE THE RAPID-TRANSIT 
COMMISSIONERS—FORCIBLE BEMARKS 
BY JEFFERSON M. LEVY AND OTH- 
ERS—ANOTHER SESSION TO BE HELD 
IN A FEW DAYs3. 


Atahearing before the Rapid-Transit Com- 
mission yesterday afternoon a vigorous protest 
was made by the property owners of Cortlandt 
Street against the proposed extension of the 
Ninth Avenue elevated road from the Cortlandt 
Street station at Greenwich Street to the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Ferry. The plea advanced 
by the elevated railroad company that the Cort- 
landt Street branch was desired simply to ac- 
commodate passengers going to the ferry was 
roundly denounced yesterday as a mere subter- 
fuge to obtaina switching station for trains, 
which would relieve the great pressure at South 
Ferry. 

It was said that the railroad, having been 
foiled in its attempt to convert Battery Park 
into a huge switching station, and apparently 
considering Cortlandt Street as In some meas- 
ure suitable to their purpose, had made this 
latest attempt to get something for nothing 
under pretense of benefiting the public This 
was the view which the property owners took 
of the matter, and in this light they made an 
able plea for protection. 

The full Board of Rapid-Transit Commission- 
ere Was present, and William Steinway presided. 
The property owners were represented by Jof- 
ferson M. Levy, Ira O. Miller, Frank H. Mack- 


intosh, and Orlando H. Jadwin. The written 
petition which was presented to the Commis- 
sioners read as follows: 

“The undersigned owners and occupants of prop- 
erty on Cortlandt Street, between Greenwich and 
west Bape respectfully represent to your honor- 
able : 

“That they rotest against the erection of an ele- 
vated railroad upon or over that part of Cortlandt 
Street above mentioned, and are against granting 
any permission to build such a railroad, believin 
that the same would be destructive to the rights an 
interests of your petitioners in respectto the said 
property, and also that such a railroad is not neces- 
sary for the convenience of the publica” 

The petition as presented to the board was 
signed by David Magie, Peter Wilkens, D. M. 
Martin, Ira O. Miller, Orlando H. Jadwin, 
Archibald MolInnes, Solomon Loeb, Simon 
Cary, trustee; Edward ©. Fielder, Owen B. 
MoManus, W. C. Schermerhorn, and the 
estateof William A. Martin. The signers = 
resent in all twenty of thirty property 
owners on the two blooks in question, and over 
two-thirds of the property in reference to the 
value. The signatures were obtained within a 
couple of days, and the property ownersseemed 
to bave had no notice of the proposed hearing 
excepting what was published in THE TiMEs. 

A number of the remaining owners are ready 
to sign, and so far no one approached on the 
matter has refused to sign. he petition rein- 
foroed by the additional signatures will be pre- 
sented to the board at another hearing which 
will be granted to the property owners. 

Jefferson M. Levy, who spoke for five or ten 
minutes yesterday, said: ‘‘The Cortlandt Street 
station of the elevated road is only 450 feet 
frum the ferry, and the platform of the station 
of the proposed new branch would extend at 
least 200 feet along Cortlandt Street. This 
means simply that the public-loving elevated 
road would save its passengers just about 250 
feet of walking. 

*“‘Asfaras concerns the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, which has indorsed this petition for a 
Cortlandt Street branch, they have spent about 
$2,000,000 on their new station in Jersey, and 
as a resulttheir passengers have to walk up 
two or three flights of stairs and then about 70U 
feet further to get on the trains. This showing 
scarcely entitles them to come before this board 

rofessing an overwhelming desire to accommo- 
vate the public. 

* We cluim on good authority that the build- 
ing of an elevated railroad would reduce the 
property on Cortlandt, between West and Green- 
wich Streets, to one-fifth of its present value. The 
class of people who mostly travel up and down 
the street do not cross the Cortlandt but the 
Desbrosses Street Ferry, and the sole object of 
the elevated road is to secure a place where 
they can store cars, and which will afford a new 
terminus to relieve the pressure at South 
Ferry.” 

Ira O. Miller, who followed Mr. Levy, said 
that the new elevated road would work incal- 
culable damage to property, and as far as ho 
was concerned he would not haveit go by his 
own property for $50,000. ‘* We property own- 
ers,” he said, “‘are unitedin our opposition to 
this outrage, and we propose to fight the matter 
to the bitter end.” ae 

Frank A. Mackintosh spoke for the William 
A. Martin estate and said: ‘ Viewed from the 
standpoint of the public interest, there js no 
demand for this extension. The majority of 
people who travel up and down from the Penn- 
sylvania ferry are people who use the Sixth 
Avenue elevated road, and the Ninth Avenue 
road would take them entirely out of their 


way. 

“For example, people who wish to get to the 
stores on Twenty-third Street never take the 
Ninth Avenue road. 

*“ When the new rapid transit system is com- 
pleted, people will use that in preference to the 
elevated road, so that there is not now, nor wiil 
there be in the future, any large class who 
would be at all benefited by the proposed ex- 
tension.” 

Orlando H. Jadwin protested against the 
proposed extension on the ground that it 
crossed West Street, and would thereby cut oif 
one of the most available streets for use in a 
new system of rapid transit. 

“All of the property owners who have been 
seen,” said Mr. Jadwin, ‘‘ have signed the pro- 
test, and they represent two-thirds of the valuc 
of the property on Cortlandt Street concerned. 
The extension across West Street would inter- 
fere with the use of that street for any other 
system of rapid transit. West Street, in my 
opinion, isone of the best routes for any per- 
fect system of rapid transit, as on it alone is 
there room for any number of tracks, and for 
trains run at all speeds. 

“Now, if this present elevated system is al- 
lowed to tap it for a favorable loop, this privi- 
lege would cut off any new line of rapid transit 
on West Street of several of its best feeders and 
seriously cripple the new enterprise. As to the 
extension on Cortlandt Street being any advan- 
tage; the two blocks will barely hold the length 
of one train, and consequently passengers will 
still have to walk the same distance.” 

Mr. Jadwin’s argument closed the hearing and 
the Commissioners then went into executive 
session. Another public meeting will be held 
soon, at which the property owners will make 
afurther protest against the Cortlandt Street 


road.

Seven fresh cases of smallpox were discov- 
ered in Brocklyn yesterday. The victims are 
James Brady, aged forty-seven years, of 238 
Knickerbocker Avenue; Frank, Lizzie, Willie, 
and Joseph Eckert, aged six, five. three, and 
two years, respectively, of 277 Ralph Avenue; 
Lulu Goggins, aged four yoars, of 494 Figth 
Avenue, and Michael McLaughlin, aged twellty- 
seven years, of 216 Huron Street. They were 
all removed to the Flatbush pesthouse. There 
are now sixty-one patients in that institution.

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1 PROVING SAVANNAH HARBOR. 


WORK BEGUN WITH A LARGE APPRO- 
PRIATION AT HAND. 


Spectal to The Assoctated Press. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 29.—In a day or two the 
work of improving the harbor of Savannah, 
which was discontinued in 1891 through lack of 
funds, will be well under way again. July 22, 
1890, the Secretary of War approved the pro- 
ject having fpr its object the obtaining of a 
depth of 26 feet of water in the Savannah 
River from the olty to the sea, and Sept. 19 of 
that year Congress appropriated $350,000 witn 
which to inaugurate ‘the work. 

That sum was expended some tims ago. Last 
July an additional sum of $318,000 was au- 
thorized by Congress, and contracts for addl- 
tional work wero let last month. The contract- 
ors have been on the ground some time, and are 
now ready to begin operations on an extensive 
scale. It is calculated by Capt. Carter, engineer 
in charge, that $70,000 will be expended next 
month, and that the entire appropriation will 
be used up by next March. 

He figures that the result aimed at—a depth 


of not less than 26 feet between the city and 
the sea at high water—ocouid be secured in 
two and a haif years if the estimated sum of 
$2,700,000 were availabie in a lump. Under the 
present system of appropriating comparatively 
small sums ata time the date of completion 
will necessarily be postponed several years be- 
yond that time. 

The harbor of Savannah consists of the river 
from the city to Tybee Roads, and comprises an 
anchorage with various depths of over 1,800 
acres, which will be increased when the pro- 
posed improvements are completed. The ocean 
bar 1s one of the deepest and best on the South 
Atlantic coast. The depth of water in the bar 
channel has not sensibly changed in the century, 
being 26 foet at mean high tide. 

In 1874, when the United States Engineer De- 
partment resumed charge of the improvements 
of the harbor, the usual high-water draught be- 
tween the city and Tybee was only a trifle more 
than 14 feet. This same channel now snows 22 
feet at high water. It has been ascertained that 
@ mean ebb velocity of about two feet per seo- 
ond is required to secure permanency of the 
channel. 

Capt. Carter is now preparing for the con- 
struction of training dams in orderso to mold 
the river that there will be a free ascent of the 
flood tide, and to secure the desired velocity of 
the ebb flow. Dredging has commenced, two 
big machines being employed. The great draw- 
back is that as soonas the work ceases the 
channel begins to fill upagain. This will con- 
tinue until the jetties are completed. P. San- 
ford Ross of Jersey City has the dredging con- 
tract. The Atlanta Construction Company is 
building the jetties. 





Fatal Fall from Roof to Cellar. 

Helene Marquet, aged twenty-two years, a 
servantemployed by Mrs. Emma Nichols of 297 
Ryerson Street, Brooklyn, fell from the roof of 
that building yesterday, while she was trying 
to hang some clothes, into an airshaft and was 
instantly killed. She fell all the way to the 
cellar and her head was crushed in by striking 
on the asphalt foundation. She had been em- 
ployed by Mrs. Nichols only a short time, and 
that lady does not know where the girl’s rela- 
tives live. 





WORK OF THE COURTS. 


—Judge Truax of the Supreme Court yesterday 
dismissed the complaint in the suit of James Oraw- 
ford, as sole trustee under the will of Margaret 0. 
Blixen, against Alfred B. Price and George Van 
Viiet. The suit was to recover property deeded 
away LA Mrs. Blixen, and disposed of in Ler will. 
Mrs. Blixen was the second wife of John Blixen, a 
prosperous truckman, and was twenty-three years 
ofage when she married Blixen in 1886, He was 
about sixty. He died in 1889, leaving all his prop- 
erty to his wife. Shedied in 1891, By her will she 
left ali her property to Alfred B. Price, who for 
many years was an intimate friend of her husband. 
tier mother and brother were given no share in the 
property. In 1890 Mrs. Blixen conveyed to Price 
property in Thirtieth Street, between Seventh and 
Eighth Avenues, and Price subsequently conveyed 
this property to Van Viiet. Crawford demanded 
that the deed by which this property was conveyed 
be declared void. Judge Truax holds that there was 
a valid consideration for the conveyance. 


—Andrew Kopke met defeat yesterday in the Snu- 
preme Court, before Judge Beach, in the trial of his 
suit to have it declared that real estate in his wife's 
name was held in trust for him. Kopke was in busi- 
ness a8 a butcher’and acquired valuable real estate, 
the title of which was in his wife’s name. He alleges 
that there was an understanding that he was to re- 
tain control. He went to Germany in 1886, and 
when he returned he found that his wife had as- 
sumed control and meantto keepit. Judge Beach 
decided against Kopke, holdiug that it was against 
the policy of the law that real estate should be held 
with a secret trust. 


—A jury in the Supreme. Court, before Judge 
Audrews, yesterday, gave George C. Simons a ver- 
dict of $5,000 in his suit against Laning L. Ferris 
for alienating the affections of his wife, Lottie. The 
defense was that Mrs. Simons had never had any 
affections for her husvand to be alienated. 


—Max Weiss, who was sued last Summer by Mol. 
lie Schwartz for breach of promise of marriage, and 
against whom a default was taken, will now have a 
chance to defend the suit. Judge Bookstaver, in the 
Court of Common Pleas, yesterday granted his mo- 
tion to have the default opened.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 
GRANTED THB FRANCHISE. 


ALDERMAN “‘SOGER” FLYNN WAS. ELO- 
QUENT IN SPITE OF ILLNESS, 


The New-York Power Company was kindly 
treated yesterday by the Board of Aldermen, 
which granted it a franchise that will enable it 
to tear up the streets, avenues, alleys, lanes 
and public places of this city, to lay mains and 
pipes to make sewer connections, and to con 
struct manholes. 

The corporation is organized under the laws 
of New-Jersey, and the application for the fran- 
chise was signed by Lewis W. Miller, Secretary 
ofthe company. The franchise was granted in 


very convenient shape for the company. It will 
not have jo pay the Piey a cent until after its 
mains are jaid. 

There is @ provision in the franchise that tho 
Becretary of the company “shall report under 
oath to the Controller, on or before March 17 
each yoar, setting forth the quantity of mains 
laid during the preceding year and the net 
profits of the eompeny for the same, and that 
the company shall pay to the Controller, on or 
before the lst day of May of each year, 3 cents 
tor each lineal foot for the mains laid and 2 per 
cent. of the net profits for the year, embraced 
in such report of the Secretary.’

This was claimed to conflict with the exclusive 
franchise of the Néw-York Steam Company, 
given by the Legislature, to convey steam and 
hot water in ite pipes. To avoid any clash, the 
words salt water aro putin the franchise of the 
New-York Power Company. 

When this matter came up before the Alder- 
men last week, Alderman O’ Beirne objected to 
the favorable report of the Committee on 
Streets. Yesterday the report was acoompa- 
nied by a resolution granting the franchise, and 
Alderman O’ Beirne objected again, but without 
avail. 

He asked for information about the New-York 
Power Company. He wanted to know how it 
came to succeed the National Steam-Heating 
Company, which was practic granted a new 
franchise by the Aldermen in July. Being in- 
quisitive, he aleo wanted to know what public 
hearings had been held by the Committeo on 
Streets on the subject. 

Alderman “Soger’’ Flynn is the Chairman of 
the Committee on Streets. .Mr. O’Beirne’s in- 
quiries brought the ‘‘soger” to his feet, and he 
made one of the greatest efforts of his life. 

“We don’t want no more Hungry Joe busi- 
ness in this board,” said Mr. Fiyas, and then 
continuing and referring to r. O’Beirne, he 
said, “He onghtto be set upon severely. He 
likes to hear himself talk because he thinks he’s 
an orator. He is always getting his lipin. IfI 
was feeling well to-day I would give him what 
he deserves. But I’m too sick. He ought to be 
expelled from this body. I’m not going to give 
him any information. He’s always talking. 
Once we had a Demosthenes in the board, now 
we have a Ciocero.”’ 

Mr. O’ Beirne persisted in his inquiries, and 
Mr, Flynn finally admitted that there had been 
no public hearifzs in the matter, but he did 
not see the use of any. 

There was evidently a very good understand- 
ing on the part of the Aldermen, or, rather, a 
majority of them, as to how they should vote, 
for when the resolution granting the franchise 
was called up it was passed by a vote of 15 to 5.

RIOTOUS ITALIAN LABORERS, 


CASWRELL’s CONTRACT FOR RICHMOND 
COUNTY ROADS FORFEITED. 


The Richmond County Board of Supervisors 
were besieged yesterday by nearly 100 Italian 
laborera who have not been paid by William C. 
Caswell, one of the Richmond County road con- 
tractors, and the police were called out to pre- 


vent a riot. 

Caswell had the largest contracts awarded for 
the building of the forty miles of macadam 
roads on Staten Island, and as he failed to pay 
his labor or bills his creditors came down on 
him last Spring, and since that time the work 
has progressed under the direction of his bonds- 
men, Peleg Brown and Charlies H. Armstrong. 

Last week a payment of $3,000 was wade to 
the bondsmen by the county, and they at once 
abandoned the work and left their laborers, 
nearly 100 in number, their creditors for from 
$35 to $60. 

One piece of unfinished road was leftina 
very bad condition, and the storm made it 
nearly impassable. County Engineer Bacot got 
seven of the laborers to go to work to tix the 
road. These men were set upon by about forty 
of their companions and roughly bandied. A 
serious outbreak among them was only averted 
by the arrival of a squad of policemen, who had 
been summoned by the engineer. 

The Board of Supervisors, at their meeting 
yesterday afternoon, declared the Caswell con- 
tracts forfeited, and will have the three miles 
of road still to be built uuder his contract built 
by other contractors. They have also arranged 
for the payment of the laborers, and will pro- 
=e all of Caswell’s creditors so far as they are 
able.

HIS CONVICTION AFFIRMED BY THE 
COURT OF APPEALS. 


The conviction of Dr. Henry G. MoGonegal of 
manslaughter in the first degree for having 
caused the death of Annie Goodwin by an opera- 
tion was yesterday aflirmed by the Court of 
Appeals at Albany, and the aged breaker of the 
laws of the State and of morality must serve a 
sentence of fourtegn years’ imprisonment. 

After the trialin the Court of General Ses- 
sions, in the Fall of 1890, Lawyer Birdsall, for 
Dr. MoGonegal, secured a reduction of bail from 
$20,000 to $5,000 by application to Judge Pratt 
for astay pending an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. After the affirmance of the conviction 
by the General Term, Judge Pratt allowed a re- 
newal of bailof $5,000, and granted another 
stay pending an appeal to the Court of Appeals. 

Aside from the interest which has always 
centred about this case, the decision yesterday 
is of unusual importance, as a disputed point of 
law is settled that has especial significance in 
the oriminal panevion of New-York County. In 
the case of Alderman Arthur J. MoQuade, tried 
several years ago, the Courtof Appeals re- 
versed hig conviction because some of the jurors 
afterward testified that they had read what 

urported to be reports of the first trial of Mo- 

uade. The Court of Appeals held that they 
were accordingly disqualified, though they 
swore to render an impartial verdict. 

In the trial of Dr. MoGonegal, a juror, while 
under examination, testified that he had read a 
report of the proceedings before the Coroner. 
He swore, however, that this would not prevent 
his rendering afair decision. Lawyer Birdsall 
moved thatthe juror be excluded, but Judge 
Fitzgerald overruled the challenge and allowed 
the juror toserve. Lawyer Birdsall was con- 
fident that he would secure either a reversal of 
the conviction or an order for a new trial when 
the case was appealed, in view of the McQuade 
peer ee fs But the Court of Appeals yesterday 

ecided that Judge Fitzgerald was right in al- 
lowing the juror to sit. 

Lawyer Birdsall on receiving the news of the 
decision sent word to 251 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-second Street, where MoGonegal 
has been living with *“‘ Doctress ” Marion Dale. 
McGonegal responded and was taken from the 
lawyer’s office to the Tombs by Detective Train- 
-. He will probably go to Sing Sing Prison to- 

ay. 

“TI might have skipped out,” said McGonegal 
to a TiMks reporter, “ but I preferred to stay 
and take my medicine. That is all I have to say 
to newspaper men. You have hounded me for 
years and you should be satisfied.” 

Annie Goodwin was a pretty Harlem girl who 
worked ina cigarette factory. She lived with 
her sister, Mrs. Halliday, at 304 East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-sixth Street, and when Au- 
gustus Harrison, a weeny Jeune man, began 
to pay her attention, Mrs. Halliday forbade him 
the house. Miss Goodwin left her sister's 
house in 1888 to live with Sadie Traphagen, 
another cigarette girl, who has since figured in 
the police courts on several occasions. On July 
1 Miss Goodwin went to a boarding house kept 
by a Mrs. Collins at 152 East One Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh Street. She was driven 
from there when it Was found that 
she was in trouble, and went to live 
with Mrs. Shaw, a washerwoman, at 117 East 
One Hundred and Fifth Street. There she died, 
and on Sunday, July 13, 1890, at2 A. M., Mc- 
Gonegal took her body in a two-wheeled gig, 
and having procured a burial permit had it in- 
terred in St. Michael’s Cemetery, Astoria, as 
that of “‘ Jane Wilbur, a married ssleswoman.” 

The story leaked out through a conversation 
that was overheard on the elevated road by 
Detectives Price and Mott. 

McGonegal was again arrested on July 27, 
1892, charged with having caused the death of 
Mra. Louisa Webb of 407 Hamilton Street, 
Ravenswood, by an operation, but he was dis- 
charged. Heis more than seventy-three years
